2 .        I NTRCDUCTION  OF  CIVIC  OFFICIALS 


Chairman  Woolridge,  in  opening  the  meeting,  advised  that  it  was  the  policy  of  the  Board  to 
hold  quarterly  evening  meetings  outside  of  the  District  Office  and  rotate  around  to  different 
cities  so  that  in  the  distant  areas  people  can  attend  and  participate  in  the  meetings  and  see 
how  the  Board  functions.       He  thanked  Mrs.  Bea  Poole  of  the  District  Public  Relations 
Dept.  and  Miss  Mary  Farvo  of  the  Antioch  City  Manager's  Office  for  completing  the  arrange- 
ments for  the  evening  meeting  in  Antioch. 

Antioch  City  Manager  Leo  Fancey,  acting  in  behalf  of  the  Mayor  of  Antioch,   Pete  Lopez, 
welcomed  the  Board  to  Antioch  and  introduced  Antioch  City  Councilman  Verne  L.  Roberts 
and  Worth  Shaw,  Antioch's  Park  and  Recreation  Director.       Mr.  Fancey  indicated  that 
several  city  people,   including  Mayor  Lopez,  were  down  with  the  flu  and  therefore  could  not 
attend  the  meeting. 

Chairman  Woolridge  reported  that  Director  Marlin  W.  Haley  and  the  District's  General 
Manager,   Irwin  Luckman,  were  also  absent  because  of  the  flu.      Chairman  Woolridge 
introduced  the  five  Board  Members,  the  Department  Heads  and  District  staff  members  present 
at  the  meeting.      He  also  introduced  John  S.  Bryant  of  Pittsburg,  who  served  as  a  Board 
Member  on  a  temporary  basis  at  the  time  Contra  Costa  County  annexed  to  the  District,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Robert  Hoyer,  the  Vice-Mayor  of  Clayton  and  his  wife,  and  John  Gregg  of  the 
Contra  Costa  County  Water  District. 
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2.        APPROVAL  OF  MINUTES 

On  motion  of  Director  Rocding,  seconded  by  Director  Macdonald,   the  minutes  of  the  Decem- 
ber 19,   1967  Board  Meeting  were  unanimously  approved.      Page  13  of  the  minutes  was 
corrected  to  reflect  that  Director  Badger  had  suggested  that  minutes  be  sent  to  city  officials.

BUSINESS  BEFORE  THE  BOARD 

A.        Re-election  of  Board  Officers.  A  portion  of  Resolution  No.  2793  adopted 

January  17,   1967  on  the  subject  of  election  of  Board  Officers  was  read  by  Chairman 
Wool  ridge  and  is  quoted  below: 

"BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  that  the 
following  Directors  are  elected  hereby  to  serve  as  officers  of  the  Park  District  Board  for  the 
period  commencing  this  17th  day  of  January  1967  and  until  such  time  as  the  first  meeting  of 
this  Beard  takes  place  in  January  1968,  or  until  such  time  as  the  Board,  at  its  discretion,  may 
chose  to  re-elect  new  officers." 

Director  Blumberg  stated  that  the  resolution  also  sets  up  the  Board  policy  that  a  director 
elected  to  serve  as  President  on  the  Board  shall  serve  in  such  capacity  for  a  period  of  not 
more  than  two  years  and  on  this  basis  moved  to  retain  Director  Wool  ridge  as  Board  President.. 
This  motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Badger  and  it  was  agreed  that  the  other  officers  of 
the  Board  continue  to  serve  in  their  present  capacities.       The  following  resolution  was 
adopted  by  unanimous  vote:

B.  Report  on  receipt  of  Coyote  Hills  funds  and  acquisition  of  the  land.         Acting 
General  Manager  Trudeau  reported  that  a  check  in  the  amount  ot  $1 , 750 , 000  was 

turned  over  to  the  Clerk  of  Alameda  County,  which  had  been  included  in  the  Demands 
just  approved  by  the  Board  and  the  largest  check  that  the  Board  President  and  Treasurer 
have  ever  signed  and    was  for  the  acquisition    of  Alameda  Creek-Coyote  Hills  park  lands. 

Mr.  Hornbeck,  Chief  of  the  District's  Land  and  Water  Acquisition  and  Management 
Department,  stated  that  hopefully  this  represented  things  to  come  in  Contra  Costa  County 
as  well .      This  v/as  the  largest  grant  of  funds  the  District  has  ever  received  and  in  fact  is 
the  largest  grant  that  has  come  out  of  the  State  of  California,  he  said,  and  amounted  to 
$1,691,500.      This  amount  represented  $816,500  from  the  1964  State  Beach,  Park, 
Recreation  and  Historical  Facilities  Bond  Act  and  $875,000  from  the  Federal  Government's 
Land  and  Water  Conservation  Fund,  to  be  used  toward  the  acquisition  of  the  land  at  the 
Alameda  Creek-Coyote  Hills  site,  he  said,  which  is  located  north  of  Dumbarton  Bridge  in 
the  City  of  Fremont  and  virtually  on  San  Francisco  Bay.      The  park,  in  due  course,  he 
said,  will  consist  of  1000  acres  of  open  space  that  will  be  available  for  recreation  in  the 
next  handful  of  months.      Mr.  Hornbeck  explained  that  these  lands  were  not  acquired  in 
a  matter  of  months,  but  were  the  culmination  of  many  different  facets  of  effort  over  a 
period  of  years. 

C.  Progress  report  on  District  program  in  Contra  Costa  County.        Chairman  Woolridge 
advised  the  audience  that  a  progress  report  on  different  facets  of  the  District  will 

be  made  by  the  District  staff. 

(1)    Income  and  Expenditures.      Controller  Sawyer  reported  on    the  District's  income  and 
expenditure  in  Contra  Costa  County.    Acting  General  Manager  Trudeau  explained  that 
a  copy  of  the  report  had  been  sent  to  the  Contra  Costa  County  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
although  it  does  not  go  into  detail  it  does  show  where  the  tax  funds  are  being  used. 
Mr.  Sawyer  made  the  following  financial  analysis  of  revenues  and  expenditures  in  Contra 
Costa  County  for  the  period  June  25,   1964  (Annexation)  through  December  31,   1967:

Acting  General  Manager  Trudeau  advised  that  the  administrative  expenses  average  about 
9.6%.      Controller  Sawyer  advised  that  every  effort  is  made  to  keep  the  administrative 
expenses  at  10%  or  less. 


(2)  Contra  Loma 

Acting  General  Manager  Trudeau  advised  that  it  was  the  District's  pleasure  to  take 
part  in  the  Contra  Costa  County  Water  District's  dedication  of  Contra  Loma  in  October  at 
which  time  Mr.   Luckman  made  a  brief  presentation  of  the  preliminary    plan.      Mr.  Trudeau 
said  that  the  District  has  followed  the  progress  of  the  project  very  closely  and  the  program 
for  Contra  Loma  should  be  of  particular  interest  to  those  living  in  this  part  of  the  County. 

Walter  Toney,  Chief  of  Plans,   Design  and  Construction,  reported  that  Contra  Loma  will  be 
more  significant  to  the  area  in  the  years  ahead  because  of  the  rapid  population  growth  and 
oointed  out  the  site  on  a  display  map  and  described  the  recreational  features  of  the  792  acre 
park,  basically  water  oriented  with  beach  and  swimming  facilities.     Land  oriented  recreation 
wili  aiso  be  orovided,  he  said,  with  family  and  group  picnic  facilities  as  well  as  for  day 
camping.      Parking  will  be  near  the  entrance  and  some  sort    of  internal  transportation  system 
will  be  provided,  he  said.       Contra  Loma  Reservoir,  Mr.  Toney  said,  will  have  a  water 
surface  of  about  30  acres,  which  is  about  half  the  size  of  Lake  Merritt,  and  it  is  felt  that 
the  lake  will  not  be  large  enough  to  support  power  boats.      Sailing  may  be  permitted  on  a 
limited  basis  with  rental  boats,  he  said,  and  estimated  that  the  water  fluctuation  between  high 
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and  low  wafer  will  be  about  five  feet.    Asked  as  to  when  the  park  will  be  open  to  the  public, 
Mr.  Toney  reported  that  the  time  schedule  for  opening  the  park  will  be  one  of  the  items 
to  be  considered  at  the  forthcoming  work  retreat,  after  which  the  staff  will  come  back  to  the 
Board  with  a  firm  recommendation.      He  anticipated  that  the  area  may  be  in  use  next 
summer. 

Mr.  Gregg  of  the  Contra  Costa  County  Water  District  reported  that  although  the  entire 
reservoir  can  be  drawn  in  three  and  half  days,  it  would  fake  50  days  to  refill.    The  reservoir 
will  be  used  for  emergency  storage  facilities ,  he  said,  and  surface  fluctuations  will  be  kept 
to  a  minimum.      Some  draw  off  will  take  place  shortly  in  order  to  make  repairs  to  the  pump- 
ing system  it  was  reported. 

(3)  Kellogg  Reservoir. 

WalterToney  reported  on  the  progress  of  this  project, stating  that  it  is  a  project 
developed  by  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation  as  part  of  the  State  water  plan  and  they  are 
interested  in  having  the  District  operate  the  recreational  features.    Mr.  Toney  said  that 
the  orea  will  consist  of  about    10,  000  acres,  of  which  there  will  be  3,000  acres    of  surface 
water.      It  is  a  fantastic  project  in  scale,  he  said,  and  the  Bureau  has  requested  the  District 
to  participate  and  there  is  a  letter  of  understanding  between  the  District  and  the  Bureau  to 
this  effect    that  when  the  project  is  funded  we  are  ready,  willing  and  able  to  move  in  to  do 
the  recreational  development.       A  preliminary  plan  has  been  prepared  in  conjunction  with 
the  National  Park  Service;    the  plan  has  been  submitted  to  a  committee  in  Congress  and  the 
Bureau  expects  some  kind  of  priority  for  development  in  the  next  few  months,  he  said. 
Private  boats  will  be  permitted,  he  said.         The  present  recommendation  is  for  the  Federal 
Government  to  finance  the  project  On  a  50%  basis.     They  will  put  up  all  the  money  at  one 
time  and  pay  back  will  be  over  a  50  year  period,  he  said. 

Director  Blumberg  stated  that  the  cost  will  be  something  like  50  million  dollars  to  develop 
this,  which  the  District  pays  back  over  a  period  of  50  years  from  user  fees.      He  emphasized 
that  no  District  tax  money  is  going  into  this  project,  and  that  an  agreement  for  development 
of  the  recreational  facilities  by  the  District  has  not  been  signed,  only  a  letter  of  intent  has 
been  submitted. 

(4)  John  Marsh  Home. 

Hulet  Hornbeck,  Chief  of  Land  Management,  covered  this  subject,  stating  that  it  is 
directly  north  of  the  Kellogg  project  and  much  earlier  in  the  sequence  of  development.    It 
is  located  3  miles  southwest  of  Brentwood  and  consists  of  about  seven  acres  at  this  time  and 
is  owned  by  Contra  Costa  County.      It  is  the  intention  of  the  County  to  transfer  title  to  the 
District  at  such  time  as  the  take  lines  have  been  determined  and  a  program  for  development 
prepared,  he  said.       Negotiations  have  been  taking  place  with  the  Cowell  Foundation  for 
quite  some  time  and  hopefully  matters  will  be  resolved  within  the  foreseeable  future. 
Adjacent  to  the  John  Marsh  Home  is  a  flood  control  site  which  should  provide  a  very  nice 
addition  to  the  Home  and  these  two  units  together  will  make  quite  an  exciting  regional 
park,  as  well  as  one  of  great  historical  quality  not  only  to  Contra  Costa  County  but  to  the 
entire  State  of  California.      The  Home  dates  back  to  1836    which  is  the  beginning  of  the 
civilized  history  of  the  County.       Incorporated  in  the  project  will  be  the  Indian  situations 
that  existed  at  the  time  that  John  Marsh    ran  the  original  40,000  acre  ranch. 

Mr.Trudeau  reported  that  the  District  will  receive  $250,000  in  State  Park  Bond  funds  toward 
the  acquisition  of  the  property.       John  Bryant  of  Pittsburg  stated  that  the  site  was  located 
outside  of  the  District  and  questioned  the  spending  of  money  outside  of  the  district  boundaries. 
Mr.  Hornbeck  replied  that  Sunol  Valley  Regional  Park  was  well  outside  of  the  district 
boundaries  at  the  time  it  was  acquired  and  is  a  magnificent  park  with  overwhelming  potential 
and  is  now  within  the  District.      Director  Blumberg  advised  that  this  project    was  taken  on 
at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Contra  Costa  County  for  funding  under  the  State 
Park  Bond  funds. 

(5)  Nortonville-Somersviiie-Stewartsville  Mines  Area. 

Cn  this  project  Hulet  Hornbeck  reported    that  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  Land  Management 
has  recently  re-opened  consideration  of  the  District's  application  for  32C  acres  in  this  area, 
along  with  a  private  individual's  claim  for  silica  sand  mining  on  the  same  property.      If  the 
mining  claim  is  determined  tobe  valid  and  if  it  is  economically  feasible  to  mine  the  silica 
sand,  the  District  will  be  confronted  with  this  problem  and  the  stand  of  Coulter  Pines  in  the 
area  will  be  threatened.         The    District  Board  has  authorized  funds  for  the  engagement 
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of  a  mining  geologist,  who  in  turn  will  advise  the  District  of  the  economic  feasibility  of  the 
destruction  of  this  area  by  silica  mining.         In  the  meantime  the  District  is  considering  and 
will  continue  to  consider  all  the  other  areas  in  this  vicinity  for  a  regional  park  development. 

Mr.  John  S.  Bryant  of  Pittsburg,  who  was  appointed  to  the  District  Board  to  serve  until  such 
time  as  a  director  could  be  elected,  stated  that  at  the  time  of  annexation  a  promise  was 
made  for  a  regional  park  in  the  mines  area  of  from  350  to  1200  acres,  he  did  not  recall 
which,  and  after  the  election  to  annex  to  the  District,  the  Board  took  action  by  resolution 
recommending  and  authorizing  the  General  Manager  to  negotiate  for  acquisition  of  1700 
acres  in  the  mines  area.       Mr.  Bryant  quoted  from  the  Board  Minutes  and  from  a  letter 
written  by  Mr.  Mott  to  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management  which  indicated  that  the  proposed 
regional  park  would  be  about  1700  acres.      Mr.  Bryant  also  stated  that  a  preliminary  plan 
had  also  been  presented  to  the  Board  showing  the  area  to  be  this  size. 

Mr.  Hornbeck  stated  that  as  far  as  he  knows  there  has  been  no  consideration  in  the  District 
to  substantially  change  the  terms  of  the  total  acreage;  that  this  is  a  matter  of  priorities  and 
funding,  with  every  source  of  funding  explored  . 

Director  Blumberg  said  that  one  thing  to  remember  is  that  the  District  has  to  be  flexible 
and  to  be  able  to  mold  in  different  ways  as  property  can  be  acquired  and  certainly  the 
District  will  continue  to  investigate  every  bit  of  property  in  that  area  to  arrive  at  what 
everybody  wants. 

Director  Roeding  stated  that  it  was  Mr.  Bryant  who  stimulated  the  Board's  interest   and  made 
it  possible  to  accomplish  what  has  already  been  done.  Mr.  Hornbeck  explained  a  little 

of  the  problems  relating  to  the  mineral  rights  which  complicate  the  land  acquisition  in  the 
area.       Antioch  City  Manager  Fancey  also  explained  the  problem  in  relation  to  the 
sanitary  fill  along  the  approach  to  the  mines  area. 

Mr.  Bryant  also  asked  questions  regarding  funding  and  contacting  the  other  property  owners 
in  the  area  and  expressed  concern  about  the  recreational  and  natural  history  value  versus 
the  value  of  the  land  and  how  is  this  decided.       Mr.  Hornbeck  stated  that  public  interest 
will  be  of  great  assistance  to  the  District  in  this  matter.       Mr.  Bryant  reported  that  there 
are  quite  a  number  of  people  who  would  like  to  help    with  their  moral  and  scientific  backing. 
The  important  thing  is,  Mr.  Bryant  said,  that  this  natural  development  which  has  taken 
place  over  thousands  of  years  is  in  danger  of  being  destroyed  if  prompt  action  is  not  taken. 
It  would  take  only  a  few  months  to  destroy  the  Coulter  Pines  and  make  charcoal  out  of  them. 
Mr.  Trudeau  and  Mr.  Bryant  also  commented  on  the  great  historical  value  of  the  area. 
Chairman  Woolridge  expressed  the  Board's  appreciation  to  Mr.  Bryant  for  his  comments  and 
stated  that  the  problem  was  still  in  the  hands  of  the  Federal  Government.      Director  Roeding 
suggested  that  perhaps  some  action  could  be  taken  to  preserve  the  pines,  with  Mr. Bryant's 
cooperation  and  assistance.         Mr.  Hornbeck  stated  that  he  did  not  think  it  remiss  to  send 
a  letter  to  the  Federal  Government  in  connection  with  the  lands.      Director  Roeding  then 
moved  for  adoption  of  a  resolution  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the  federal  bureau  ,  which  was 
seconded  by  Director  Badger,  and  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote:

URGING  THE  UNITED  STATES  BUREAU  OF  LAND  MANAGEMENT  TOPPRESERVE 
A  STAND  OF  ENDANGERED  COULTER  PINES  IN  THE  NCRTONVILLE-SOMERS- 
VILLE  MINES  AREA 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District 
that  the  General  Manager  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  sand  a  letter  to  the  United  States 
Bureau  of  Land  Management  in  relation  to  360  acres  of  land  currently  under  litigation  in  the 
Nortonviile-Somersville  Mines  Area,  urging  preservation  of  a  stand  of  Coulter  Pines,  which  will 
be  endangered  if  surface  mining  of  the  area  is  permitted, 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  said  letter  shall  express  this  Board's  feeling  that  the 
value  of  this  stand  of  Coulter  Pine  should  be  considered  as  important  as  that  of  silica  sand  deposits. 

BE  !T  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  a  copy  os  said  letter  be  made  a  part  of  this  resolution 
and  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  "A". 
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NOTE:  Exhibit  "A"  attached  to  original  resolution  on  file  in  the  District  Office. 

(6)  Briones  Regional  Park  and  proposed  Nature  Education  Camp. 

An  area  plan  for  development  was  shown  and  described  by  Walter  Toney  of  the 
southwest  portion  of  Briones  Regional  Park.       The  park,   located  in  central  Contra  Costa 
County,  consists  of  3100  acres,   he  said.      The  entrance  road  to  the  park  is  currently 
under  construction  and  is  about  65%  complete,  he  said.       Although  the  road  is  net 
passable  at  this  time,  because  of  the  weather,  parking  is  available  at  the  entrance  to  the 
park  and  people  can  walk  in  to  the  picnic  facilities  in  the  park,  he  said.       Group  and 
family  picnic  areas  are  available  as  well  as  some  day  camp  facilities,  he  said. 

Mr.  Toney  reported  on  the  proposed  site  about  a  mile  in  the  park  for  the  nature  education 
camp    of  about  45  acres  of  flat  land    with  adjacent  streams  and  canyons  .      It  will  be  a 
magnificent  setting  for  such  a  program,  he  said,  because  a  variety  of  activities  can  take 
place  at  the  location.      A  proposal  for  such  a  nature  education  camp  by  the  Contra  Costa 
County  School  District  is  under  consideration,   he  said,  and  is  being  enthusiastically  being 
studied  by  the  District. 

To  questioning,  Mr.  Toney  reported  that  the  water  survey  made  recently  indicates  that 
there  is  sufficient  water  available  at  the  site  to  take  care  of  the  needs  of  the  park.    He 
indicated  that  he  would  report  on  this  to  the  Board  at  a  later  date.       Mr.  Toney  also 
reported  on  the  proposed  abandonment  of  the  county  road  through  the  park  as  a  dedicated 
public  road  from  the  intersection  of  Bear  Creek  Road  on  the  south  to  the  northern  boundary 
of  the  park. 

(7)  Kennedy  Grove. 

Acting  General  Manager  Trudeau  reported  that  Kennedy  Grove  and  Briones  were 
jointly  dedicated  on  October  22,  1967  and  that  Kennedy  Grove  is  one  park  that  is  fully 
developed  .       Mr.  Toney  then  reported  that  this  park  in  western  Contra  Costa  County  just 
west  of  San  Pablo  Dam  ,  contains  95  acres    of  which  37  acres  are  developed.      It  contains 
large  lawn  areas  with  about  17  acres  of  lawn,  with  a  variety  of  picnic  facilities  available, 
a  small  amphitheater,  a  trail  system  into  the  higher  ground,  all  surrounded  by  a  canopy  of 
trees,  he  said.       He  invited  to  audience,  if  they  had  not  been  there,  to  come  out  and 
enjoy  this  park.       A  ranger  is  in  residence  at  the  site,  he  said. 

(3)  Arroyo  del  Cerro. 

Mr.  Toney  reported  the  progress  on  this  project,  which  will  be  similar  to  Don 
Castro  and  Cull  Canyon,  and  will  be  the  first  one  in  Contra  Costa  County  as  a  joint 
venture  between  the  District  and  Contra  Costa  County  Flood  Control  District.       Through 
imaginative  planning  this  facility  will  serve  a  multiple  use  purpose,  he  said,  and  that 
he  understood  a  new  priority  had  been  given  by  the  county  to  this  project .      The  project 
is  located  east  of  Walnut  Creek  . 

(9)  Brooks  Island. 

Mr.  Hornbeck  made  the  presentation  on  this  subject,  stating  the  Island  was  in  the 
boundaries  of  the  City  of  Richmond  on  the  San  Francisco  Bay  ,  of  50  acres  in  size.      He 
said  that  the  District  plans  to  have  only  a  minimum  amount  of  capital  improvement  and  it 
will  be  maintained  as  an  island    to  provide  an  island  environment.      Condemnation  action 
to  acquire  the  property  has  been  filed  and  purchase  will  be  funded  by  the  State  Park  Bond 
fund  and  federal  funding.         Mr.  Trudeau  reported  that  Trader  Vic  and  Bing  Crosby  hold 
a  hunting  lease  on  the  property  and  are  indirectly  involved  in  the  acquisition.      Mr. 
Bryant  suggested  that  certain  areas  of  the  Island  be  fenced  to  protect  the  nesting  of  birds 
that  takes  place  there.       Mr.  Nelson,  Chief  of  the  Interpretive  Department,  advised  that 
all  of  these  matters  will  be  studied  and  come  under  careful  scrutiny  in  the  final  planning. 

(10)  Las  Tram  pas  Ridge. 

Mr.  Hornbeck  reported  on  this  subject,  stating  that  the  site  is  directly  west  of 
Alamo  and  Danvil  le  and  is  a  very  high  ridge  containing  a  wonderful  and  greater  cross 
section  of  plant  life  than  in  any  one  particular  section  in  Contra  Costa  County.      The 
District  has  acquired  to  date  480  acres  with  negotiations  taking  place  for  additional 
acreage  and  it    is  hoped  that  ultimately  the  park  will  contain  about  1500  or    more  acres. 
Funding  will  again  come  from  the  State  and  the  Federal  Government,  although  definite 
approval  from  the  Federal  Government  has  not  been  made  as  yet.       The  District  land 
holdings  in  tho  area  are  currently  land  locked,   Mr.  Hornbeck  said. 
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(11)        Western  Contra  Costa  Shoreline  Park 

Mr.  Toney  reported  that  at  the  direction  of  the  Board  the  District  staff  has  been 
investigating  possible  sites  for  a  shoreline  park  in  western  Contra  Costa  County  which  has 
led  the  staff  not  only  to  consider  western  contra  costa  county  sites,  but  to  consider  the 
entire  shoreline  from  the  Bay  Bridge  to  Richmond.       Mr.  Toney  said  that  the  General 
Manager  should  shortly  be  able  to  come  to  the  Board  with  recommendations  and  certain 
decisions. 

Director  Badger  asked  if  any  consideration  was  being  given  to  acquiring  land  in  the  Delta 
or  along  the  Delta  shore,    that  this  might  be  a  very  good  thing  to  do,  as  it  would  offer 
access,  in  a  sense,  to  tremendous  Waterways  and  excellent  fishing.       Mr.  Hornbeck 
reported  that  several  sites  are  currently  under  consideration  in  a  very  preliminary  sense. 
Mr.  Toney  advised  that  although  these  items  do  not  appear  on  any  reports  or  studies  they 
are  items  which  are  under  consideration.      The  State  plans  a  great  deal  of  recreation  in 
this  area,  which  will,  of  course,  affect  the  District,  he  said. 

Mr.  Trudeau  also  reported  that   Mallard  Slough  is  still  under  consideration   and  has  not 
been  abandoned.      This  was  in  response  to  questioning  by  Mr.  Bryant.         Walter  Knight, 
of  the  District's  Botanic  Garden,  advised  that  the  State  was  acquiring   certain  creek 
mouths  in  the  Bay  and  recommended  that  the  District  participate  with  the  State  in  some  way 
in  the  administration  of  these  areas.        Mr.  Toney  indicated  that  he  was  aware  of  this 
and  was  studying  the  developments. 


D.  Resolution  urging  legislation  to  raise  the  limitation  on  District's  indebtedness. 

Acting  General  Manager  Trudeau  reported  that  this  was  a  recommendation  made 
by  the  Board  some  time  ago,  as  the  District's  present  borrowing  power  is  only  up   to 
$200,000   and  specified  for  revenue  producing  purposes  only.     Other  smaller  paTk  and 
recreation  districts  in  the  State  under  the  Resources  Code  can  borrow  up  to  two  years 
revenues  for  land  acquisition  and  development  with  cd  10  yr.  pay  beck.      The  result  means 
lower  interest  rates  and  the  ability  to  purchase  land  in  one  fell  swoop,  rather  than  a 
parcel  at  a  time  and  hoping  that  the  rest  will  still  be  available  later.         Assemblyman  John 
Knox    has  indicated  he  would  introduce  such  legislation,  Mr.  Trudeau  said,  and 
recommended  that  tfi2  Board  pass  a  resolution  to  that  effect.     On  motion  of  Director 
Blumberg,  seconded  by  Director  Badger,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by 
unanimous  vote:

BE  fT  RESOLVED  that     the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District 
hereoy  urges  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California  to  extend  the  borrowing  power  of  the 
East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  to  two  years  of  anticipated  tax  revenues  by  an  amendment  to 
Section  5544  of  the  Public  Resources  Code,  to  conform  to  the  borrowing  power   of  other 
Recreation  and  Park  District  as  provided  by  Section  5734.22  of  the  Public  Resources  Code,  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  support  of  all  Contra  Costa  and  Alameda  County 
Legislators    be  solicited  to  support  the  enactment  of  such  legislation. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  a  copy  of  the  proposed  amendment  to  Section  5544 
of  the  Public  Resources  Code  be  made  a  part  of  this  resolution  and  attached  hereby  as  Exhibit  "A", 


EXHIBIT  "A' 


An  Act  to  amend  Section  5544  of  the  Public  Resources  Code,  relating  to  Regional  Park 
District  borrowing  power. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  as  follows: 
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Section  1  .  Section  5544  of  the  Public  Resources  Code  is  amended  by  the  addition 

of  Section  5544.2. 

5544.2       A  district  may  acquire  all  necessary  and  proper  lands  and  facilities,  or  any 
portion  thereof,  by  means  of  a  plan  to  borrow  money  or  by  purchase  on  contract.      The 
amount  of  indebtedness  to  be  incurred  shall  not  exceed  an  amount  equal  to  the  anticipated 
tax  income  for  a  two  year  period.     All  such  indebtedness  which  is  incurred  on  or  after 
July  1,  1963,  shall  be  repaid  in  approximately  equal  annual  installments  during  a  period 
not  to  exceed  10    years  from  the  date  on  which  it  is  incurred  and  shall  bear  interest  at  a 
rate  not  exceeding  6  percent  per  annum  payable  annually  or  semi-annually  or  in  part 
annually  and  in  part  semi-annually.      Each  such  indebtedness    shall  be  authorized  by  a 
resolution  adopted  by  the  affirmative  votes  of  at  least  six-sevenths  of  the  members  of  the 
district  board  and  shall  be  evidenced  by  a  promissory  note  or  contract  signed  by  at  least 
six-sevenths  of  the  members  of  the  district  board.      The  indebtedness  authorized  to  be 
incurred  by  this  section  shall  be  in  addition  to,  and  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not 
apply  to,  any  bonded  indebtedness  authorized  by  vote  of  the  electors. 


E .  Discussion  of  abandonment  of  Briones  Road  within  Briones  Regional  Park  and 

approving  right  of  way  to  Contra  Costa  County  to  provide  turnaround. 
To  questioning  by  Director  Badger,  Walter  Toney  reported  that  the  District  has 
requested  county  abandonment  of  Briones  Road  as  a  dedicated  public  road  through  the 
park  from  the  intersection  of  Bear  Creek  Road  on  the  south  to  the  northern  boundary  of 
the  park.      Mr.  Toney  said  that  this  is  being  requested  in  order  that  the  District  will  be 
able  to  close  the  park  at  nights  and  that  the  road  through  the  park  will  not  be  abandoned 
but  will  be  under  District  control.      In  order  to  provide  a  turnaround  at  the  park's  northern 
boundary  on  Briones  Road   a  small  parcel  of  park  land  will  have  to  be  conveyed  to  the 
County.      Cn  motion  of  Director  Blumberg,  seconded  by  Director  Macdonald,  the  follow- 
ing resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote:

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  General  Manager  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  proceed    with  the  aid  of  District  Counsel  to  draw  up  such  documents  as  may  be 
necessary  for  said  grant  of  right  of  way,  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  Board  President  and  Secretary  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  execute  such  Grant  of  Right  of  Way  on  behalf  of  the  District,  when 
such  document  has  been  prepared,  and  a  copy  of  said  document    shall  be  attached  hereto  and 
made  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  Exhibit  "A".

F.  Approving  extension  to  Briones  road  construction  contract,  Briones  Regional  Park. 

Mr.  Toney  explained  that  because  of  modifications  which  had  to  be  made  in  the 
pians  by  the  District,  construction  of  the  extension  to  Briones  road  was  delayed  and  was 
the  District's  responsibility  and  because  of  inclement  weather  the  contractor  was  further 
delayed  in  the  completion.     As  explained  in  Mr.   Luckman's  memo  to  the  Board,  the 
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staff  feels  it  is  not  unreasonable  to  extend  the  contract  for  30  days.      The  project  is  about 
65%  complete,   Mr.  Toney  said,  and  the  30  day  extension,  plus  the  ten  calendar  days 
left  to  complete  the  contract,  should  provide  sufficient  time  for  the  contractor  to  do  the 
job,  when  weather  conditions  permit. 

Director  Badger  moved  for  approval,  since  this  does  not  work  any  hardship  on  the 
District,  which  motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Blumberg  and  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote:

This  subject  was  covered  by  Mr.  Luckman's  memo  to  the  Board  which  indicated  that 
under  Public  Law  34-826  and  Public  Law  3-874  the  Corps  of  Engineers  can  conduct  a  study 
resulting  in  recommendations  for  the  District's  planning  and  construction  program  for 
Alameda  Beach.       Mr.  Luckman  had  indicated  that  the  study  was  absolutely  necessary 
before  any  beach  improvements  or  offshore  construction  is  undertaken  and  recommended 
that  the  Board  approve  such  request.       On  motion  of  Director  Macdonald,  seconded  by 
Director  Badger,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by    unanimous  vote:

H.  Authorizing  increase  of  hourly  rates  for  rent  horses  at  the  Equestrian  Center. 

George  White,  operator  of  the  Equestrian  Center  in  Anthony  Chabot  Regional 
Park,  attended  the  Board  meeting  and  made  a  formal  request  for  authorization  to 
increase  the  hourly  rate  for  renting  horses  from  $2.50  to  $3.00  per  hour.         He  stated 
that  rental  stables  in  both  counties  are  changing  their  rates  to  $3.00  and  that  he  has 
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not  increased  rentals  in  over  five  years  although  operating  costs  have  increased  steadily. 
In  addition,   he  said,   he  now  has  to  pay  a  possessory  tax  which  amounts  to  $1,777.01  per 
year.

7.  COMMENTS  AND  SUGGESTIONS 

(a)  General  Manager's  Comments. 

Acting  General  Manager  Trudeau  reported  on  the  purpose  of  the  forthcoming  work 
retreat  to  the  audience,  since  it  was  mentioned  a  number  of  times  during  the  meeting. 
He  stated  that  there  is  need  for  a  priority  syssem  which  will  lay  out  what  the  District 
will  do  and  when  for  the  next  seven  years  and  to  establish  guide  lines  for  the 
District's  land  acquisition  and  development  programs.      He  indicated  that  the  work 
retreat  is  scheduled  to  take  place  January  22-23-24-25. 

Mr.  Trudeau  also  reported  that  Director  Blumberg  will  be  the  principal  speaker  at 
the  Contra  Costa  County  Mayors  Conference  on  January  25.      He  also  reported    that 
at  the  Christmas  meeting  held  at  the  Brazil  Building  for  the  employees  on  December  22, 
1967,  five  year  service  pins  were  presented  to  Bob  Burns,   Mike  Gomez,  Jerry  Kent, 
Joe  Lemke,  Ray  Middleton,  Truman  Rhcades,  Terry  Rhodes,   Leroy  Austin,  Stanley 
Hedlund,  William  Villa,  Donald  Wilson  and  General  Manager  Luckman. 

Mr.  Trudeau  also  acknowledged  receipt  of  a  letter  from  James  Wells  thanking  the 
District  and  the  Redwood  Bowmen  for  the  courtesies  and  cooperation  at  the  Redwood 
Archery  Range. 

Mr.  Trudeau  also  reported  that  the  District  will  be  a  guest  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Marin  Conservation  Council,  Wednesday  evening  January  17,   1968  at  the  Marin  Rod 
and  Gun  Club  in  San  Rafael  for  a  presentation  of  the  Regional  Parks  program.    Board 
Members  were  invited  to  attend. 

Mr.  Trudeau  also  reported  that  members  of  the  District  staff  have  been  attending 
the  hearings  conducted  by  the  Knox  committee  on  regional  government.      Three 
meetings  out  of  a  total  of  ten  hearings  throughout  the  nine  Bay  Area  counties  have 
been  held.      Short  reports  are  being  put  together  and  the  Board  will  be  informed  of 
what  has  been  going  on,   he  said.      Regional  Government  is  coming,  he  said,  and  the 
District  should  be  ready  and  prepared  for  it. 

Mr.  Trudeau  also  reported  that  25  TV  spots  have  been  carried  on  television  and 
there  has  been  excellent  response  generated  for  brochures  and  information  the 
Regional  Parks. 

(b)  Board  Comments. 


Chairman  Woolridge  stated  that  the  Board  was  looking  forward  to  receiving  the 
Work  Retreat  Report,  although  he  could  not  guarantee  that  the  Board  would  approve 
it  and  hoped  that  it  would  be  available  soon  so  the  Board  would  have  some  definite 
program  to  work  against. 

Director  Blumberg  requested  that  the  expenses  to  attend  the  California  Recreation

Manager    Luckman  advised  rne  Board,  as  indicated  in  his  memorandum,  of  Governor 
Reagan's  message  designating  Marco  7-14,   1968,  as  California  Conservation  Week  and 
recommended  that  the  Board  take  formal  action  endorsing  the  Governor's  position  and  urging 
our  constituents  to  take  similar  action  and  to  encourage  use  of  the  Regional  Parks  for  an 
outdoor  activity  during  this  week.      Director  Corley  asked  if  the  District  were  promoting 
any  special  events  during  the  week.       Mr.   Luckman4stated  that  perhaps  the  District  could 
promote  special  nature  walks  and  nature  education  programs  during  that  week.      Christian 
Nelson,  Chief  of  the  Interpretive  Department,  reported  that  there  is  a  crush  and  flurry  of 
activity  during  that  week  and  the  interpretive  staff  is  assigned    to  extra  duties  above  and 
beyond  their  normal  programs  with  puppet  shows  and  visits  to  school  auditoriums,  etc.    Dur- 
ing Conservation  Week  they  are  booked  almost  a  year  in  advance,  he  said.      Mr.  Luckman 
suggested  promotion  of  the  programs  which  we  already  have  and  advised  that  the  District 
will  be  participating  with  a  display  in  a  "Vacation  68"  exhibit  taking  place  in  San  Francisco 
during  that  week.      Christian  Nelson  also  reported  to  the  Board  that  the  National  Wildlife 
Conservation  Week  takes  place  the  following  week.

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  an  invitation  is  extended  to  the  residents  of  the  Bay 
Area,  and  all  Californians  to  come  and  enjoy  its  Regional  Parks  and  the  facilities  available  to 
them,  not  only  during  observance  of  California  Conservation  Week,  but  throughout  the  year. 


B.  Resolution  endorsing  U.S.  Senate  Bill  1401  an  extension  of  Land  and  Water 

Conservation  Fund.        Mr.  Trudeau  reported  on  this  subject  to  the  Board,  stating 
that  the  purpose  of  Senate  Bill  1401  is  to  raise  the  land  and  water  conservation  fund  from 
one  hundred  million  to  two  hundred  million  dollars  a  year.      The  District  has  already 
benefited    from  the  Land  and  Water  Conservation  Fund  in  the  acquisition  of  the  Alameda- 
Creek-Coyote  Hi i Is  park  lands,  he  said.      The  new  bill  provides  that  the  money  may  be 
used  for  both  development  and  land  acquisition  on  a  matching  basis,  he  said.      Mr. 
Trudeau  also  stated  that  Mr.  Mott  had  asked  the  District  to  support  this  bill  and  is  presently 
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attending  Senate  hearings  in  Washington,  D.C.  urging  its  approval.    Mr.  Trudeau  and 
General  Manager  Luckman  recommended  Board  endorsement  of  the  bill.      Director  Corley 
questioned  if  the  Board  should  approve  items  of  this  amount,  especially  when  the  public 
is  talking  economy.      Mr.  Hornbeck  explained  that  the  funds  are  currently  coming  in  from 
offshore  tideland  leases  and  are  going  into  miscellaneous  receipts  of  the  Treasury  and  the 
bill  provides  that  the  funds  be  deposited  in  the  Land  and  Water  Conservation  Fund.      The 
present  land  and  water  conservation  funds  are  currently  made  up  from  surplus  land  sales 
and  from  the  "Golden  Eagle"  national  park  entry  fees.       Since  the  additional  funds  come 
from  the  depletion  of  natural  resources,  the  bill  provides  for  specific  appropriations  in 
terms  of  conservation,   Mr.  Hornbeck  said. 

Director  Blumberg  commented  that  in  the  future  on  matters  of  this  type  a  copy  of  the  bill 
should  be  sent  to  the  Board  so  that  they  would    have  an  opportunity  to  get  some  of  the  back- 
ground.     Mr.  Trudeau  advised  that  he  had  tried  to  get  copies  of  Senate  Bill  1401  in 
advance  of  the  meeting,  but  could  not.      Director  Badger  commented  that  in  Mr.   Luckman's 
memo  to  the  Board  it  was  reported  that  the  current  fund  provides  the  State  of  California 
about  3.5  million  dollars  and  the  new  legislation  wouldprovide  between  7  and  8  million 
dollars.       Director  Badger  estimated  that  although  California  has  one-tenth  of  the  popula- 
tion, it  will    get  only  l/25th  of  the  funds.       Mr.  Hornbeck  replied  that  the  Federal 
Government  retains  40%  of  the  total  fund,  with  60%  going  to  the  States  and  in  turn  are 
allocated  by  the  States.       California  allocates  the  funds  50/50  between  the  State  and 
lesser  agencies,  some  states  do  not  allocate  the  funds  at  all,  Mr.   Hornbeck  said. 
California  is  also  in  line  with  the  Federal  inaent  of  the  original  bill  which  provides  that 
65%  of  the  funds  be  used  for  land  acquisition  and  35%  for  capital  development.    California 
has  come  within  2%  of  the  national  figure,   he  said.      On  motion  of  Director  Badger, 
seconded  by  Director  Macdonald,   the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote:

1968,  Tilden  Park  Golf  Course.         General  Manager  Luckman  advised  the  Board 
that  agenda  Items  C  and  D  are  related  and  that  requests  have  been  received  for  Board 
approval  to  hold  the  Men's  and  Women's  annual  tournaments  at  the  Tilden  Park  Golf 
Course.       The  tournaments  are  advantageous  to  the  District,  he  said,  as  they  promote  the 
course  and  provide  excellent  publicity,  have  a  tremendous  effect  on  the  players  and  brings 
other  players  to  the  course.       The  business  community  also  gets  involved,  he  said,  by 
contributing  trophies  and  prizes,  and  the  tournaments  take  place  at  no  cost  to  the  District. 
Mr.   Luckman  recommended  approval  of  both  tournaments  and  on  the  women's  tournament 
he  recommended  not  only  to  authorize  the  tournament  but  to  reduce  their  fee  charge  for  the 
two  days  by  50$.      He  indicated  that  the  greens  will  be  in  fine  shape.       On  motion  of 
Director  Corley,  seconded  by  Director  Macdonald,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by 
unanimous  vote:

E.  Authorizing  General  Manager  to  take  action  on  noncompliance  with  Tilden  Pro 

Shop  Agreement.        General  Manager  Luckman  asked  that  discussion  of  this  subject 
be  postponed  for  later  in  the  meeting  as  Mr.  Garvey  and  his  attorney  would  like  to  be 
present  when  it  is  discussed  and  had  indicated  they  would  arrive  about  3  p.m.      Director 
Corley  commented  that  he  didn't  mind  holding  it  up,  but  that  this  is  a  problem  that  should 
be  handled  between  the  General  Manager  and  Mr.  Garvey  and  his  attorney,  and  that  the 
General  Manager  then  bring  in  his  report  and  recommendation  to  the  Board.      Mr.  Corley 
stated  that  he  did  not  believe  it  was  a  Board  matter  at  this  time.      Mr.   Luckman  stated  that 
Board  authorization  was  not  needed  in  relation  to  compliance  with  the  contract,  but  that 
it  was  on  the  agenda  to  ask  for  authorization  to  terminate  the  contract,  if  compliance  did 
not  come  through  within  a  reasonable  period  of  time. 

Chairman  Blumberg  stated  that  it  was  within  the  General  Manager's  authority  to  handle  this. 
Director  Badger  commented  that  since  there  has  been  so  much  static  about  this,  the  Board 
should  get  it  out  in  the  open.      Chairman  Blumberg,   in  accordance  with  the  request,  tabled 
the  matter  for  discussion  later  in  the  meeting. 

After  discussion  of  other  agenda  items  and  the  presentation  of  the  master  plan  for  Alameda 
Beach,  the  Board  returned  to  the  above  matl.ir,  with  Chairman  Blumberg  asking  if  the  Board 
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desired  to  fable  this  matter  entirely  at  this  time.      Director  Badger  asked    how  much 
discussion  had  taken  place  with  Mr.  Garvey.      General  Manager  Luckman  replied  that 
number  discussions  had  taken  place  with  him  recently.  In  the  course  of  these  conversa- 

tions,  Mr.   Luckman  said,  it  was  pointed  out  that  there  was  a  question  of  noncompliance 
with  the  terms  of  the  contract.      Mr.   Luckman  said  that  first,   he  was  advising  the  Board  of 
the  problem  of  noncompliance  and  second,  requesting  that  he  be  authorized  to     obtain 
compliance  with  the  terms  of  the  contract,   particularly  in  terms  of  the  monies  due,  within 
a  reasonable  period  of  time  and,  if  that  is  not  possible,   that  he  then  be  authorized  to  take 
the  action  to  terminate  the  contract.       Mr.   Luckman  suggested  a  time  limit  of  ten  days  for 
compliance.       Director  Badger  pointed  out  that  since  there  haven't  been  discussions  regard- 
ing compliance  with  the  contract,  this  should  be  taken  up  with  Mr. Garvey  to  find  out  what 
he  proposes  to  do  to  comply  with  the  contract  and,  then,  at  the  next  meeting,  the  Board 
can  taken  it  from  there.      The  golf  season  is  going  to  start  soon,   Mr.  Badger  said,  and  some- 
thing has  to  be  done.       Mr.   Luckman  stated  that  he  intends  to  get  together  with  Mr.  Garvey 
on  any  action  taken  by  the  Board  at  this  meeting. 

Director  Corley  also  stated  that  the  situation  is  critical;  that  he  has  had  two  calls  and 
recommended  extending  the  time  to  the  next  meeting  to  seek  compliance.      Mr.   Luckman 
stated  that  this  was  agreeable  to  him,  that  it  would  give  him  14  days  in  which  to  get 
compliance  and  that  he  wil!  come  back  within  two  weeks  with  a  recommendation  to  the 
Board. 

The  matter  was  then  tabled  by  Chairman  Blumberg  to  the  next  Board  meeting.      Director 
Badger  suggested  that  Mr.  Garvey  or  his  attorney  be  given  an  opportunity  to  make  comment. 
Mr.  Edwin  Becker,  an  attorney,  stated  that  he  represents  Mr.  Garvey,  who  is  the 
concessionaire  and  golf  professional  at  the  golf  course.      He  said  he  did  not  know  to  what 
extent  the  Board  has  been  advised  as  to  what  has  been  going  on  at  the  golf  course  and  felt 
that  the  Board  would  want  to  be  apprized  of  what's  been  going  on.      Mr.  Becker  stated  that 
the  golf  course  has  been  more  or  less  a  stepchild  of  the  District  and  very  few  members  of  the 
Board  are  aware  of  what  has  been  happening  there  since  last  July  when  a  major  catastrophe 
occurred  at  the  course.      Mr.  Becker  said  it  was  his  understanding  that  this  subject  is  being 
tabled  and  will  come  up  again  within  two  weeks,  during  which  time  Mr.   Luckman  intends 
to  make  some  effort  to  get  compliance  on  the  part  of  the  concessionaire  and  if  he  doesn't, 
to  make  some  recommendation  to  the  Board.        Mr.  Becker  stated  that  if  that  is  the  intent 
of  the  Board,  it  would  be  appropriate  at  that  time  for  someone  to  speak  in  behalf  of  the 
concessionaire  before  the  Board  comes  to  any  definite  conclusion. 

Director  Blumberg  asked  if  Mr.  Becker  had  any  opportunity  to  talk  to  the  General  Manager 
and  was  advised  that  he  and  his  client  have  had  several  meetings  with  Mr.   Luckman  and 
members  of  his  staff,  as  well  as  with  Mr.  Fennone  of  the  County  Counsel's  office.    Mr. 
Becker  stated  that  this  matter  has  been  under  negotiation  since  September  of  last  year. 
Mr.   Luckman  disagreed  on  this  point  and  Mr.  Becker  said  that  this  was  part  and  parcel  of 
one  problem. 

Chairman  Blumberg  ruled  that  the  matter  be  tabled  for  two  weeks  to  give  the  General 
Manager  an  opportunity  to  sit  down  and  go  over  this  with  the  concessionaire  and  his 
attorney.      Mr.  Becker  thanked  the  Board  and  asked  Hiat  a  substantial  amount  of  time  be 
allocated  at  the  next  meeting  to  this  subject  because  there  were  quite  a  few  things  to  be 
brought  up  and  felt  that  the  Board  should  be  given  an  opportunity  to  get  the  entire  picture 
from  both  sides. 


F.  Approving  Interagency  Agreement  with  Alameda  County  Soil  Conservation  Districts. 

Hu'et  Hornbeck,   Chief  of  Land  Management,  reported  that  this  is  a  similar  agree- 
ment as  we  have  in  Contra  Costa  County  to  utilize  the  professional  services  of  Soil 
Conservation  District  employees  and  employees  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  to 
help  us  from  time  to  time  with  our  grazing  use  and  perhaps  the  agricultural  use  of  land  and 
the  intelligent  conservation  of  the  soil  and  the  flora.      Mr.  Hornbeck  said  that  there  is  no 
cost  to  the  District  for  this  service  and  that  certain  financial  benefits  are  available  under 
the  Federal  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  on  a  cost-sharing  basis.      He  said  it  was 
necessary,  to  take  advantage  of  their  services,   to  enter  into  an  agreement.      The  agreement 
can  be  terminated  at  any  time,   he  said,  and  recommended  approval.      On  motion  of 
Director  Corley,  seconded  by  Director  Macdonald,   the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by 
unanimous  vote:

G.  Authorization  to  accept  settlement  of  District  claim  against  former  food  .:¥  •     »•■ 

concessionaire.         Controller  Sawyer  reported  on  this  subject,  stating  that  the 
District  Attorney's  office  has  asked  the  District  to  look  favorably  on  acceptance  of  a 
compromise  agreement  in  the  case  of  Bernard  Segal,  who  was  sued  by  the  District  for  non- 
payment of  electric  utility  bills  accumulated  at  the  time  he  operated  the  concession  at  Lake 
Anza.      The  claim  has  been  under  discussion  and  litigation  for  a  number  of  years  and  during 
that  time  the  statute  of  limitations  ran  out  for  1957-58,  thereby  reducing  the  original  claim 
from  $2074.77  to  $1251 .10  and  presumably  owned  by  Mr.  Segal,  Mr.  Sawyer  said. 
Controller  Sawyer  stated  that  it  would  be  good  business  practice  to  accept  the  compromise, 
rather  than  continue  to  spend  more  public  funds  on  this  matter.      General  Manager  Luckman 
recommended  that  the  compromise  offer  be  accepted,  as  suggested  by  the  District  Attorney's 
Office.      On  motion  of  Director  Badger,  seconded  by  Director  Corley,  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote:

H.  Presentation  of  Master  Plan  for  Alameda  Memorial  State  Beach  (no  action  required). 

General  Manager  Luckman  previewed  the  master  plan  for  Alameda  Memorial  State 
Beach  prepared  by  consultants  Theordore  Osmundson  &  Associates  in  cooperation  with  the 
District  staff .      The  first  phpse  of  development,  as  described  by  Mr.   Luckman,  will  include 
a  bathhouse  and  snack  bar  complex,  parking  for  up  to  800  cars,  a  day  camp  facility,  turfed 
play  areas,   picnic  facilities,  and  certain  landscaping  and  beach  improvement.      The  first 
phase  of  construction  will  be  paid  for  by  State  funds,   Mr.  Luckman  said,  which  have  already 
been  allocated  by  the  State. 

The  master  plan  in  its  ultimate  development,   Mr.   Luckman  said,  includes  expansion  of  the 
present  beach  and  shoreline,  a  marina  with  restaurant  and  boat  berthing,  reshaping  of  the 
present  cover  to  form  a  protected  lagoon  and  development  of  existing  land  areas  to  include 
a  small  nature  study  center,  an  observation  tower,  fishing  piers,  walkways  and  bicycle 
paths.         Mr.   Luckman  explained  that  the  two-story  building    known  as  the  "Glory  of  the 
Sea"  will  eventually  be  removed  under  the  master  .plan. 
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I .       Announcement  of  Public  Hearing  fo  review  Master  Plon  for  Alamedo  Memorial  State 
Beach,   February  8/    1968/  at  8  p.m.  Alameda  City  Hall  Council  Chambers. 
General  Manager  Luckman  advised  the  Board  that  a  public  hearing  has  been  scheduled 
to  take  place  at  the  Alameda  City  Hall  Council  Chambers  on  Thursday  evening  at  8  p.m., 
February  8,  and  invited  the  Board  Members  to  attend  the  hearing.       Mr.  Luckman  advised 
that  many  city  officials  and  members  of  the  Park  and  Recreation  Commission  plan  to  attend. 
In  his  memorandum  to  the  Board,  Mr.   Luckman  had  indicated  that  after  the  plan  has  been 
aired  publicly  and  modifications  have  been  incorporated  by  the  consultants,  it  will  be 
brought  back  to  the  Board  for  formal  action,  before  the  consultants  are  authorized  to  proceed 
with  the  working  drawings. 


J.  Announcement  of  20th  Annual  California  and  Pacific  Southwest  Recreation  and 

Park  Conference,  San  Diego,   California,   March  2-6,   1968,  and  authorizing 
attendance  by  Board  Members  and  District  Staff.        General  Manager  Luckman 
reported  that  in  addition  to  those  individuals  listed  in  his  memorandum,  two  additional 
employees  have  been  added  to  the  list  and  recommended  that  the  Board  authorize  their 
attendance  to  the  conference.       Director  Badger  stated  that  he  has  been  concerned  about 
the  fact  that  sometimes  "too  many  of  the  chiefs  are  out  of  the  teepee"  at  the  same  time  and 
suggested  that  both  the  General  Manager  and  the  Assistant  General  Manager  should  not  be 
away  from  the  office  at  the  same  time,  that  one  of  them  should  be  administering  District 
affairs.

Mr.   Luckman  reported  and  acknowledged  receipt  of  two  checks  from  the  Willow  Park  Public 
Golf  Course,  one  in  the  amount  of  $1,524.64  representing  2%  of  gross  income  for  the 
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month  of  November  and  the  other  for  $1,528.41  for  the  month  of  December  1967.      The 
gross  revenue  at  Willow  Park  for  these  two  months  was  $76,232.19  for  November  and 
$76,420.36  for  December.

Hulet  Hornbeck,  Chief  of  Land  Management,   reported  on  the  receipt  of  a  telegram 
and  a  news  release  from  the  U.S.   Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  indicating 
that  Secretary  Robert  C.  Weaver  has  approved  a  $350,000  grant  under    the  Open-Space  Land 
Program  to  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District.        He  stated  that  this  was  the  first  of  three 
expected  grants  from  HUD  for  purchase  of  the  Wildcat  Canyon  properties.  Allocation  of 

funds  to  accomplish  the  Wildcat  Canyon  acquisition  will  be  part  of  the  priorities  report,  Mr. 
Hornbeck  said,  and  felt  that  the  HUD  grant  should  be  received  by  June  30th  of  this  year. 
General  Manager  Luckman  advised  that  the  staff  is  now  working  with  the  San  Francisco  office 
of  HUD  to  synchronize  the  District's  funding  and  acquisition  program  with  this  grant. 


C.  Confirmation  of  Griffin  and  Christiansen  as  Auditors  of  the  District  for  the  fiscal 

year  1967-68.  Controller  Sawyer  reported  to  the  Board  that  resolution  no. 

2765  which  authorized  the  firm  of  Griffin  and  Christiansen,  certified  public  accountants, 
to  perform  the  1966-67  audit  of  the  District  books,  aiso  provided  that  the  services  of  this 
firm  would  be  used  to  perform  the  audit  for  the  subsequent  fiscal  years  of  1967-68  and  1968- 
69  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board,   provided  that  the  services  performed  by  the  firm  were 
satisfactory  and  provided  that  the  charges  for  the  audits  were  reasonable  and  fair.      General 
Manager  Luckman  and  Controller  Sawyer,  as  well  as  the  Board  Members  felt  that  this  firm 
had  performed  the  1966-67  audit  in  an  exemplary  manner.      On  recommendation  of    the 
General  Manager  and  the  Controller,   Director  Badger    moved  to  retain  Griffin  and 
Christiansen,  as  the  District  auditors.      This  motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Macdonald 
and  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote.      Mr.  Christiansen  was  present 
at  the  meeting  and  Director  Biumberg,  the  District  Treasurer,  asked  if  the  internal  safeguards 
were  adequate.        Mr.  Christiansen  advised  the  Board  that  in  his  opinion  the  District  controls 
are  adequate  and  pointed  out  that  in  his  audit  report  it  has  been  recommended  that  additional 
personnel  be  hired  for  the  accounting  department.      Assigning  duties  on  a  rotating  basis  to 
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three  employees  in  that  department  provides  an  even  stricter  control,  he  said.       Controller 
Sawyer  and  General  Manager  Luckman  advised  the  Board  that  the  recommendations  of  the 
firm  in  the  1966-67  audit  report  will  be    reviewed  at  a  forthcoming  Board  meeting.

BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District 
that  the  firm  of  Griffin  and  Christiansen  is  hereby  approved  and  authorized  to  perform  the  audit  of 
the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  books  for  the  fiscal  year  1967-68,  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  cost  for  such  audit  shall  not  exceed  $6,000. 


D.  Authorizing  General  Manager  to  take  action  on  noncompliance  with  Tilden  Pro 

Shop  Agreement  (carrvovc-  from  last  Board  meeting).  Discussion  of  this  subject 

was  delayed  until  later  in  the  meeting  to  permit  Mr.  Garvey's  attorney,   Edwin  Becker,   to  be 
present.         For  these  minutes,  the  subject  is  reported  in  the  sequence  of  the  agenda.     When 
this  matter  was  presented  to  the  Board,  General  Manager  Luckman  recommended  that  the 
Chairman  appoint  a  Board  committee  to  meet  with  Mr.  Garvey,  his  attorney  and  the  District 
counsel  to  review  this  prior  to  final  action,  with  the  stipulation  in  the  interest  of  both 
parties    a  recommendation  be  brought  to  the  Board  for  the  next  meeting.         Mr.  Garvey's 
attorney,  Edwin  Becker,  agreed  to  this  action  and  the  Board  Chairman  appointed  himself, 
Director  Macdonald  and  Director  Badger  to  serve  on  such  a  committee  to  review  this  problem 
and  appointed  Director  Badger  to  act  as  Chairman  of  the  committee.      The  Board  Members 
appointed  to  the  committee  were    golfers  and  were  fully  aware  of  the  condition  of  the  golf 
course  last  year.  The  Chairman  of  the  committee  was  requested  to  set  a  date  for  the 

meeting.      This  was  set  for  Thursday,   February  29  and  inasmuch  as  Director  Macdonald  was 
out  of  town  on  that  date,  Director  Haley  appointed  Director  Blumberg  to  serve  on  the 
committee  in  his  place.  This  subject  will  be  on  the  agenda  for  the  March  5  Board 

meeting. 


E.  Approving  issuance  of  free  District  fishing  permits  to  recipients  of  Old  fcge 

Security.        General  Manager  Luckman  advised  the  Board  of  receipt  of  a  letter 
from  Mrs.   Lynne  Warfield,  a  licensing  social  worker  for  the  Alameda  County  Welfare  Dept., 
requesting  that  the  fee  for  the  District  fishing  permits  be  waived  for  reci  pients  of  Old  Age 
Security.      Mr.   Luckman  quoted  from  the  letter  that  "fishing  is  one  of  the  activities  enjoyed 
by  these  people  and  the  Department  of  Fish  and  Game  annually  issues  free  Sport  Fishing 
Licenses  to  any  person  over  65  years  of  age  who  received  Old  Age  Security."       Mr.  Luck- 
man stated  that  this  has  been  reviewed  by  the  staff  and  it  was  their  recommendation  that  the 
Board  waive  the  fee  for  these  people. 

Mr. Clarence  Wilson  of  the  Associated  Sportsmen  was  in  the  audience  and  advised  that  this 
was  something  which  should  have  come  before  the  advisory  committee  and  that  he  delved  into 
this  subject,  which  disclosed  that  there  are  two  types  of  recipients  of  free  fishing  licenses, 
the  welfare  group  mentioned  where  they  get  the  license  and  stamps  on  application  to  Wel- 
fare ,  and  the  limited  income  group,  who  only  get  the  license,  but  have  to  buy  the  stamps. 
Based  on  a  percentage  approach,   Mr.  Wilson  said,  this  would  amount  to  about  $787  in  free 
licenses.      Director  Macdonald  commented  that  the  Board  would  be  starting  a  precedent 
and  made  a  motion  to  deny  the  request.     This  was  seconded  by  Director  Blumberg.      How- 
ever before  the  Board  acted  on  the  motion,   Mrs.  Warfield  clarified  the  point  that  this  was 
intended  only  those  living  in  Homes  for  the  Aged.      Mrs.  Warfield  was  requested  to  clarify 
this  point  and  to  resubmit  her    request  for  the  Board's  consideration  at  the  next  Board  meet- 
ing.       The  Board  withheld  a  decision  on  this  matter  until  the  next  Board  meeting. 


F.  Authorization  to  increase  locker  fees  from  10$  to  25<£.        General  Manager  Luck- 

man and  Controller  Sawyer  explained  the  problems  relating  to  the  locker 
mechanism  resuting  from  jamming  of  the  new  lighter  weight  dimes  and  that  this  problem 
could  be  solved  by  changing  the  mechanism  to  accept  quarters.        The  manufacturers  of  the 
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lockers,   Flxiblo  Company,   have  indicated  that  their  customers  are  changing  over  to  a 
locker  mechanism  accepting  quarters  and  that  very  few  complaints  have  been  received  from 
the  public  to  date.         Controller  Sawyer  stated  that  the  additional  income  from  the  lockers 
wouid  help  to  defray  some  of  the  heavy  operating  cost  of  the  swimming  facilities. 

Director  Blumberg  commented  that  he  felt  the  District  was  not  getting  full  use  of  the  lockers 
now  and  suggested  that  a  report  be  submitted  to  the  Board  on  the  number  of  lockers   there 
are,  now  many  times  they  are  used,  and  also  asked  why  the  manufacturer  couldn't  improve 
the  mechanism  to  accept  the  lighterweight  dime,  rather  than  recommending  a  change  to 
quarters?         Chairman  Haley  stated  that  he  would  not  object  to  the  25<£  locker  fee,  since 
it  is  a  security  service  to  the  person  using  the  locker.        It  was  the  decision  of  the  Board 
to  put  this  over  until  such  time  as  the  answers  are  available.  The  Board  was  advised  that 

this  subject  could  be  discussed  when  the  Revenue  Producing  Facilities  report  is  presented  to 
the  Board  and  at  that  time    more  detailed  information  wou  Id  be  available  to  the  Board. 
No  further  Board  action  was  taken. 


G.  Resolution  on  proposed  Contra  Costa  County  Ordinance  relating  to  Sewage. 

Director  Badger  commented  that  there  was  only  one  move  the  District  could  make 
in  this  matter  and  made  a  motion,   in  accordance  with  the  General  Manager's  recommenda- 
tion, that  recreation  development  on  publicly  owned  lands  under  the  management  of  a 
responsible  public  agency  be  excluded  from  the  ordinance.      Before  the  Board  acted  on 
this  motion,   Director  Blumberg  asked  for  comments.    General  Manager  Luckman  explained 
that  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  existing  ordinance  code  of  Contra  Costa  County  dealing 
with  Health  and  Sanitation,   Division  6,  Sewage,  would  regulate  sewage  disposal  in  water 
sheds  of  domestic  water  supply  reservoirs  and  would  require  that  all  facilities  within  the 
drainage  area  of  a  domestic  water  supply  reservoir  would  require  connection  to  a  community 
sewage    disposal  system.      Mr.   Luckman  said  that  if  this  ordinance  becomes  effective,  the 
District  would  be  seriously  affected,  because  it  would  mean  that  in  a  park  such  as  Briones 
no    facilities  could  be  built  without  a  positive  sewer  line  out  to  the  nearest  sewer.     In  this 
park  the  nearest  sewage  disposal  system  is  2-1/2  miles  from  the  edge  of  the  park  and  within 
the  park  sanitary  facilities  could  be  as  much  as  2-  1/2  miles  in  the  park,  which  would  mean 
that  the  District  would  have  to  spend  a  half  million  dollars  for  sewers  before  the  lands  could 
be  opened  up  for  public  use.      Mr.  Luckman  explained  that  the  District  over  a  period  of 
time  has  very  successfully  and  very  satisfactorily  operated  in  water  sheds  with  other  types 
of  sewage  disposal  systems  in  Alameda  County  which  have  been  acceptable  to  all  authorities. 

Mr.  Luckman  further  stated  that  this  amendment  was  extremely  restrictive  legislation 
and  recommended  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  be  requested,  when  it  considers  the  amend- 
ment, that  the  District  be  excluded  on  the  basis  that  it  is  a  public  agency,  in  business  for 
perpuity  and  is  held  accountable  to  the  public  for  its  lands. 

Director  Blumberg  commented  that  it  was  his  feeling  the   East  Bay  Muncipal  Utility  District 
was  behind  this  and  has  been  working  very  closely  with  the  Health  Department  in  getting 
the  proposal  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  are  attempting  to  restrict  the  District  from 
development  in  their  own  interest.      Mr.  Blumberg  stated  "there  is  a  lot  more  behind  this 
than  has  shown  up  so  far". 

Director  Badger  commented  that  Mr.  Blumberg's  points  were  well  taken  and  that  the  Board 
should  move  very  quickly  and  adopt  the  necessary  resolution.      Director  Blumberg  seconded 
Director  Badger's  original  motion,   made  at  the  beginning  of  the  discussion  of  this  matter, 
and  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote.

RESOLUTION  REQUESTING  BOARD  OF  SUPERVISORS,  CONTRA  COSTA 
COUNTY  TO  EXCLUDE  PUBLIC  AGENCIES  OPERATING  LANDS  FOR 
RECREATION  AND  PARK  PURPOSES  FROM  THE  PROPOSED  ORDINANCE 
TO  AMEND  SECTIONS  4640  AND  4643  OF  THE  EXISTING  SEWAGE 
ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Contra  Costa  County  by  order  passed 
February  3,   1968,  set  March  5,   1968  at  10:15  a.m.  for  public  hearing  in  the  matter  of  a 
proposed  ordinance  to  regular  sewage  disposal  in  watersheds  of  domestic  water  supply  reservoirs, 
and 
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WHEREAS,  our  interpretation  of  the  proposed  ordinance  to  amend  Sections 
4640  and  4648  of  the  existing  sewage  ordinance  means  that  the  East  BayRegional  Park  District 
would  be  restricted  in  the  development  of  facilities  for  public  use  within  domestic  water  supply 
watersheds  in  Contra  Costa  County,    unless  connection  is  made  to  a  community  sewage  disposal 
system  approved  by  the  Health  Officer,  and 

WHEREAS,   the  District  is  not  opposed  to  the  intent  of  the  proposed  amendment 
to  the  existing  ordinance,  but  is  opposed  to  the  unreasonable  demands  which  the  ordinance 
would  place  upon  the  District,  as  a  public  agency,  in  the  development  of  recreational  areas  for 
public  use  within  Contra  Costa  County,  and 

WJEREASy  in  order  that  development  of  regional  parks  for  Contra  Costa  County 
can  proceed  in  an  appropriate  and  logical  sequence  within  the  financial  means  of  the  District 
and  without  placing  an  added  tax  burden  on  the  residents  of  the  County  by  the  excessive  cost 
in  providing  connection  to  a  community  sewage  disposal  system,  and 

WHEREAS,  vault  type  holding  tanks  currently  in  use  within  the  regional  parks 
have  been  approved  by  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District,  the  County  of  Alameda  Health 
Department  and  by  the  State  Health  Department  as  an  acceptable  and  sanitary  positive  sewage 
disposal  system, 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East 
Bay  Regional  Park  District  hereby  requests  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Contra  Costa  County 
in  its  consideration  of  the  proposed  ordinance  to  amend  sections  4640  and  4648  specifically 
exclude  public  agencies  operating  lands  for  recreation  and  park  purposes  from  the  provisions  of 
the  ordinance,  or  that  the  amended  Section  4643  indicate  that  the  vaulf'type  holding  tanks  be 
lisied  as  an  approved  variance  to  the  provisions  of  the  section  as  a  positive  sewage  disposal 
system. 


H.  Announcing  California  Association  of  Recreation  and  Park  Districts  dinner 

meeting  to  be  held  in  Sacramento,  California  on  March  13,   1968. 
Director  Blumberg  reported  on  this  subject,  stating  that  annually  the    California 
Recreation  and  Park  Association    holds  a  dinner  meeting  in  Sacramento    and  each  District 
invites  the  legislators  from  his  District  to  attend.      This  has  been  a  very  successful  annual 
event  for  the  last  three  years,  Mr.  Blumberg  stated,  and  recommended  that  each  of  the 
Directors  and  the  department  heads  plan  to  attend.         It  was  indicated  that  further 
information  on  the  "no  host"  dinner  would  be  sent  to  the  Board  Members  as  soon  as  it 
is  available.    .       Mr.   Luckman  indicated  that  the  District  would  make  arrangements  for 
transportation  for  those  who  planned  to  attend .

4.        BUSINESS  BEFORE  THE  BCARD 

A.  Approving  allocation  of  funds  for  temporary  facilities  at  Alameda  Creek-Coyote 

Hills  Regional  Park  and  authorizing  advertising  for  bids  for  fencing. 
General  Manager  Luckman  advised  that  a  financial  summary  of  expenditures  on  this 
project  had  been  included  with  his  memo  to  the  Board  indicating  that  allocations  totaling 
$1,913,750  had  been  approved  by  the  Board.      This  included  the  grant  of  $1,691,500  from 
the  Land  and  Water  Conservation  fund  and  $  222,250  allocated  from  District  tax  revenue. 
Expenditures  for  the  land  acquisition,   he  said,  under  Capital  Project  No.  264  totaled 
$1,774,855.16,   leaving  a  balance  of  allocated  funds  remaining  in  the  account  of 
$138,894.84.      As  the  District  has  no  plans  in  the  immediate  future  to  acquire  additional 
acreage  at  this  site,   General  Manager  Luckman  recommended  that  Capital  Project  No.  264 
be  closed  and  that  the  funds  be  transferred  to  new  Capital  Project  No.  286  -  Coyote  Hills 
against  which  funds  will  be  drawn  for  capital  development,  subject  to  approval  by  the 
Board . 

Director  Roeding  commended  Hulet  Hornbeck  and  Jack  Rogers,  the  District  counsel  who 
handled  the  land  negotiations,  for  the  efficient  manner  in  which  the  acquisition  was 
accomplished,  and  made  a  motion  to  close  out  Capital  Project  No.  264  and  transfer  the 
funds  to  Capital  Project  No.  286.      This  motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Blumberg  and  the 
Board,  by  unanimous  vote,  approved  the  actions. 

General  Manager  Luckman  then  explained  the  District's  plans  to  get  the  facility  open  to 
the  public  on  a  reasonable  basis  at  minimum  investment  as  soon  as  possible.      The  proposed 
program  for  temporary  facilities  makes  sense,   Mr.   Luckman  said,  in  terms  of  community 
pressure  to  get  the  park  open.     Essentially,   he  said,  it  includes  picnic  facilities,   pump  out 
toilets,  creating  a  temporary  parking  area,  all  with  a  minimum  of  effort  at  a  total  invest- 
ment of  $27,500,  most  of  which  can  be  salvaged  when  the  master  plans  for  the  park  are 
developed.  Patterson  Road,  which  is  in  good  condition,  will  be  the  access  road  to  the 

area,   Mr.   Luckman  said,  and  explained  that  a  minimum  type  of  security  program  is  being 
considered  by  contract  with  an  individual  or  by  a  local  group.      Mr.   Luckman  stated  that  at 
the  present  time  the  District  would  like  to  avoid  having  a  ranger  driving  the  distance  to 
patrol  the  area.        Mr.   Luckman  stated  that  the  District  plans  to  open  the  park  to  the  public 
on  May  23,   1968. 

In  response  to  Director  Badger's  request  for  a  breakdown  of  the  $27,500  expenditure,  a  list 
of  expenses  was  given  to  Mr.  Badger,  which  he  read  to  the  Board.     The  breakdown  of 
expenses  was  as  follows    :

Director  Badger  commented  that  in  the  miscellaneous  expenses,  a  figure  of  $2000  had  been 
listed  for  the  dedication  which  seemed  like  a  large  amount  for  the  small  dedication  planned 
Mr.  Trudeau,   Asst.  General  Manager  for  Administration  and  Public  Affairs,  advised  that 
the  dedication    of  this  park  had  not  been  included  in  his  budget  and  that  the  $2000 
expenditure  would  cover  tnose  expenses  inherent  in  making  a  dedication,   including  guest 
lunches  for  the  press  and  TV  people  and  whatever  may  be  planned  in  the  way  of  a  special 


event.       Mr.  Trudeau  stared  that  it  is  difficult  to  say  at  this  time  whether  all  the  funds 
will  be  needed  and  that  the  figure  was  only  an  estimate. 

Also,  the  miscellaneous  expenses  included  the  sum  of  $1050  for  operations  and  mainten- 
ance, which  Mr.   Luckman  said,  would  take  care  of  this  phase  of  the  project  until  the  end 
of  this  fiscal  year.  The  General  Manager  was  asked  if  this  matter  could  be  delayed 

until  the  next  Board  meeting.      However,   Mr.   Luckman  stated  that  it  was  necessary  to  go 
out  :to  bid  on  the  fencing    as  soon  as  possible  and  on  motion  of  Director  Blumberg,  seconded 
by  Director  Corley,   the  Board,  by  unanimous  vote,  approved  the  $77,500  construction 
budget  and  authorized  advertising  for  bids  for  the  fencing  and  requested  that  more  detailed 
information  be  given  to  the  Board  at  the  next  meeting. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  to  cover  the  above  separate  Board  motions:

BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District 
that  Capital  Project  No.  264  covering  the  current  land  acquisition  program  at  the  Alameda 
Creek -Coyote  Hills  Regional  Park  is  hereby  for  all  intents  and  purposes  considered  closed,  with 
a  total  expenditure  of  $1,774,855.16,  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  the  balance  remaining  and  allocated  to  Capital  Project 
No.  264  is  hereby  transferred  to  Capital  Project  No.  286  to  be  used  for  capital  development 
purposes  at  the  Alameda  Creek-Coyote  Hills  Regional  Park, said  balance  being  $138,894.84,  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  an  allocation  of  $27,500  from  the  remaining 
balance  transferred  to  Capital  Project  No.  286    is  hereby  approved  and  authorized  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  temporary  facilities  at  this  regional  park  so  that  it  may  be  opened  for  public 
use  as  soon  as  possible,  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  General  Manager  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  advertise  for  bids  for  construction  of  fencing  at  the  Alameda  Creek-Coyote  Hills 
Regional  Park, as  a  first  step  to  getting  this  regional  facility  open,  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  said  advertisement  for  bids  shall  call  for  opening 
at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  during  the  month  of  April. 


B.  Announcement  of  dedication  ceremonies  at  Alameda  Creek-Coyote  Hills  Regional 

Park.        Dick  Trudeau  advised  the  Board  that  the  Chief  of  Parks  has  indicated 
that  the  initial  temporary  development    can  be  completed  at  Coyote  Hills  in  time  for  a 
dedication  ceremony  to  take  place  May  23,   1968.      Mr.  Trudeau  advised  that  he  has  been 
in  contact  with  the  combined  Rotary  Clubs  in  the  Washington  Township  area,  which 
includes  Fremont,   Niles,   Newark  and  the  South  Hayward  and  Union  City  Rotary  Clubs, 
coordinated  by  the  President  of  the  Fremont  Rotary,  and  they  would  like  to    host  a  picnic 
box  lunch  at  the  park  site  on  that  date.      This  will  provide  a  ready  audience  of  several 
hundred  people,  as  well  as  a  focal  point  for  the  dedication  ceremonies,  Mr.  Trudeau  said. 
Having  the  dedication  on  a  weekday  (Thursday)  will  also  provide  better  press  and  TV 
coverage  of  the  event,   he  said. 

Mr.  Trudeau  reported  that  coincident  with  the  dedication,  Stanford  Research  Institute 
plans  to  hold  "open  house"  at  the  Biological  Sonar  Laboratory  from  May  23  through  26, 
which  should  also  bring  visitors  to  the  park.  Mr.  Trudeau  said  he  would  keep  the 

Board  advised  as  the  dedication  plans  progress. 


C.  Authorizing  waiving  of  fishing  permit  fees  for  recipients  of  Old  Age  Security 

residing  in  licensed  Homes  for  the  Aged.    (Carryover  from  last  Board  meeting.) 
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Action  on  this  matter  was  delayed  from  the  last  Board  meeting  in  order  to  permit  Mrs.  Lynne 
Warfield,  a  licensing  social  worker  of  the  Alameda  County  Welfare  Department,  to  c'arify 
her  request  for  waiver  of  Chabot  fishing  permit  fees.      Mrs.  Warfield  had  resubmitted  her 
request  indicating  that  it  would  apply  to  those  recipients  of  Old  Age  Security  who  are 
residing  in  licensed  Residential  Care  Homes  for  the  Aged,  who  are  over  65  and  living  in 
protected  surroundings  and  no  longer  able  to  care  for  themselves.      Mrs.  Warfield's  letter 
stated  that  only  free  fishing  permits  were  sought  and  that  they  would  not  seek  additional 
favors  such  as  free  parking,  boating  and  swimming. 

Director  Blumberg  moved  that  the  request  be  denied,  stating  that  this  would  be  opening 
the  door  for  other  groups.      Mr.   Luckman  explained  that  the  total  number  of  recipients 
would  be  less  than  25.      Mrs.  Warfield  was  asked  to  comment.      Mrs.  Warfield  stated  that 
that  the  25  included  all  of  Alameda  County,  as  well  as  the  City  of  Richmond  and  that  the 
State-   issues  free  fishing  permits  to  these  invididuals. 

The  Board  questioned  whether  this  should  be  a  policy  matter.    Director  Corley  suggested 
thar  rather  than  making  a  general  rule    that  the  permits  be  issued  by  a  special  request 
rather  than  a  blanket  policy.      Director  Badger  also  suggested  that  this  be  tried  for  a  period 
of  six  months  to  see  how  many  are    interested,  before  any  policy  action  is  taken. 
Director  Haley  recommended  that  the  General  Manager  handle  requests  of  this  type  with 
the  General  Manager  considering  each  request  on  its  own  merits.       Mr.   Luckman  concurred 
stating  that  he  felt  that  this  should  be  a  managerial  decision. 

Cn  motion  of  Director  Blumberg,  seconded  by  Director  Corley,   the  Board,  by  unanimous 
vote,  declined  establishing  a  policy  to  issue  free  fishing  permits  to  recipients  of  Old  Age 
Security,  and  instructed  the  General  Manager  to  handle  situations  of  this  nature  at  his 
discretion  and  to  report  his  actions  to  the  Board  in  six  months. 


D.  Approving  elimination  of  Paragraph  2  of  Loyalty  Oath  requirement  as  a  condition 

of  employment  and  adding  requirement  for  a  physical  examination.        General 
Manager  Luckman  that  recently  the  California  Supreme  Court  ruled  that  the  second  para- 
graph of  the  standard  loyalty  oath  required  of  public  employees  is  invalid.     Mr.   Luckman 
stated  that  the  District  did  not  take  any  action  at  that  time  as  there  was  some  question  of 
the  ruling  being  challenged.      However,  this  has  not  materialized,   he  said,  and  John 
Nejedly,  the  Contra  Costa  County  District  Attorney  has  written  an  opinion  for  the  County 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  County  School  District  indicating  that  the  second  paragraph 
of  the  loyalty  oath  is  unconstitutional.      A  copy  of  Mr.   Nejedly  opinion  had  been  submit- 
ted to  the  Board  in  advance  and  Mr.   Luckman  recommended  that  the  District  follow  suit 
and  delete  the  second  paragraph  from  the  District  employment  application  as  a  condition 
of  employment. 

General  Manager  Luckman  also  recommended  that  the  employment  application  also  provide 
for  a  physical  examination  as  a  condition  of  employment,  and  as  a  policy  statement  the 
decision  of  the  District  doctor  would  be  the  final  and  binding  decision.         Mrs.   Horace 
Burr,  a  visitor  to  the  meeting,  questioned  what  limitations  this  would  have  with  regard 
to  employment  and  was  advised  that  this  would  be  interpreted  on  the  basis  of  the  job  the 
individual  would  be  doing.  Mr.   Luckman  stated  that  o  section  will  be  prepared  for 

the  administrative  manual  that  will  spell  out  how  the  medical  examination  will  relate  to 
the  job  classification,  the  demands  of  the  job  and  performance. 

On  motion  of  Director  Haley,  seconded  by  Director  Corley,   the  following  resolution  was 
was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote  on  the  above  recommendations.

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BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  General  Manager  is  hereby  ordered  and 
instructed  to  delete  said  second  paragraph  ,  reading  as  follows,   from  the  District's  Employment 
Application  Form: 

"And  I  do  further  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  do  not  advocate,  nor  am  I  a  member  of  any 
party  or  organization,   political  or  otherwise,  that  now  advocates  the  overthrow  of  the 
Government  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  State  of  California  by  force  or  violence  or 
other  unlawful  means,  that  within  the  five  years  immediately  preceding  the  taking  of 
this  oath  (or  affirmation)  I  have  not  been  a  member  of  any  party  or  organization, 
political  or  otherwise,  that  advocated  the  overthrow  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  or  of  the  State  of  California  by  force  or  violence  or  other  unlawful  means  except 
as  follows:  (if  no  affiliations,  write  in  the  words  'No 

Exceptions')  and  that  during  such  time  as  I  am  a  member  or  employee  of  the  EAST  BAY 
REGIONAL  PARK  DISTRICT  I  will  not  advocate  nor  become  a  member  of  any  party  or 
organization,   political  or  otherwise,  that  advocates  the  overthrow  of  the  Government 
of  the  United  States  or  of  the  State  of  California  by  force  or  violence  or  other  unlawful 
means .  " 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  General  Manager  is  hereby  ordered  and 
instructed  to  add  a  section  to  the  District's  Employment  Application  Form,  making  a  physical 
examination    by  a  licensed  doctor  of  medicine,  as  may  be  selected  and  designated  by  the 
District,  a  condition  of  employment  with  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District,  and

prepare  a  section  for  the  Administrative  Manual  spelling  out  the  extent  to  which  the  physical 
examination  shall  apply  as  a  condition  for  employment  and  submit  said  section  for  approval  by 
this  Board  as  a  policy  statement  and  condition  for  employment. 


E.  Approving  Job  Classification  for  Golf  Course  jy^schanic  and  establishing  salary 

scale.        On  motion  of  Director  Blumberg,  seconded  by  Director  Haley,  the  Board 
by  unanimous  vote  approved  the  job  classification  for  Golf  Course  Mechanic  and  the  salary 
scale  .      No  discussion  took  place,  however,   General  Manager  Luckman  in  his  memo  to 
the  Board  had  explained  that  this  classification  was  needed  for  the  maintenance  of  golf 
course  power  equipment  and  that  an  employee  presently  classified  as  a  Gardener  has  been 
doing  this  maintenance  work  for  a  number  of  years  and  is  working  out  of  his  classification. 
Because  the  skills  required  are  not  as  complex  as  that  of  an  equipment  mechanic,  it  had 
been  agreed  by  the  department  heads  and  the  union  representatives  that  a  new  job 
classification  should  be  established.       The  Board  had  concurred  with  the  General  Manager's 
recommendation  and  the  following  resolution  was  adopted:

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F.  Authorizing  General  Manager  to  take  action  on  noncompliance  with  Tildcn  Pro 

S'iop  Agreement.    (Carryover  from  previous  Board  meetings .)         Director  Badger 
reported  that  several  meetings  ago  a  Golf  Course  Committee  had  been  set  up  by  the 
Board    and  that  he  had  been  selected  as  Chairman  to  review  the  matter  of  the  Pro  Shop 
Agreement.      The  Committee  discussed  this  with  the  Pro  Shop  Operator  at  some  length 
at  a  meeting  held  February  29,  after  which  the  committee  held  a    separate  meeting  and 
came  to  two  conclusions:      First,  the  Committee  recommends  that  the  contract  with 
Mr.  Garvey  be  terminated,  and  Second,  that  the  General  Manager  and  staff  take  a  good 
look  at  the  Tilden  Park  Golf  Course  with  some  idea  of  instituting  a  program  of  improve- 
ment to  present  to  the  Board . 

On  motion  of  Director  Blumberg,  ^seconded  by  Director  Roeding,  the  Board  by  unanimous

WHEREAS  said  Dudley  Garvey  has  filed  a  verified  claim  for  damages  on 
December  15,   1967  against  said  Park  District  alleging,  inter  alia,  negligence  and  breach  of 
contract  on  the  part  of  said  Park  District  and  claiming  damages  in  the  amount  of  Fifty  Thousand 
Dollars  ($50,000.00)  plus  anticipated  future  damages;  and 

WHEREAS  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Park  District  has  appointed  a  committee 
of  three  of  its  members  to  investigate  said  claim  and  report  to  the  said  Board  of  Directors;  and 

WHEREAS  said  committee  has  found  that  said  verified  claim  for  damages  should 
be  compromised  and  settled  by  and  between  the  Park  District  and  Dudley  Garvey;  and 

WHEREAS  Division  3.6  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State  of  California  allows 
the  governing  body  of  a  local  public  entity  to  compromise,  pay,    or  settle  any  claim;  filed 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  said  Division  3.6;  and 

WHEREAS  this  Board  of  Directors  admits  no  liability  or  fault  on  the  part  of  said 
Park  District  or  any  of  its  agents,  servants,  officers  or  employees  but  finds  that  said  claim 
should  under  all  the  facts  and  circumstances  revealed  by  the  investigation  and  report  of  said 
committee  of  Board  members  hereinabove  referred  to,  be  compromised  and  settled, 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  3F  !T  RESOLVED;  as  on  offer  of  settlement,  that  the 
contract  between  the  parties  thereto,  Dudley  Garvey  and  the  East  Boy  Regional  Pork  District, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  terminated  in  full,  effective  March  11,   1968,  at  which  time  the 
demised  premises  shall  be  exclusively  managed  and  controlled  by  the  East  Bay    Regional  Park 
District;  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  such  termination  be  made  upon  a  settlement  of 
all  claims  on  a  basis  mutually  agreeable  to  the  parties,  whereby  each  party  shall  forebear  the 
commencement  of  any  civil  action  founded  in  whole  or  in  part  upon  said  contract. 


G.  Report  by  consultant  on  water  potential  at  Briones  Regional  Park. 

A  lengthy  presentation  on  the    water  potential  at  Briones  Regional  Park  was  made 
by  Marvin  R.   Lindorf,  Chief  Engineer  and  W.  H.  Ellis,   Project  Engineer,  of  Water 
Resources  Engineers,  I nc  .  of  Lafayette,   the  District  consultants  for  this  project.     & 
prelimin  ary  report  was      made  on  this  subject  by  the  consultants  in  April  of  1967  at 
which  time  the   Board  authorized  development  of  a  test  well  drilling  program  and  to 
further  evaluate  the  potential  . 
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Mr.   Ellis  briefly  reviewed  the  original  report  which  had  been  submitted   to  the  Board  and 
changes  recommended    by  their  supplemental  report  of  the      results  of  the  drilling    program 
in  Briones  Regional  Park.     Mr.  Ellis  said  the  areas  of  primary  development  included  the 
west  entrance  park  area,  the  Campground  Valley,  Bear  Creek  Valley,  the  Alexander  Ranch 
area,   Hilltop  and  the  Three  Lakes  Ranch  day  camp  area.      In  the  original  development,   he 
said,   there  was  strong  indication  that  there  was  a  substantial  water  supply  that  could  be 
collected  into  c  single  storage  tank  for  distribution  to  the  balance  of  the  park  system  and 
on  that  basis  they  went  ahead  with  the  drilling  program.         Seven  test  holes  were  drilled 
at  seven  different  locations  within  the  park,  five  of  which  yielded  water  at  from  1  5  to  30 
gallons  per  minutes,   he  said,  and  two  were  dry.      Mr.  Ellis  indicated  that  Standard  Oil  Co. 
was  very  cooperative  in  making  available  their  appraisals  of  the  water  distribution  in  the 
area,  which  information  was  most  helpful  in  their  study. 

Further  develo    nent  of  Test  Hole  1   indicated  that  there  was  insufficient  flow  of  water  to 
justify  developing  a  600-foot  well  at  that  location,   he  said,  and  with  District  staff 
authorization  six  other  test  holes  were  drilled,  four  of  which    had  a  developable  water 
supply,   one  of  which  has  been  developed  to  a  completed  well  at  Pear  Orchard. 

Their  conclusions  from  the  drilling  program  revealed  that  while  no  large  wells  can  be 
economically  developed  within  3r?ones  Park,   there  is  a  definite  potential  for  developing 
a  number  of  small,  shallow  wells    that  will  produce  water  that  will  be  acceptable  for 
domestic  and  irrigation  uses,  and  will  take  care  of  the  park  needs  for  some  period  of  time. 
Mr.  Ellis  stated  that  they  were  still  not  willing  to  say  that  the  District  will  not  ultimately 
have  to  have  some  augmented  supply  of  treated  water    brought  into  the  park  by  the  Utility 
District.        Purchase  of  raw  water  from  Briones  Reseroir  was  a  possibility,   he  said,  but  in 
the  past  it  has  been  the  Water  District's  policy  not  to  sell  untreated  water. 

It  was  indicated  that  it  would  be  worthwhile  to  drill  additional  test  holes.     However, 
Director  Badger  commented  that  in  view  of  the  fact  there  there  seemed  to  be  a  limited 
amount  of  water    for  the  District's  ultimate  development  and  the  possibility  of  having  to 
bring  in  water  from  outside  sources  that  the  cost  of  bringing  outside  water  as  compared  to 
the  cost  of  putting  in  all  of  the  wells  within  the  regional  park.        General  Manager  Luckman 
stated  that  the  consultants  original  report  did  make  comparisons  on  the  costs  of  three 
alternatives.      These  were  bringing  in  treated  water,  getting  untreated  water  from  Briones 
Reservoir  and  treating  it  within  the  park  for  park  use  and  the  third  by  developing  wells.   . 
Mr.   Luckman  stated  that  the  Water  District  because  of  their  licensing  with  the  State  cannot 
furnish  untreated  water.        Col  Jack  Malloy  of  the  Utility  District  in  attendance  at  the 
meeting  stated  that  he  was  not  sure,  but  that  one  thing  to  remember  is  that  policies  do 
change  and  that  this  could  be  looked  into. 

Walter  Toney,  Chief  of  Plans,   Design  and  Construction,   recommended  that  the  consultant's 
report  be  used  as  a  guide,  such  to  review  and  consideration  as  the  park  develops.     He 
recommended  that  the  District  proceed  to  develop  the  Pear  Orchard  well,  which  would 
provide  an  immedate  water  supply.        It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  a  water  supply  be 
developed  at  the     west  entrance  with  an  allocation  of  not  more  than  $10,000.      However, 
Mr.  Toney  said  that  he  was  not  asking  for  an  allocation  at  this  time  and  recommended 
that  the  consultant's  report  be  adopted  as  a  current  guide  for  water  development  for  Briones 
Regional  Park,  with  the  program  to  be  re-evaluated  annually    or  semi-annually  as  develop- 
ment takes  place.      Mr.  Toney  said  that  the  District  will  be  coming  back  later  on  with  a 
program  for  developing  the  well.        Director  Badger,  stating  that  since  this  costs  no  money 
he  would  move  for  approval.     However,  Director  Biumberg  stated  that  he  would  like  to  know 
what  the  costs  are  going  to  be,  which  Mr.  Toney  stated  are  in  the  report.     Mr.  Toney  asked 
that  the  Board  accept  the  concept.      Director  Badger  moved  for  the  acceptance,  which  was 
seconded  by  Director  Roeding,  of  the  report  as  a  guide.        The  Board  by  unanimous  vote, 
adopted  the  following  resolution.        General  Manager  Luckman  commended  the  consultants 
for  their  excellent  report  and  the  approach  taken.

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BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District 
hereby  approves  the  Report  prepared  by  Voter  Resources  Engineers,   Inc.  of  Lafayette,  California, 
on  Water  Resources  Development  in  Briones  Regional  Park  and  their  supplemental  report    as  a 
basic  concept  and  guide  for  development  of  a  water  supply  for  Briones  Regional  Park,  on  a  step 
by  step  basis. 


H.  Report  on  proposed  amendment  to  Contra  Costa  County  Sewer  Ordinance. 

General  Manager  Luckman  reported  that  one  of  the  reasons  he  came  back  from 
the  San  Diego  Conference  early  was  to  attend  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hearing  on  the 
Contra  Costa  County  Sewer  Ordinance  and  was  pleased  to  report  that  the  original  version 
has  been  modified.      The  original  version  of  the  amendment,   Mr.   Luckman  said,  was  quite 
restrictive,   requiring    connection  to  a  community  sewer  for  any  structure  within  a  water- 
shed of  a  domestic  water  supply  system.        The  revised  amendment  is  far  more  liberal  and 
will  permit  the  use  of  pump-out  holding  tanks  in  the  zone  50  to  1000  feet  from  the  edge 
of  a  reservoir  or  stream  and  beyond  1000  feet  permit  septic  tanks,  subject  to  approval  of 
the  Health  Officer.  General  Manager  Luckman  stated  that  he  was  satisfied  with  the 

new  version  in  general  and  that  the  matter  is  being  held  over  for  six  weeks  to  allow  people 
to   study    the  revised  amendment. 

Mr.   Luckman  stated  that  he  would  come  back  to  the  Board  at  a  later  date  and  ask  for  some 
expression  of  the  Board's  official  position  on  the  revised  amendment.      Mr.   Luckman 
commented  on  the  excellent  cooperation  received  from  the  County  Administrator,   the 
District  Attorneyis  Office,   the  Health  Department,   East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District, 
and  the  Contra  Costa  County  Water  District. 

Mr.   Luckman  also  extended  thanks  to  the  Diablo  Council  of  Boy  Scouts,   the  Associated 
Sportsmen  and  the  many  other  groups  and  private  citizens  who  came  forward  in  support  of 
the  District's  stand  on  the  original  amendment  to  the  Sewer  Ordinance.        Mr.   Luckman 
said  that  Dick  Trudeau  is  to  be  credited  for  the  Herculean  task  in  managing  the  tactics. 


I.  Resolution  objecting  to  proposed  PG&E  power  line  west  of  Coyote  Hills. 

General  Manager  Luckman  briefly  reported  that  PG&E  has  a  right  of  way  to 
build  a  power  line  at  the  edge  of  the  salt  ponds  west  of  Coyote  Hills  aftd  a  permit  from  the 
Corps  of  Engineers    which  h  necessary  because  the  power  line  crosses  navigable  water 
at  two  points.      The  permit  is  for  a  three  year  period  and  is  due  to  expire  this  month. 
PG&E  has  requested  an  extension  of  the  permit  and  if  they  proceed  to  construct  the  lines 
they  will  be  quite  visible  from  the  Coyote  Hills  park  .      Mr.  Luckman  stated  that  in  1965 
the  General  Manager  had  protested  the  issuance  of  the  last  permit  without  success. 
Mr.   Luckman  expressed  the  hope  that  the  new  power  line  could  be  aligned  with  the  exist- 
ing power  line,  so  there  would  be  a  minimum  intrusion  info  the  landscape  ond  the  view  of 
the  Ba^,  and  hopefully  the  freeway  alignment  would  follow  that  same  routing,  so  that  in- 
stead of  having  three  distinct  corridors  cutting  up  this  portion  of  the  County  there  would 
be  only  one.      Another  possibility,   he  said,   is  running  the  power  line  along  the  base  of 
the  hills.        General  Manager     Luckman  recommended  that  the  Board  express  to  the  Corps 
of  Engineers,  which  is  the  licensing  agency,   its  concern  about  the  alignment  and  that 
design  proposals  be  requested  from  PG&E  by  the  Corps. 

Mr.   Hornbeck  reported  that  the  Trustees  of  the  Alameda  Creek-Coyote  Hills  Aquatic  Park 
Joint  Agency  have  requested  the  Corps  of  Engineers  to  delay  action  on  the  PG&E  request 
for  an  extension  until  the  Trustees  have  had  an  opportunity  to  review  a  report  from  the 
PG&E. 

Director  Corley  stated  that  the  District  should  review  this  subject  with  PG&E  and  was 
assured  by  Mr.Toney  and  General  Manager  Luckman  that  this  would  be  done.      After 
further  discussion  on  motion  of  Director  Haley,  seconded  by  Director  Roeding,  the  follow- 
ing resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote:

REQUESTING  AN  EXTENSION  CF  TIME  TO  REVIEW  PROPOSED  PACIFIC  GAS  AND 
ELECTRIC  COMPANY  POWER  LINE  WEST  OF  COYOTE  HILLS  REGIONAL  PARK 
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WHEREAS  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  on  January  5,   1965,  in  response 
to  Public  Notice  65-42,  advised  the  Corps  of  Engineers  of  District  plans  to  acquire  land  in 
the  Alameda  Creek-Coyote  Hills  area  for  a  regional  park  and  expressed  opposition  to  a 
certain  proposed  alignment  of  a  power  line  in  the  vicinity  of  Coyote  Hills  Slough  in  the 
proposed  park  area,  and 

WHEREAS  at  that  time  a  Department  of  the  Army  permit  to  construct  an  aerial 
power  transmission  line  crossing  at  the  mouth  of  Alameda  Creek  and  the  Coyote  Hills  Slough 
was  issued  to  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  and  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  has 
recently  applied  for  an  extension  of  time  in  which  to  accomplish  the  work  previously 
authorized  by  the  Army  permit,  and 

WHEREAS  a  permit  or  renewal  of  same  issued  by  the  Department  of  the  Army  can 
take  into  consideration  navigation,   recreation,  fish  and  wildlife,  conservation,  water 
pollution,  conservation  of  natural  resources,  and  the  general  public  interest  in  such  matters 
as  aesthetics  or  ecology,  and 

WHEREAS  many  of  these  considerations  are  involved  in  the  proposed  application 
for  renewal,  and 

WHEREAS  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  has  acquired  title  to  lands  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  proposed  power  line  and  is  proceeding  with  the  development,  operation  and 
maintenance  of  the  Alameda  Creek-Coyote  Hills  Regional  Park  and  is,  therefore,  directly 
concerned  with  the  location  and  design  criteria  for  said  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company's 
transmission  lines,  and 

WHEREAS  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Alameda  Creek-Coyote  Hills  Aquatic 
Park  Joint  Agency,  in  response  to  Public  Notice  Letter  No.  68-28  dated  February  7,   1968, 
advised  the  Corps  of  Engineers,  by  letter  dated  March  4,   1968,  of  its  concern  with  the 
location  and  aesthic  design  of  the  power  line  and  requested  additional  time  in  which  to 
submit  any  possible  objections  to  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  request  for  a  time 
extension,  and 

WHEREAS  a  similar  extension  of  time  is  needed  by  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park 
District  staff  to  review  the  design  proposals  which  should  be  submitted  by  the  applicant  as 
well  as  information  on  alignment  of  the  aerial  transmission  lines  before  presenting  a 
recommendation  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  for  action, 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East 
Bay  Regional  Park  District  requests  the  U.S.  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  to  extend  the  time  for 
public  comment  and  reaction  to  the  application  of  Pacific  Gas  and  Eiectric  Company     for  the 
placement  of  high-powered  transmission  lines  west  of  Coyote  Hills  Regional  Park,  for  a  period 
of  time  sufficient  to  allow  review  and  comment  on  the  design  proposals  and  alignment 
information  which  the  Corps  may  obtain  from  the  applicant. 


J.  Approving  additional  allocation  to  Capital  Project  No.  522  Point  Richmond 

Use  Study  of  $1200.  By  unanimous  vote,   on  motion  of  Director  Blumberg, 

seconded  by  Director  Haley,  the  Board  approved  an  allocation  of  $1200  to  cover 
the  experae  of  a  prelimira  ry  title  search  in  relation  to  the  Point  Richmond  Land  Use 
study  authorized  by  the  Board  last  year.        Mr.   Luckman's  memo  to  the  Board  on  this 
subject  indicated  that  should  the  District  proceed  in  this  matter,  the  $1200  payment 
will  stand  as  a  credit  in  the  event  a  title  policy  is  obtained  within  a  year  or  so  of  the 
preliminary  report.

L,  Report  on  20th  Annual  California  and  Pacific  Souths  *jst  Recreation  and  Park 


Conference,   San  Diego,  California,   March  2-6,   1968.  Director  Blumberg 

reported  that  at  the  annual  meeting  in  San  Diego  meeting,  the   Association  by  a  26-3 
vote  increased  the    annual  dues  to  $250  for  the  larger  districts,  with  dues  set  up  on  an 
assessment  valuation  basis  of  each  district,  with  the  lowest  annual  dues  set  at  $35.      Mr. 
Blumberg  had  relayed  the  Board's  resolution  that  the  dues  nor  exceed  $100  annually  to  the 
Association.        Mr.  Blumberg  also  reported  that  he  was  elected  President  Elect  and  that 
a  new  procedure  was  started  as  far  as  legislation  was  concerned  affecting  park  districts 
in  the  State  of  California.      At  the  present  time  some  of  the  park  districts  have  their  own 
legal  counsel  .      Under  the  new  procedure,  Joe  Gill,  who  represents  the  South  West 
District    and    also  represents  the  Sewer  Districts  in  Southern  California  is  going  to  pull 
out  legislation  which  affects  park  and  recreation  districts  and  write  an  opinion,  forward  it 
to  the  other  attorneys  and  they,   in  turn,  will  give  their  interpretation  to  the  bills  as  to 
how  they  will  affect  the  districts  as  a  whole  with  their  suggestions.      The  District  office 
will  send  it  out  to  every  park  district  so  that  action  can  be  had  on  these  bills.     Mr. 
Blumberg  felt  that  this  would  be  beneficial  to  all  the  Districts,  because  if  anything  does 
come  up  it  would  be  in  our  hands  within  30  days,  and  felt  that  some  arrangement  could  be 
wjorked  out  with  the  District's  legislative  advocate,   if  necessary  to  put  some  pressure  in 
Sacramento. 

Director  Blumberg  also  reported  that  he  and  Director  Macdonald  had  an  opportunity  to 
have  lunch  with  four  of^the  Board  Members  of  the  Hayward  Area  Recreation  District  and 
that  some  suggestions  were  made  relative  to  their  taking  over  the  development  and 
management  of  the  Don  Castro  project.      Director  Blumberg  and  Director  Badger  asked 
that  the   General  Manager  continue  to  negotiate  with  HARD    on  this  subject. 

The  Board  also  advised  the  General  Manager  to  follow  through  to  see  what  arrangements 
can  be  made  with  the  District's  legislative  advocate  to  work  with  the  Association's  legal 
counsel   on  legislative  matters  which  may  affect  the  District. 

General  Manager  Luckman  reported  on  the  San  Diego  conference,  stating  that  the 
attendance  was  remarkably  large  for  a  state-wide  conference  and  that  he  had  an  opportunity 
to  meet  with  many  park  and  recreation  people.     He  also  stated  that  he  spoke  before  a 
group  of  District  Directors  on  Saturday    on  union  representation  in  a  public  agency  and 
that  there  seemed  to  be  a  great  deal  of  interest  generated  on  this  subject.

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5.  BUSINESS  BEFORE  THE  BOARD 

A.  Approving  1968  Internship  Program.  Christian  Nelson,  Chief  of  the  Interpretive 

Department,  discussed  this  subject,  indicating  that  he  had  been  given  the 
responsibility  for  coordinating  the  program  this  year.      As  the  District  gains  experience, 
he  said,  the  internship  program  gets  better  each  year.      General  Manager  Luckman 
explained  that  because  of  the  District's  concern  about  expenditures  during  the  next  fiscal 
year,  the  program  has  been  reduced  in  scope  and  that  funds  for  the  program  will  be 
included  in  the  1968-69  budget.       The  1968  progTacn  will  be  budgeted  at  $3500,   he  said, 
one]  recommended  that  the  Board  approve  the  program.      On  motion  of  Director  Corley, 
scr;o,iJed  by  Director  Badger,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote:

B.  Approving  1968  Swimming  Schedule  and  Fee  Schedule  for  the  "Learn  to  Swim" 

P  rogram.       General  Manager  Luckman  advised  that  Bob  Savattone,  Chief  of  the 
Parks  Department  had  prepared  the  background  material  on  this  subject,  with  the  aid  of 
the  Aquatics  Supervisor.      Mr.  Savattone  asked  for  Board  approval  of  the  1968  swim 
program  and  noted  that  no  change  in  the  fee  schedule  was  being  recommended  at  this 
time.      The  fee  at  Anza  and  Cull  is  10$  for  public  swimming,  50$  for  adults  and  25$  for 
children  at  Roberts,  with  children  under  6  admitted  free  at  all  facilities,  he  said.    There 
is  no  charge  for  swimming  at  Lake  Temescal,  except  for  a  parking  fee,  he  said. 

The  Board  was  advised  that  the  swimming  operations  were  operating  in  the  red  and  that 
income  from  the  other  revenue  producing  facilities  should  be  taken  into  consideration 
as  a  total  package,  as  they  are  all  generated  from  the  swimming  .facilities  being  there. 

Directors  Badger,  Blumberg  and  Corley  indicated  that  the  matter  of  revenue  producing 
facilities  should  be  studied  and  reported  to  the  Board  .      Director  Macdonald  indicated 
that  the  District  is  obligated  to  provide  the  use  of  its  swimming  facilities  at  as  low  a 
fee  as  possible.       Mrs.  Horace  Burr  commented  that  the  question  of  fees  is  related  to 
the  borrowing  power  of  the  District  under  the  Public  Resources  Code  where  the  District 
is  allowed  to  borrow  up  to  $200,000  on  revenue  producing  facilities.       Clarence  Wilson 
also  stated  that  providing  the  swim  facilities  should  not  be  entirely  the  burden  of  the 
taxpayers,  but  should  be  shared  by  the  users  of  such  facilities. 

General  Manager  Luckman  advised  that    the  matter  of  charges  and  fees  will  be  before 
the  Board  shortly  and  recommended  that  until  such  time  the  fees  remain  at  their  present 
level  and  that  the  Board  approve  the  1968  swimming  schedule. 

The  new  District  swim  suits  were  shown  to  the  Board  by  Bob  O'Brien,  Aquatics 
supervisor.     The  new  trunks  are  a  bright  orange,  with  a  white  jacket  and  white  t-shirt. 

After  further  discussion,  on  motion  of  Director  Corley,  seconded  by  Director  Macdonald, 
the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote:

General  Manager  Luckman  in  his  memorandum  to  the  Board  had  called  attention  to  the 
fact  that  there  will  be  Junior  National  Long  Distance  Swimming  Championship  matches 
on  July  23,  24  and  25  at  the  Cull  Canyon  Regional  Recreation  Area,  with  contestants 
participating  from  throughout  the  U.  S.,  as  well  as  from  Mexico  and  Canada. 

C.  Authorizing  General  Manager  to  advertise  for  bids  for  Shelters  to  be  built  at 

Anthony  Chabot  Regional  Park  and  Driones  Regional  Park.       Two  area  maps  of 
the  locations  of  the  proposed  shelters  were  shown  and  described  by  Walter  Toney,  Chief 
of  Plans,   Design  and  Construction.      He  reported  that  the  loggers  have  finished  logging 
the  site  of  the  YMCA  shelter  in  Anthony  Chabot  Regional  Park  at  no  cost  to  the  District 
and  that  the  site  was  consistent  with  the  master  plan  for  the  park.        Mr.  Toney  reported 
that  the  site  at  Briones  Regional  Park  is  conveniently  located  within  a  protected  arm 
of  the  main   valley. 

In  describing  the  shelter,   Mr.  Toney  stated  that  modifications  have  been  made  in  the 
design  of  the  shelter,  although  the  character  of  the  shelter  has  been  retained.      The 
modifications  will  reduce  the  construction  costs  of  the  projects,  he  said. 

Director  Badger  commented  that  the  total  cost  of  the  projects  is  a  great  deal  more  than 
indicated,  that  the  total  cost  would  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  $25,000  and  that  the 
$5000  contributions  from  the  YMCA  and  Girl  Scouts  is  only  a  small  part  of  the  cost. 
General  Manager  Luckman  advised  that  $20,000  and  $25,000  had  been  programmed 
for  the  two  projects  and  that  the  $3-10,000  estimate  covered  only  the  construction  of  the 
shelter  itself  and  did  not  include  landscaping,  utilities  and  other  expenditures  for  the 
site  work.       When  the  bids  for  the  shelters  are  awarded,  then  he  will  ask  for  an  alloca- 
tion for  the  total  project. 
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Director  Blumberg  also  commented  that  the  total  cost  of  the  project  should  have  been 
reported  to  them.      Chairman  Woolridge  concurred  that  this  was  a  valid  request. 
General  Manager  Luckman  stated  that  he  had  assumed  that  the  Board  was  aware  that 
these  projects  would  cost  a  great  deal  more  than  the  cost  of  the  shelters  and  that  this 
was  reported  to  the  Directors  at  the  time  the  contracts  for  construction  were  signed  with 
the  two  groups.      General  Manager  Luckman  also  pointed  out  that  the  facilities  would 
be  available  for  other  groups  when  the  Girl  Scouts  or  the  YMCA  groups  are  not  using 
them. 

C  ,'ieral  Manager  Luckman  recommended  that  the  Board  authorize  going  out  to  bid. 
Oil  motion  of  Director  Macdonald,  seconded  by  Director  Badger,  the  following  resolu- 
tion  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote:

Coyote  Hills  Regional  Park.       General  Manager  Luckman  reported  that  Mr. 
Hornbeck,  Chief  of  Land  Management,  was  attending  a  meeting  on  open  space  concepts 
for  Alameda  County  and,  therefore,  he  would  cover  this  subject.      Mr.  Luckman 
reported  that  in  acquiring  the  Patterson  property  at  Coyote  Hills,  the  District  acquired 
a  lease  with  Stanford  Research  Institute  for  the  Bio-Sonar  Laboratory,  which  lease 
generates  a  fixed  rental  of  $2000  per  month.    Since  the  monies  for  the  acquisition  came 
from  the  State,   he  said,  it  has  been  proposed  that  the  State  receive  a  proportionate 
share  of  the  income.       The  State  has  proposed  apportioning  the  income  based  on  the 
source  of  funds  for  the  land  payment  on  the  following  schedule:

WHEREAS  the  acquisition  included  transfer  to  the  District  of  an  unrevocable  lease 
with  Stanford  Research  Institute  for  use  of  50  acres  of  the  440  acres  acquired  at  a  monthly 
rental  of  $2,000  per  month,  which  land  will  not  be  available  for  recreation  purposes  until 
such  time  as  Stanford  Research  Institute  terminates  its  lease  or  until  a  termination  date  of 
July  8,   1973,  and 

VViiLREAS  the  State  of  California,  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation,  administrators 
of  the  Land  and  Water  Conservation  and  State  Grant  funds,   has  requested  by  a  letter  of  under- 
stand dated  March  11,   1968,  that  income  received  from  the  Stanford  Research  Institute  lease 
and  interest  earned  prior  to  apportionment  be  apportioned  on  a  percentage  basis  of  the  source 
of  funds,  with  said  apportionment  to  be  forwarded  to  the  State  Department  of  Parks  and 
Recreation  on  a  quarterly  basis,  commencing  March  15,   1968, 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East  Bay 
Regional  Park  District  hereby    agrees  to  the  terms  of  the  Letter  of  Understanding  from  the 
State  of  California,   Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation,  dated  March  11,   1968  on  the 
apportionment  and  payment  of  funds  derived  from  the  Stanford  Research  Institute  lease,  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  General  Manager  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  execute  said  letter  of  Understanding  on  behalf  of  the  District  arid  that  a  copy  of  same  is 
hereby  made  a  part  of  this  resolution  and  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  "A".

E.  Authorizing  General  Manager  to  advertise  for  bids  for  Don  Castro  project. 

General  Manager  Luckman  briefly  reviewed  the  exchange  which  has  taken 
place  on  this  project  between  the  District  and  the  Hayward  Area  Recreation  and  Park 
District.      He  stated  that  every  effort  was  made  to  get  some  type  of  action  or  formal 
position  from  the  Directors  of  HARD,  but  they  have  been  unable  to  reach  a  conclusion 
as  yet.  However,  he  said,  the  District  has  to  move  forward  on  this  project  if  it  is 

to  meet  its  deadlines.      The  first  phase  of  construction  is  estimated  at  $265,000,  he 
said,  which  will  fulfill  the  Distri   ct's  obligations  under  the  terms  of  the  agreement. 

Mr.  Toney  reported  that  the  first  phase  includes  an  access  road  to  the  area,  adequate 
parking  facilities  and  a  swimming  lagoon  and  picnic  facilities,  plus  the  necessary 
sanitary  facilities  and  utilities. 

General  Manager  Luckman  asked  for  Board  authorization  to  advertise  for  bids  for 
the  first  phase  of  construction  on  the  basis  of  the  working  drawings  presented  at  the 
meeting  to  be  built  under  one  contract.      This,  he  said,  includes  the  access  road, 
parking  lot,  grading,  drainage,  paths,  construction  of  the  beach,  bathhouses,  a 
foo!  concession,  utilities,  mechanical  equipment,  minimum  landscaping,  terraces, 
and  so  forth. 

Several  Board  Members  indicated  that  they  would  like  to  see  a  breakdown  of  the  costs. 
Mr.  Toney  advised  that  these  would  be  available  to  the  Board  at  the  time  of  opening 
of  the  bids,  but  that  if  the  Directors  wished  they  were  available  for  review  in  the 
PD&C  department.      As  has  been  the  practice,  the  breakdown  of  costs  are  generally 
released  at  the  time  of  opening  of  the  bids,   he  said.      The  anticipated  range  of  cost 
will  be  between  $240,000  and  $270,000  Mr.   Luckman  reported. 

On  motion  of  Director  Miacdonald,  seconded  by  Director  Corley,  the  Board  by 
unanimous  vote  authorized  the  General  Manager  to  proceed  to  advertise  for  bids  for 
the  first  phase  in  order  to  meet  the  District's  obligation  under  the  contract.

F.  Approving  resolution  regarding  naming  of  the  Nature  Center.        Chairman 

Woolridge  advised  that  when  the  nature  center  was  first  being  planned  the 
Lions  Club  had  been  approached  to  underwrite  part  of  the  project.      He  said  that 
the  Lions  Club  is  interested  and  has  tentatively  made  a  commitment  of  $25,000  from 
the  Oakland  Lions  Club  and  promises  to  work  for  another  $50,000  from  other  Lions 
Clubs. 

General  Manager  Luckman  reported  that  the  estimated  cost  of  the  Interpretive  Center 
is  $480,000  and  recommended  that  the  District  accept  their  generous  offer  of  $75,000 
in  exchange  for  which  the  center  would  be  named  the  Lions  Club  Nature  Center. 
On  motion  of  Director  Corley,  seconded  by  Director  Blumberg,  the  Board  by  unanimous 
vote  adopted  the  following  resolution:

WHEREAS,  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  has  for  a  number  of  years  planned  for 
the  construction  of  a  Nature  Interpretive  Center  Headquarters  in  Charles  Lee  Tilden  Regional 
Park,  but  because  of  other  commitments  in  Alameda    and  Contra  Costa  Counties,  has  been 
unable  to  proceed  with  the  development  of  this  facility  within  its  financial  ability  without 
adding  to  the  tax  burden  of  the  taxpayers  of  the  District,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  District  has  solicited  funds  from  outside  sources  to  supplement  the 
District's  funding  for  this  project,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  LIONS  CLUB  OF  OAKLAND  has  offered  to  provide  $25,000  over  a 
three  year  period  toward  the  construction  of  this  facility  and  will  further  request  that 
another  $50,000  be  raised  from  the  other  Lions  Clubs  in  the  District,  with  a  time  limit  of  one 
year  allotted  for  firm  commitments  from  the  other  Lions  Clubs,  and 

WHEREAS,  this  Board  feels  that  worthy  recognition  should  be  given  to  the  Lions  Clubs 
for  this  generous  offer  to  participate  in  the  funding  of  this  project, 

NOV/,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East  Bay

6 '        BUSINESS  BEFORE  THE  BOARD 

A.  Presentation  to  Elbert  Vail,  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District's  first  Genera! 

Manager,  having  served  in  this  capacity  from  July  1935  until  January  15,   1942, 

Chairman  Woolridge  stated  that  it  was  a  privilege  for  him  and  the  other  Beard  Members 
and  Staff  to  participate  in  a  dinner  prior  to  the  Board  meeting  to  honor  the  District's  first 
General  Manager,  Mr.  Elbert  Vaii,  a  resident  of  Rossmoor  Leisure  World.        Mr.  Wool- 
ridge said  that  probably  no  individual  deserves  more  credit  than  Mr.  Vail,  among  the 
hundreds  of  civic  leaders  who  worked  so  hard  in  having  the  State  Legislature  approve 
the  Enabling  Act  in  1933  for  creation  of  the  District.  It  was  Mr.  Vail  who  served 

as  chairman  of  the  committee  of  city  officials  whose  work  led  to  the  formation  of  the 
District,   Mr.  Woolridge  said. 

Mr.  Vail  was  named  the  first  District  Manager  in  1935  and  guided  the  District  through 
the  formative  years  until  his  retirement  in  1942.        In  the  34  years  from  the  time  of  its 
establishment  by  the  vote  of  the  people,  the  District  has  grown  from  a  seven  city  area 
to  cover  most  of  Alameda  and  Contra  Costa  Counties,  hosting  50  million  visitors  and 
administering  nearly  20,000  acres,  Mr.  Woolridge  said. 

Chairman  Woolridge  stated  that  it  was  a  privilege  to  have  Mr.  Vail  in  attendance  at 
the  meeting  and  asked  him  to  come  forward  to  accept  a  framed  photograph  taken  of 
Mr.   Vail,    William  Pcnn  Mott,  Jr.,  who  is  now  Director  of  the  State  of  California 
Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation,  and  Irwin  Luckman,   the  present  General  Manager 
of  the  District.        The  photograph  was  taken,   Mr.  Woolridge  said,  at  the  dedication 
ceremonies  of  the  opening  of  the  first  two  regional  parks  in  Contra  Costa  County: 
Kennedy  Grove  and  Briones  Regional  Parks. 

Mr.   Mott  also  spoke  briefly  about  the  growth  and  development  of  the  District  from  its 
formative  years  during  the  depression  to  the  enviable  position  and  status  it  holds  today. 
Mr.   Mott  said  it  was  a  privilege  for  him  to  be  present  at  the  dinner  and  m       '    j  to 
honor  Mr.   Vail . 
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B.  Las  Trampas  Regional  Park  -  authorizing  execution  of  contract  for  funding  with 

the  State  of  California,   Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation,   in  the  sum  of 


Hulet  Hornbeck,   Chief  cf  the  District's  Land  Management  Department,  covered  this  subject 
and  recommended  execution  of  the  contract  with  the  State  of  California  for  funding,  which 
would  set  in  motion  the  first  phase  of  land  acquisition  in  the  Las  Trampas  Ridge  area  and 
enable  the  State  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation  to  encumber  $404,450  of  previously 
authorized  State  funds  this  fiscal  year  for  this  purpose. 

Mr.  Hornbeck  reported  that  the  District  lias  already  purchased  480  acres  on  Las  Trampas 

Ridge,  known  as  the  Nordstrom  property,   for  $167,000,   located  about  a  half  a  mile 

south  of  Rossmoor  and  that  it  is  anticipated  this  regional  park  will  contain  about  2000  acres. 

General  Manager  Luckman  reported  that  intensive  development  of  this  regional  park  will 
not  take  place  for  some  time  and  that  the  land  will  be  held  as  a  "land  bank"  with  primitive 
camping,   hiking  and  riding  as  the  first  uses. 

Mr.  Mott  also  explained  that  the  $404,450  from  the  State  is  a  portion  of  Contra  Costa 
County's  share  of  the  State  Park  Bond  Act  from  the  45  million  dollars  allocated  to  various 
counties  for  the  acquisition  of  parks  within  the  counties. 

Mr.   Hornbeck  reported  that  the  application  for  funding  under  the  State  Act  was  first  set 
in  motion  by  the  Contra  Costa  County  Board  of  Supervisors  in  October  of  1966,  and  that 
the  District  had  requested  matching  funds  from  the  U.S.   Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  (HUD)  in  December  of  1966.      Mr.   Hornbeck  reported  that  the  District 
has  now  been  advised  that  the  application  with  HUD  has  been  turned  down  by  the  Federal 
Government,  with  the  following  factors  taken  into  consideration:    (1)  the  extent  to  which 
the  project  would  implement  area-wide  planning;    (2)  the  relative  urgency  of  need;  and 
(3)  the  character  of  open  space  for  which  the  grant  assistance  was  requested.      Mr.   Horn- 
beck reported  that  the  District  will  re-submit  the  application  to  HUD  at  a  future  date 
and  that  this  was  the  first  application  for  funding  which  the  Federal  Government  has 
turned  dewn  from  the  District. 

To  questioning  by  Director  Blumberg,  Mr.   Hornbeck  stated  that  the  District  will  be 
reimbursed  for  funds  advanced  for  purchase  of  the  Nordstrom  property  from  the  State 
funds  of  $404,450.       General  Manager  Luckman  also  reported  that  it  is  not  known  at 
this  time  whether  the  District  will  have  to  earmark  additional  funds,  beyond  the  State 
grant,  for  acquisition  of  lands  in  this  area.

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BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  an  Agreement  for  Grant  of  Money  for  acquisition 
of  Las  Trampas  Ridge  Regional  Park  property,   pursuant  to  Public  Resources  Code  5096 . 1 
through  5096.28,  added  by  Statutes  of  1963,   Chapter  1690,  and  assigned  Project  No. 
807-303,  is  hereby  approved,  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  President  and  Secreiary  of  this  Board  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  such  Agreement,  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  General  Manager  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park 
District  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  proceed  with  the  acquisition  and  development 
of  the  property  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  /greement  approved  and  executed  this 
date  and  to  prepare  and  submit  any  and  all  documents  and  information  as  may  be  reauired 
by  the  State  to  accomplish  the  acquisition  and  development  of  Las  Trampas  Ridge  Regional 
Park  for  public  park,   recreational  and  open-space  purposes. 


The  audience,  with  loud  applause,  approved  the  Board  action. 


C.  Adoption  of  resolution  on  the  revised  proposed  amendment  to  Contra  Costa  County 

Ordinance  relating  to  sewage. 

General  Manager  Luckman  briefly  covered  the  background  on  this  subject,  slating  that  the 
District  Board  had  voiced  its  opposition  to  a  proposed  amendment  to  the  Contra  Costa  County 
Sewage  Disposal  Ordinance  as  it  would  have  required  ;connection  to  a  community  sewage 
disposal  system  for  any  buildings  within  the  drainage  area  of  a  domestic  water  supply 
reservoir.        Adoption  of  such  an  amendment  would  have  meant  that  the  District  would  have 
to  spend  as  much  as  half  a  million  dollars  for  sewers  before  its  first  facilities  could  be  made 
available  to  the  public,  he  said.  Through  the  excellent  cooperation  of  a  number  of 

other  agencies,  the  Contra  Costa  County  District  Attorney's  Office,  the  Contra  Costa  County 
Water  District  and  the  Health  Department,  a  revised  version  of  that  amendment  was  created 
which  the  District  finds  quite  acceptable  in  its  present  form,  Mr.  Luckman  said. 

Mr.  Trudeau,  Assistant  General  Manager,  stated  that  the  revised  amendment  has  the  effect 
of  permitting  the  District  to  continue  to  use  pump-out  holding  tanks  within  such  parks  as 
Briones  and  Contra  Loma,  which  are  located  on  watershed  lands.      Mr.  Trudeau  introduced 
Dr.  Kent,  the  Contra  Costa  County   Health  Officer,  who  was  in  the  audience,  and  stated 
that  the  Ordinance  will  be  heard  by  the  Contra  Costa  County  Board  of  Supervisors  at 
11  a.m.  on  Tuesday,  April  16.      Mr.  Trudeau  recommended  that  the  Board  go  on  record 
in  favor  of  the  revised  amendment. 

Director  Blumberg  made  a  motion  for  adoption  of  a  resolution  approving  the  revised  version 
and  thanked  the  Contra  Cosia  County  Board  of  Supervisors,  Dr.   Kent  and  the  others  for 
understanding  the  District's  problems  and  for  amending  the  ordinance  accordingly. 
Director  Badger  seconded  the  motion  and  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous 
vote:

RESOLUTION  APPROVING  PROPOSED  AMENDMENT,  AS  REVISED,  AMENDING 
CODE  SECTIONS  4600,  4640  and  4643  OF  THE  EXISTING  CONTRA  COSTA  COUNTY 
' SEWAGE  ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District,  by 
Resolution  No.   3053  adopted  February  20,   1968,   opposed  amendments  proposed  by  the  Contra 
Costa  County   Health  Department  for  the  existing  sewage  ordinance  on  the  grounds  that  vault 
type  holding  tanks  constitute  a  satisfactory  and  positive  sewage  disposal  system  and/or  that 
public  agencies  operating  lands  for  recreation  and  park  purposes  be  excluded,  and 

WHEREAS,   the  District's  request  has  been  taken  into  consideration  by  the   Contra 
Costa  County  Health  Department,  and  the  original  amendment  to  the  ordinance  has  been 
revised  to  provide  for  a  water-tight  sewage  holding  tank  system,  and  in  effect  exempts  the 
East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  from  connecting  to  a  community  sewage  disposal  system  within 
domestic  water  supply  watersheds  in  Contra  Costa  County,  and 
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WHEREAS,   Section  III,   Article  (b)  (1)  of  the  revised  amendment  provides  for  a 
water-tight  sewage  holding  tan!',  system  between  50  and   1000  feet  from  the  i        ryoii  or 
tributary  stream  and  that  such  systems  must  be  o\         I     nd     ,     rated  by  a  presently  existing 
public  agency  having  statutory  authority  to  provide  such  service,   subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  water  impounder,   and  that  we  have  been  advised  by  the  Contra  Costa  County  District 
Attorney  that  the  Public  Resources  Code  under  which  the  District  operates,   provides  the     ' 
District  with  the  necessary  statutory  authority, 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  DE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Board  cf  Directors  of  the  East 
Bay  Regional  Park  District  hereby  declares  that  the  proposed  amendment,  as  revised,   amend- 
ing Ordinance  Code  Sections  4600,  4640  and  4643  relating  to  sewage  is  not  in  conflict  with 
the  East  Bay  Regional   Park  District's  plans  for  development  of  parks  and  recreational  facilities 
for  public  use  in  Contra  Costa  County,   and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  Beard  of  Directors  of  the  East  Bay  Regional 
Park  District  hereby  approves  the  revised  proposed  amendment,  conditioned  upon  the  premise 
that  the  revised  ordinance  excempts  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  from  connecting  to 
a  community  sewage  disposal  system,   and  conditioned  upon  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District 
being  a  public  agency  having  the  statutory  authority  referred  to  in  Section  III,    Article  (b)(1). 


D.  Adoption  of  resolution  relating  to  Regional  Government. 

General  Manager  Luckman  advised  that  a  brief  resolution  relating  to  regional  government 
had  been  drafted  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  audience  reported  briefly  on  the  background  of 
the  subject  leading  to  the  resolution.      Mr.   Luckman  stated  that  he  and  the  Board  President, 
Mr.  Woolridge,  have  been  invited  to  testify  before  the  Joint  Committee  for  Regional 
Government  (BARO)  on  Tuesday,  April  9,  when  they  will  be  receiving  testimony  frcm 
special  districts  already  operating  in  the  Bay  Area.        Mr.   Luckman  explained  that 
Assemblyman  Knox  and  members  of  his  committee  have  been  holding  hearings  in  the  various 
counties  en  the  desirability  of  a  limited  regional  government  for  the  nine  Bay  Area  counties. 
Assemblyman  Knox's  committee  will  ultimately  report  to  the  State  Legislature  on  the 
feasibility  of  setting  up  some  form  of  limited  regional  government,   Mr.   Luckman  said,  and 
recommended  that  the  Board  adopt  a  resolution  expressing  its  official  position. 

Mr.   Luckman  read  the  proposed  regional  government  resolution.      Director  Haley  commented 
that  he  was  inclined  to  endorse  the  resolution,  but  that  in  doing  so,   he  wanted  to  make  it 
clear  that  he  is  quite  concerned  about  letting  the  government  get  beyond  the  people  who 
live  in  the  areas  they  represent  and  who  have  something  to  say  about  what  ought  to  be  done. 
Mr.   Haley  said  he  would  like  to  reserve  the  right  to  "concern  ourselves  about  who  has  th< 
right  or  the  privilege  to  talk  about  what  kind  of  government  do  we  want  at  home".

Director  Blumberg  stated  that  he  would  endorse  the  resolution  because,  although  favoring 
"a  regional  park  and  open  space  agency  or  agencies  for  the  nine  Bay  Area  counties",   it 
does  "reserve  endorsement  of  such  agency  or  agencies  until  the  government  structure  has 
been  formulated".  Mr.   Blumberg  said  that  he  does  not  know  what  kind  of  iegional 

government  they  are  talking  about  and  that  this  was  a  very  serious  matter  which  should  be 
carefully  considered  from  all  aspects,       He  would  no!  •    !   ocafe  one  large  super-agency,   he  said 

Director  Badger  rec  o     n   nded  that  the  word  "concept"  be  added  so  that  it  would  read  that 
the  District  is  on  record  favoring  the  concept  of  a  regional  park  and  open  space  agency  Oi 
Hfpncies  for  the  nine  Bay  Area  counties.      This,   he  said,  would  give  the  District  a  little 
more  leeway.        Director  Badger  moved  for  adoption  of  the  resolution  with  this  change, 
which  was  seconded  by  Director  Haley.  The  following  resolution  was  accordingly 

adopted,  with  Directors  Blumberg  and  Macdonald,  casting  a  "no"  vote,  and  the  five  other 
Directors  voting  "yes".

RESOLUTION  FAVORING  THE  CONCEPT  OF  A  REGIONAL  PARK  AND  OPEN 
SPACE  AGENCY  OR  AGENCIES  FOR  THE  NINE  BAY  AREA  COUNTIES 


WHEREAS  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  has  been  providing  regional  park 
facilities  for  the  people  of  the  East  Bay  since  1934,  and 

WHEREAS  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  is  the  only  mulli-county  park  agency 
operating  in  the  nine  county  San  Francisco  Bay  Area,  and 

WHEREAS  the  Joint  Committee  for  Regional  Government  (BARO)  has  requested 
testimony  from  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  at  their  hearing  on  Tuesday,   April  9,    1968, 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East 
Bay  Regional  Park  District  herewith  goes  on  record  as  favoring  the  concept  of  a  regional  park 
and  open  space  agency  or  agencies  for  the  nine  Bay  Area  counties,  while  reserving  endorsement 
of  such  agency  or  agencies  until  the  governmental  structure  has  been  formulated. 


E.  Adoption  of  resolution  of  intent  to  develop,  operate  and  maintain  hiking  and 

riding  trails  between  Coyote  Hi  lis  Regional  Park  and  Mission  Boulevard,  in 
southern  Alameda  County. 

Walter    Toney,  Chief  of  Plans,   Design  and  Construction,  discussed  this  subject  and  indicated 
on  a  map  of  the  Alameda  Creek-Coyote  Hills  Regional  Park  area  the  location  of  the  proposed 
trail.        Mr.  Toney  reported  that  the  Alameda  Flood  Control  District  has  notified  the  Park 
District  that  the  Corps  of  Engineers  may  participate  in  the  proposed  trail  system  up  to  50% 
of  the  cost.      Mr.  Toney  estimated  that  the  total  cost  of  the  trail  system  from  the  Bay  to 
Mission  Boulevard,  where  it  will  connect  to  a  proposed  community  park    to  be  developed 
by  the  City  of  Fremont  and  in  addition,  will  connect  to  San  Francisco  Water  District  lands 
which  would  permit  ultimate  connection  to  Sunol  Valley  Regional  Park.         Mr.  Toney 
recommended  adoption  of  a  resolution  of  intent. 

Director  Macdonald  expressed  opposition  to  adoption  of  such  a  resolution,  stating  that  very 
serious  thought  should  be  given  to  a  trail  system  at  this  location  at  the  present  time  and 
that  it  would  create  a  very  big  maintenance  problem  and  could  not  see  spending  $75,000 
at  this  time  in  that  area. 

Director  Roeding  commented  that  the  project  was  worthwhile  and  would  provide  a  most  exciting 
trail  for  the  residents  of  southern  Alameda  County.      He  stated  that  there  was  a  lot  of  interest 
in  the  area  for  such  a  trail  and  made  a  motion  for  adoption  of  a  resolution  of  intent. 
Director  Haley  seconded  the  mostion,  but  questioned  some  of  the  expenses  which  had  been 
listed  in  a  breakdown  of  costs  which  had  been  handed  to  the  Board  by  Mr.  Toney. 

Director  Blumberg  also  commented  that  perhaps  the  Board  was  acting  hastily  and  should  get 
comments  from  hikers,   horsemen  and  cyclists  before  approving  the  resolution.      General 
Manager  Luckman  explained  that  the  Board  had  agree  in  principle  with  the  plan  and  concept 
for  a  two-county  trail  system  and  that  this  particular  trail  was  a  significant  part  of  that 
system. 

Director  Corley  again  commented  that  until  he  has  a  priority  list  of  proposed  projects  it  is 
difficulty  to  make  decisions  involving  large  sums  of  money.      He  stated  that  he  would  like 
to  see  the  priorities  list  in  relation  to  the  demands  for  other  areas,  as  well  as  annual  cost 
of  maintenance  of  each  of  these  projects. 

Director  Badger  commented  that  a  cost  of  $23,000  a  mile,  even  shared  on  a  50-50  basis 
was  high  and  if  the  rest  of  the  trail  system  is  going  to  be  on  this  same  basis,  the  District 
will  not  be  able  to  fund  such  a  system.      Director  Blumberg  asked  that  the  matter  be  tabled. 
However,  Walter  Toney  advised  that  if  the  District  was  to  proceed  and  take  advantage  of 
the  Corps  offer  of  participation,   it  will  require  action  at  this  meeting. 

Director  Roeding  again  urged  the  Board  to  act  favorably  on  the  matter,  that  it  would  be  a 
tremendous  recreational  asset  to  the  park.      Patrick  Whittle  in  the  audience  and  President 
of  the  Contra  Costa  County  Park  and  Recreation  Council  also  urged  that  the  Boa  id  proceed 
with  the  trail  system  and  assured  the  Board  it  would  receive  a  great  deal  of  use. 
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Director  Macdoncild  stated  that  he  was  not  opposed  to  trails,   but  v/ould  like  the  opportunity 
to  take  a  field  trip  to  the  area  before  making  a  decision. 

Mr.  Toney  stated  that  the  District  a  number  of  years  ago  v/hen  it  entered  info  agreement  with 
the  Flood  Control  District  committed  itself  to  development  of  the  area  and  had  approved 
the  alignment  for  the  trail  in  this  park  when  the  two-county  master  riding  and  hiking  trail 
master  plan  was  approved. 

Board  Chairman  Wool  ridge  asked  for  a  vote  on  the  resolution  of  intent.     Director  Corley 
abstained;   Director  Badger  voted  "no",  not  because  he  was  against  the  trail,  but  because 
of  excessive  cost;        Director  Roeding  voted  "yes";    Director  Haley  voted  "yes";  Director 
Macdonald  voted  "no"  and  Director  Blumberg  voted  "no",  stating  that  more  study  was 
required.      Chairman  Woolridge  stated  that  his  vote  would  be  "yes"  and  therefore  if  would 
be  a  fie,  with  one  abstention.         Director  Corley  commented  that  he  was  the  newest 
member  of  the  Board  and  that  he  has  asked  for  a  priority  list  for  some  time  showing  where 
the  money  is  going,  but  has  not  seen  it  yet.     He  said  it  does  seem  that  the  Board  is  entitled 
to  know  where  the  money  is  spent  and  how  much  is  going  to  be  spent.      However,   he  said, 
he  feels  that  previous  commitments  have  been  made  on  this  particular  program  and  therefore 
is  casting  a  "yes"  do  pass  vote. 

Chairman  Woolridge  indicated  that  Director  Corley's  vote  breaks  the  tie  and  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted  by  a  four  to  three  vote,  with  Directors  Badger,   Blumberg  and  Mac- 
donald casting  the  "no"  votes  and  Directors  Corley,   Haley,   Roeding  and  Woolridge  casting 
the  "yes"  votes:

Board   meeting  were  unanimously  approved.

5.        OPENING  OF  BIDS 

Bids  for  construction  of  Camp  Shelters  at  Lake  Chabot  and  Briones  Regional  Park  and  for 
the   first  phase  of  development  of  the  Don  Castro  project  were  opened  by  Controller  Sawyer. 
General  Manager  Luckman  advised  the  Board  that  the  District  estimate  on  the  shelters  was 
$10,500  for  each  and  the  Don  Castro  project  was  estimated  to  cost  $232,862. 

On  the  Don  Castro  project  there  was  some  question  as  to  the  legality  of  the  low  bidder,  since 
no  bid  bond  had  been  included  and  the  bid  did  not  comply  with     the  instructions  and  specifica- 
tions as  called  for  in  the  bid.      The  Board  also  questioned  the  v/ide  range  in  cost    between  the 
low  bidder  and  the  other  bids  received.      On  motion  of  Director  Corley,  seconded  by  Director 
Badger,  the  General  Manager  was  instructed  to  check  on  the  legality  of  the  low  bid  and  the 
reputation  of  the  contractor  and  to  report  to  the  Board  at  the  May  7  Board  meeting.     On  the 
Don  Castro  project  the  bids  were  as  follows:    Johnson  &  Cooper  $236,500  (no  bid  bond 
attached);    Winton  Jones  $374,800  (all  documents  in  order);  G.  M.   Labrucherie  $310,179  (all 
documents  in  order);  Peterson,   Rathbun  and  Moore  $364,400  (all  documents  in  order). 

With  regard  to  the  Camp  Shelters  at  Lake  Chabot  and  Briones,  the  Board  acted  to  accept  the 
low  bid,  on  motion  of  Director  Haley,  seconded  by  Director  Badger,  subject  to  approval  of 
the  District  Counsel  as  to  form  and  legality  of  the  bids.      The  following  resolution  was  adopted 
by  unanimous  vote:

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED    that  the  General  Manager  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  execute  a  contract  with  Carlson  &  Maier  for  construction  of  the  two  camp  shelters. 
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6.         BUSINESS  BEFORE  THE  BOARD 

A.  Recommendation  on  operafion  of  Tilden  Park  Golf  Course  and  authorizing  appropriate 

action.  General    Manager  Luckman  reported  that  a  Board  Committee,  consist- 

ing of  Directors  Badger,   Haley  and  Blumberg,   had  been  designated  to  review  the  golf  course 
situation  and  to  work  with  the  staff  in  an  advisory  capacity  on  what  to  do  at  the  Tilden  Golf 
Course.       A  great  deal  of  time  was  spent  in  reviewing  the  problems,   Mr.   Luckman  said,  and 
with  the  unanimous  agreement  of  the  committee,  it  was  recommended  that  an  interim  contract 
be  entered  into  by  negotiation  with  a  Pro  to  operate  the  Tilden  Golf  Course  Pro  Shop,   to 
provide  the  merchandise  and  services  necessary  for  running  the  shop,  golf  lessons,  handling 
the  driving  range,   the  rental  of  golf  carts,  collecting  greens  fees  and  providing  the  starting 
service  and  the  policing  of  the  course.        Mr.   Luckman  said  that  this  had  been  discussed  with 
representatives  of  the  two  golf  clubs  and  golf  advisory  committee  members,  who  concurred  with 
the  recommendation. 

The  proposed  contract  with  the  Pro  would  be  for  a  period  of  five  months,  subject  to  renewal 
on  a  month  to  month  basis  thereafter,   Mr.   Luckman  said,  and  would  provide  the  District  4% 
of  gross  receipts.    The  contract  will  also  provide  that  the  District  will  pay  the  Pro  $550  per 
month   for  collecting  the  greens  fees,   providing  the  starting  service  and  policing  the  course 
for  the  District. 

Mr.   Luckman  recommended  that  the  contract  for  operation  of  the  Pro  Shop  be  entered  into 
with  Don  Sherwood,  who  presently  operates  the  Pro  Shop  at  the  Lew  F.   Galbraith  Municipal 
Golf  Course  for  the  Oakland  Recreation  Department.        Mr.  Sherwood  was  chosen,   Mr.   Luck- 
man said,  after  extensive  interviews  with  many  possible  operators  and  taking  into  account  all 
sorts  of  factors.        Mr.  Sherwood,  who  is  a  Class  "A"  Professional  Golf  Association  Pro  and  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  that  association,   is  in  a  position  to  take  over  the  operation  of  the  shop 
immediately  and  the  staff  is  satisfied  as  to  his  sound  business  background,  ability,  experience 
and  credit  rating,   Mr.   Luckman  said. 

Mr.   Luckman  stated  that  the  principle  of  the  contract  was  sound  and  the  recommendation  is 
based  on  a  man  the  staff  will  have  to  work  with  and  at  a  minimum  of  risk.        During  the  five 
month  interim  period  the  contract  is  in  effect,   Mr.   Luckman  said,  the  District  v/ill  use  this 
time  to  consider  the  future  program  for  the  golf  course.   He  said    he  would  be  corning  back  to 
the  Board  for  authorization  to  have  an  economic  analysis  made  of  the  golf  course  by  a  firm 
specializing  in  this  type  of  study  on  two  alternate  proposals.      First,  what  the  District  faces 
in  terms  of  the  fiscal  operation,  if  the  District  continues  to  operate  and  maintain  the  two 
courses,  upgrading  the  18  hole  course  and  completing  the  9  hole  course  and  bringing  in  a  pro 
for  both,   Mr.   Luckman  said,  or  the  second  alternative  -   that  the  entire  operation  be  turned 
over  to  private  investors  or  groups  on  the  assumption  that  the-District  can  set  up  tight  specifica- 
tions for  competitive  bidding  where  they  would  invest  all  the  capital  money  necessary  to 
rehabilitate  the  18  hole  course,  complete  the  9  hole  course,  and  with  the  District  getting  a 
return  from  their  investment.        The  golfers  are  most  concerned  about  the  second  proposal,  Mr. 
Luckman  said,  because  of     the  possible  change  in  the  character  of  the  course  and  stated  that 
this  could  be  dealt  with  by  the  kind  of  restrictions  placed  into  the  specifications  so  that  the 
fee  structure,  the  golf  clubs,  the  advisory  committee  and  the  spirit  of  a  public  golf  course  can 
be  assured. 

Then,   Mr.   Luckman  said,  based  on  the  economic  analysis  which  is  expected  to  be  available 
in  two  months,  the  Board  will  be  asked  to  make  a  decision  on  the  two  alternatives.    Should 
the  Board  recommend  the  second  alternative,  the  consulting  firm  would  be  asked  to  help  in 
the  preparation  of  the  specifications  for  competitive  bidding.        The  combined  program  of 
the  interim  contract,   plus  the  economic  analysis,  will  give  the  Board  the  best  assurance  that 
the  District  will  get  a  well-managed  businesslike  operation,   Mr.   Luckman  said.     It  will 
also  give  the  opportunity  to  observe  Mr.  Sherwood's  operafion  during  the  five  months,  should 
the  decision  be  to  follow  this  route,   Mr.   Luckman  said. 

Director  Badger  suggested  that  the  interim  agreement  be  considered  for  a  full  six  months  so 
that  it  would  cover  the  main  golfing  season.     However,   the  Chief  of  Parks,   Bob  Savattone, 
explained  that  should  the  decision  be  to  bring  in  private  investors,  even  though  they  would 
take  over  in  September,  it  would  still  give  them  enough  time  to  start  some  rehabilitation 
before  the  heavy  rains.         Mr.   Luckman  stated  that  if  for  some  reason     this  matter  is  not 
resolved  in  the  five  month  period,   the  contract  with  the  Pro  can  be  extended  on  a  month  to 
month  basis. 
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Mr.  Don  Sherwood,  who  was  present  at  the  meeting,  advised  the  Board  that  he  had  a  five 
year  contract  with  the  Oakland  Recreation  Department  and  that  Mr.  VerLee,   his  supervisor, 
and  the  Recreation  Commission  have  granted  permission  for  h'm  to  do  this.     Mr.  Sherwood 
stated  that  he  fully  understands  that  at  the  end  of  the  five  month  period,  if  there  is  no  reason 
for  renewal  or  extension,   he  will  withdraw,  and  that  the  District  has  no  obligation  beyond 
the  five  month  period. 

On  motion  of  Director  Corley,  seconded  by  Director  Badger,  the  Board  adopted  the  following 
resolution  by  unanimous  vote  authorizing  the  contract  with  Mr.  Sherwood.

General  Manager  Luckman  indicated  that  he  would  be  asking  for  Board  authorization  for 
the  economic  analysis  of  the  golf  course  at  the  next  Board  meeting. 

B.         Adoption  of  resolution  on  alignment  of  electrical  transmission  lines  in  the  vicinity 

of  Coyote  Hills  Regional  Park.  General  Manager  Luckman  reported  on  this  item 

stating  that  the~District  has  been  in  discussion  with  PG&E  on  one  of  their  power  lines  in  the 
vicinity  of  Coyote  Hills  Regional  Park  for  a  number  of  years.      PG&E  holds  a  right  of  way  for 
a  power  line  outboard  of  the  park  in  the  Bay,  he  said.    The  Corps  of  Engineers  had  granted  a

due 


ree  year  permit  to  PG&E  for  construction  of  this  line,   he  said,  and  the  permit  is  now 
for  renewal.        Permission  for  construction  of  such  a  line  is  required  from  the  Corps  of  Engineers 
because  it  crosses  navigable  waters  at  two  points.        The  Trustees  of  the  Coyote  Hills  Joint 
Agency  and  almost  all  of  the  agencies  involved  have  been  in  favor  of  having  the  power  line 
east  of  the  park,  Mr.   Luckman  said.       Because  of  their  actions,  and  that  of  the  District  by 
resolution  of  the  Board,  an  agreement  has  been  received  from  the  Corps  of  Engineers  to  hold 
up  on  the  renewal   of  the  permit  to  give  time  to  deal  with  PG&E  and  re-evaluate  the  align- 
ment. 

Mr.  Luckman  reported  that  a  meeting  has  already  been  held  with  representatives  of  PG&E 
and  although  not  an  accomplished  situation,   PG&E  is  talking  about  aligning  the  power  line 
east  of  Coyote  Hills,  the  location  which  the  District  has  been  pushing  for  for  some  time. 
Mr.   Luckman  stated  that  it  would  be  helpful  if  the  Board  reaffirmed  its  support  of  the  easterly 
alignment  by  resolution,  to  go  to  PG&E,   the  Trustees  and  the  other  agencies  involved. 

Director  Marlin  Haley  explained  that  accomplishment  of  this  hurdle  will  be  a  tremendous  asset 
as  the  view  of  the  Bay  from  the  park  will  be  unobstructed.  Mr.  Haley  stated  ihat  the  District 
staff  has  done  a  great  job  and  is  to  be  commended  for  what  they  have  done. 

Director  Corley  recommended  that  appropriate  action  be  taken  when  there  is  a  definite 
meeting  of  the  minds.      General  Manager  Luckman  stated  that  adoption  of  a  resolution  would 
reaffirm  the  District's  position  and  would  be  another   link  in  the  chain,  although  it  is  not 

necessary.  General  Manager  Luckman  advised  that  he  would  continue  to  woik  on 

this  with  PG&E.  No  Board  action  was  taken. 
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C.        Report  on  proposed  amendment  to  Contra  Costa  County  Ordinance  relating  to  Sewage. 

General  Manager  Luck  man  advised  the  Board  that  since  Dick  Trudeau  has  been  handling 
this  matter  essentially  from  the  time  the  original  ordinance  amendment  was  introduced,   that  Mr. 
Tiudeau  would  report  on  this  subject.         In  reviewing  the  background,   Mr.  Trudeau  stated  that 
the  District  was  opposed  to  the  original  amendment  and  was  successful  in  having  some  changes 
made  in  the  wording  .      The  Board  at  the  last  Board  meeting  adopted  a  resolution  approving  a 
revised  ordinance  with  a  proviso  which  would  effectively  protect  the  District  from  having  to 
connect  to  a  positive  sewage  disposal  system  within  the  drainage  area  of  a  domestic  water  supply 
reservoir,  Mr.  Trudeau  said  . 

At  the  Contra  Costa  County  Board  of  Supervisor's  meeting  this  morning,  which  he  and  Mr.   Luckman 
attended,   Mr.  Trudeau  said  the  only  objection  to  the  proposal  came  from  Mr.  Moriarity  with 
regard  to  Canyon,  and  the  ordinance  was  passed  by  a  four  to  one  vote.      The  District,   East  Bay 
Municipal  Utility  District  and  the  Contra  Costa  Water  District  all  approved  the  ordinance  in 
principle  and  it  is  now  an  accomplished  fact  and  the  District's  interest  is  protected,   Mr.  Trudeau 
said. 


Chairman  Wool  ridge  extended  the  Board's  appreciation  to  Mr.  Trudeau  for  his  efforts  on  the 
District's  behalf. 


D.        Announcement  of  California  Association  of  Recreation  and  Park  Districts  Board  of  Directors 

Meeting,  Saturday,  June  22,   1968,  Apple  Valley,  California.       Chairman  Wool  ridge 
announced  that  the  California  Association  of  Recreation  &  Park  Districts  is  holding  a  Board  of 
Directors'  meeting  at  Apple  Valley,   California,  on  Saturday,   June  22,   1968  and  that  a  copy 
of  the  notice  had  been  sent  to  the  Directors.        Director  Haley  made  a  motion  that  Director 
Blumberg  be  authorized  to  attend  this  meeting.      Director  Corley  seconded  the  motion  and  by 
unanimous  vote  the  following  resolution  was  adopted:

Prior  to  presentation  by  tlo  Shoreline  Parks  Committee  a  short  recess  was 
called  by  Chairman  Woolridge  for  setting  up  of  a  projector  and  screen  and  the  darkening  of  the 
Beard  room.       When  the  meeting  was  called  to  order,   General  Manager  Luckman  read  the 
following  leiter  which  had  been  received  from  the  Shoreline  Parks  Committee:

After  the  leading  of  the  letter,   the  Committee  proceeded  with  the  presentation.     First  to  speak 
was  Gecrge  Hayes,-  business  development  officer  for  the  Richmond  Redevelopment  Agency.     Mr. 
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Mayes  commented  that  he  has  recently  moved  to  the  Bay  Area  from  New  York  City  where 
he  has  spent  most  of  his  life  and  explained  some  of  the  mistakes  made  there  and  the  lack 
of  providing  facilities  for  the  people  who  live  in  the  area.        He  said  it  becomes  necessary 
for  all  of  us  to  perpetuate  the  blessings  of  Nature  in  this  area  and  that  a  good  rule  to 
follow  would  be  to  take  heed  of  the  mistakes  made  by  the  people  back  east.      Mr.   Hayes 
stated  that  the  Redevelopment  Agency  plans  to  develop  the  flat  area  east  of  the  proposed 
park  for  light  industrial  use  and  that  it  is  their  intention  to  devote  the  entire  hillside  to 
public  use  and  hopefully  as  some  kind  of  public  park. 

An  aerial  photograph  of  the  area  was  shown  to  the  Board  by  Mrs.  Ronald  Roselius  who 
stated  that  the  area  hardly  needs  any  more  endorsement  than  it  has  for  use  of  the  area 
as  a  regional  park.      The  need  there  is  absolutely  tremendous,  she  said,  and  proceeded 
to  show  and  describe  a  series  of  color  slides  taken  in  the  area  of  the  proposed  Point 
Richmond  park.        Slides  of  Keller's  Beach  were  included.  Mr.   Thomas  Wilson,   Director 
of  Recreation  and  Parks  for  the  City  of  Richmond  indicated  that  this  Beach  consisted  of 
a  little  over  one  acre  of  development  and  254  acres  of  submerged  tidelands  immediately 
adjacent  to  the  beach.      This  beach  park  was  developed  by  the  City  of  Richmond. 

The  views  from  the  hill  are  inspiring,   Mrs.  Roselius  said  and  that  this  is  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  natural  spots  you  can  find  in  Contra  Costa  County  for  a  park.      She  reminded 
the  Board  that  Contra  Costa  County  was  promised  a  shoreline  park  at  the  time  of  the 
annexation  to  the  District.      Mrs.  Roselius  said  there  was  an  urgent  need  to  speak  now 
because  real  estate  development  is  actually  imminent  at  Point  Richmond.       The  area 
is  readily  accessible  to  the  public,  she  said.     To  save  the  area  for  recreation  means 
action  and  fast  action,  she  said. 

Mrs.  Thomas  Edwards,  chairman  of  Richmond's  Human  Relations  Commission, also  spoke 
to  the  Board,  stating  that  she  v/as  a  resident  of  Point  Richmond,  expressing  her  pleasure 
of  living  in  that  area,  that  development  of  a  regional  park  in  the  area  would  be  very 
meaningful  and  provide  an  excellent  recreational  outlet  for  all  the  Bay  area  residents, 
not  only  to  the  people  of  Richmond.        Mrs.  Edwards  said  they  will  work  very  hard  for 
the  District  to  bring  about  development  of  Point  Richmond  as  a  regional  park.    Mrs. 
Edwards  stated  that  they  are  the  owners  of  the  top  of  Nichol  Knob  Hill,  which  they 
have  been  holding  onto  as  their  own  conservation  project,  with  the  promise  that  they 
are  going  to  have  a  park  in  the  area. 

Charles  B.  Warren  also  commented,  stating  that  he  was  speaking  for  the  taxpayers  of 
the  City  of  Richmond,  that  in  the  past  ten  years  taxes  have  quadrupled  and  that  a  petition 
is  being  circulated  against  the  proposal  which  already  has  30  signatures  in  iess  than  a 
week's  time.      Mr.  Warren  urged  the  Board  not  to  remove  any  more  property  off  the  tax 
roles.        Mr.  Warren  recommended  that  if  a  regional  park  is  to  go  into  Richmond,  it 
should  be  Point  Molate,  which  can  be  obtained  without  taking  additional  property  off 
the  tax  roles,  because  it  is  already  in  government  ownership. 

Mrs.  John  Vincent,  a  member  of  the  Richmond  Planning  Commission,  spoke  in  rebuttal 
of  some  of  Mr.  Warren's  comments,  stating  that  access  to  the  industrial  area  v/ill  be 
served  by  another  road  and  will  not  inteifer  with  the  park  traffic. 

Mrs.   Horace  Burr  also  spoke  in  behalf  of  the  site  for  a  regional  park  and  stressed  that 
it  would  be  easily  accessible,  more  so  than  some  of  the  other  District  regional  parks. 
Mr.  Thomas  Wilson  stated  that  no  matter  what  the  amount  of  the  acreage,  the  Point 
Richmond  site  is  regional  and  will  be  used  by  the  residents  of  the  two  counties.  There 
is  no  other  area  that  is  politically  feasible,   Mr.  Wilson  said,   for  the  District  to  acquire. 

Director  Merlin  Haley  stated  that  at  the  present  time  he  would  vote  against  the  site  and 
that  if  is  something  that  should  be  undertaken  by  the  City  of  Richmond.      Director  Badger 
commented  that  this  is  the  best  shoreline  site  to  date  and  certainly  the  Board  does  not 
v/anf  to  ignore  if  and  to  resolve  it  the  best  way  we  can  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  people. 

General  Manager  Luckman  reported  on  the  possibilities  offered  by  the  Santa  Fe  plans 
for  the  waterfront  lands  from  the  Bay  Bridge  Toll  Plaza  to  Brooks  Island  for  park  and 
public  open  space.      He  indicated  that  discussions  are  taking  place  with  Santa  Fe  on 
this  plan  and  that  ihe  District  is  continuing  its  discussions  with  them  and  other  property 
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owners  in  the  Point  Richmond  area. 

Director  Haley  again  commented  that  if  was  his  f<    tling  that  this  was  a  project  that  should 
be  i      '     taken  by  the  City  of  Richmond  and  unless  there  are  more  ,   cts  to  support  it,  he  would 
vote  against  it,       Director  Corley  commented  that  he  would  like  to  see  the  list  of  priorities 
to  see  how  the  program  would  fit  into  the  Districts  financial  ability  before  making  a  decision. 
Director  Badger  commented  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  District  is  in  a  sense  obligated  to 
acquire  shoreline  park  land  in  West  Contra  Costa  County  and  since  this  is  the  best  of  the  sites 
offered,   the  District  cannot  divorce  i'self  from  the  possible  acquisition  of  this  land  end  It  has 
to  be  explored  as  far  as  possible.        Director  Macdonald  stated  that  the  District  has  not  covered 
ail  the  bases  and  that  there  are  other  sites  siil!  to  be  considered. 

After  some  further  discussion,  on  morion  of  Director  Corley,  seconded  by  Director  Haley, 
the  General  Manager  was  instructed  to  continue  to  pursue  the  roar  tor  and  to  report  back  to 
the  Board  within  60  days  as  to  any  progress  made.

4.  BUSINESS  BEFORE  THE  BOARD 

A.  Evaluation  of  bids  opened  April  16,    1968  for  construction  of  recreational 

facilities  at  Don  Castro  Regional  Recreation  Area  and  recommendation  for 
action.  Walter  Toney,   Chief  of  the  Plans,  Design  and  Construction  Department, 

indicated  that  this  item  had  been  covered  in  the  memo  to  the  Board  and  that  the  consultants 
and  the  staff  in  reviewing  and  evaluating  the  bids  opened  at,  the  April  16  Board  meeting 
recommended  that  the  bids  be  rejected  and  that  the  project  be  readvertised  for  bid,  separa- 
ting the  work  into  two  distinct  categories.        Because  of  the  time  element  in  the  agreement 
v/ith  Flood  Control  it  was  originally  felt  that  the  wise,  thing  to  do  was  to  advertise  the  project- 
under  one  bid,   Mr.  Toney  said.

B.  Approving  retaining  consultant  for  economic  analysis  of  Tilden  Park  Golf  Course         ^ 

operation  and  approving  allocation.        Bob  Savattone,  Chief  of  the  Parks  Department, 
covered  this  subject  and  stated,  as  explained  by  Genera!  Manager  Luckman  at  the  last 
Beard  meeting,  it  v/as  recommended  that  a  consultant  be  retained  to  make  on  economic  study 
of  the  Tilden  Park  Golf  Course  operations.       Mr.  Savattone  stated  that  a  proposal  had  been 
received  from  William  Sherman  &  Associates,  who  do  this  type  of  thing,  a  copy  of  which 
had  been  sent  to  the  Board  Members  in  advance  of  the  meeting.       Mr.  Savattone  stated  that 
Mr.  Sherman  was  well  qualified  \0  make  the  economic  analysis,   having  been  involved  with 
the  Natioi  al  Golf  Foundation  for  approximately  Five  years  and  has  clone  various  studies  for 
various  communities  here  in  the  Pay  Area.

Director  Badger  commented  that  the  Sherman  proposal  on  the  nine  hole  golf  course 
was  rather  limited  as  to  what  needs  to  be  done  there  and  that  he  would  personally 
like  to  have  a  report  on  the  percent  of  work  that  has  been  completed  there  to  date 
and  the  amount  spent  and  how  much  there  is  remaining  to  put  it  into  play.     Director 
Badger  stated  that  there  should  be  a  greater  description  of  the  things  needed  to  put 
the  nine  hole  course  into  playing  order.      Mr.  Savatfone  indicated  that  this  can  be 
readily  done  and  will  be  included  in  the  report.

In  line  with  this  subject,   Director  Corley  asked  why  the  former  trout  pond  in  Tilden  was  not 
opened  up  again,  as  he  has  had  quite  a  number  of  inquiries  about  if.         General  Manager 
Luckman  advised  that  serious  consideration  was  given  to  the  trout  pond,  but  that  the  operation 
was  not  economically  feasible  and  that  if  was  a  selective  operation.      Many  complaints  had 
been  received  when  the  trout  pond  was  in  operation  about  the  high  cost  of  the  trout.     He  stated 
that  the  District  v/ould  rather  eventually  get  all  of  its  lakes  stocked,  so  that  the  children  would 
have  a  fairer  chance  at  fishing  without  having  to  pay  the  high  cost.      Mr.   Nelson  reported  that 
Lake  Anza  and  Lake  Temescal  have  just  been  restocked  by  the  State  Fish  and  Game,  but  that 
if  will  be  about  two  years  before  good  fishing  is  ready  at  these  lakes.      The  lakes  are  being  stocked 
on  a  scientific  ratio,   Mr.   Nelson  said. 


E.         Approving  interim  management  agreement  with  Bureau  of  Reclamation  for  development, 
operation  and  maintenance  of  temporary  facilities  at  Contra  Loma  Recreation  Area  and 
approving  allocation.  Director  Blumberg  moved  for  approval  of  the  interim  manage- 

ment  agreement,  stating  that  this  was  a  much  needed  breakthrough  for  East  Contra  Costa  County 
which  is  often  called  the  orphan  end  of  the  District.     Director  Blumberg  stated  that  he  felt  that 
it  demonstrates  the  ability  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  to  work  with  other  governmental 
agencies,  cutting  right  through  the  red  tape  that  usually  takes  months  to  work  out.      This  interim 
agreement,  he  said,  was  brought  about  in  a  matter  of  ten  days  and  complimented  the  General 
Manager  and  the  staff  for  bringing  this  interim  program  about.      Director  Corley  seconded  the 
motion  made  by  Director  Blumberg. 

A  map  of  the  Contra  Loma  area  was  on  display  and  Walter  Toney  explained  that  access  to  the 
area  will  be  via  Frederickson  Lane,  which  is  a  three  lane  road.       He  stated  that  the  reservoir 
contained  about  70  surface  acres,  about  half  the  size  of  Lake  Merritt,  but  much  deeper. 
The  proposed  temporary  facilities,  estimated  to  cost  $40,000,  would  include  sand  for  the  beach, 
oiling  of  the  road  and  parking  area,  dressing  and  rest  rooms,  shade  structures,   picnic  units, 
water  and  drinking  fountains,   he  said.      Concession  facilities  may  be  by  contract  with  an  out- 
side concessionaire,   he  said,  but  this  has  not  been  determined  as  yet. 

Mrs.   Horace  Burr  asked  about  use  of  private  beats  on  the  reservoir.     Mr.  Toney  advised  that 
although  there  was  no  restriction  on  private  boating  and  that  a  launching  ramp  could  easily 
be  provided,   he  had  no  recommendation  to  make  on  this  as  yet.        Hopefully  the  District  will 
learn  a  great  deal  after  the  first  year  of  operation,   Mr.  Toney  said.        He  estimated  that  the 
temporary  facilities  would  stand  up  from  6  to  10  years.        Mr.   Luckman  also  advised  that  some 
consideration  will  be  given  to  moving  a  trailer  info  the  area  for  security. 

Director  Blumberg  commented  that  to  get  this  facility  open  this  summer  for  $40,000  seems  very 
sconomical.      General  Manager  Luckman  reported  that  an  addendum  had  been  added  to  the 
interim  agreement  protecting  the  United  States  against  any  liability.      A  copy  of  the  proposed 
interim  agreement  had  been  sent  to  the  Board  Members  in  advance.        By  unanimous  vote  the 
following  resolution  was  adopted.

WHEREAS,   it  is  in  the  public  interest  to  open  this  reservoir  area  for  recreation 
as  soon  as  possible  and  to  provide  temporary  facilities  while  the  final  long  term  agreement 
is  under  negotiation, 

NOW,   THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  hereby  approves  entering  into  an  Interim  Management 
Agreement  with  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation  for  administering  the  Contra  Loma  Reservoir 
area  for  recreation  purposes,  until  such  time  as  a  long  term  management  agreement 
between  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation  and  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  has  been  executed 
and  put  into  effect,   and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  terms  and  conditions  of  said  Interim 
Management  Agreement  as  indicated  by  Rough  Draft  dated  May  1,    1963  and  the  addition 
thereto  of  a  paragraph  holding  harmless  and  indemnifying  the  United  States  from  damages, 
injuries  or  death  incident  to  said  administration,   are  hereby  approved,  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  President  of  this  Board  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  execute  such  Interim  Management  Agreeme  nf  on  behalf  of  the  District  and 
the  Board  Secretary  to  attest  same,  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  a  copy  of  said  Interim  Management  Agreement 
be  made  a  part  of  this  resolution  and  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  "A"     upon  its  execution. 


Director  Blumberg's  motion  for  development  of  temporary  facilities  at  Contra  Loma, 
seconded   by  Director  Corley,  also  included  approval  of  an  allocation  of  $40,000 
for  these  facilities.

Assistant  General  Manager  for  Administration  and  Public  Affairs,   reported  on  the 
dedication  ceremonies  to  take  place  at  noon,   May  23,   1968,  for  the  Coyote  Hills  Regional 
Park.      Guest  speakers,   he  said,   include  Robert  Hannon,   Chairman  of  the  Alameda  County 
Board  of  Supervisor,  and  State  Senator  Nicholas  E.  Pefris.      Mistress  of  Ceremonies  will  be 
Wanda  Ramey  of  radio  and  TV  fame,  he  said.      The  combined  Rotary  Clubs  of  Washington 
Township  have  arranged  an  invitational  picnic  lunch  and  many  civic  dignitaries  will  attend, 
he  said.         The  Stanford  Research  Institute  bio-sonar  laboratory  will  also  be  open  to  the 
public  at  this  time,   Mr.  Trudeau  said.  All  Board  Members  were  urged  to  be  present 

for  the  dedication.        General  Manager  Luckman  indicated  that  after  the  dedication  ceremonies 
are  over,  he  would  like  to  have  the  Board  Members  and  the  Trustees  look  over  the  area  in 
relation  to  the  PG&E  right  of  way.

General  Manager  Luckman  reported  that  a  number  of  reports  had  been  sent  to  the  Board 
including  two  from  Controller  Sawyer.     One,   in  essence  was  an  accounting  of  funds 
received  and  expenditures  to  date  for  the  fiscal  year  1967-68,  and  the  other  listing 
the  funds  committed  by  the  District  for  certain  land  purchases  and  capital  improvements.

General  Manager  Luckman  also  called  attention  to  the  excellent  report  prepared  by 
the  consultant  firm  of  Theodore  Osmundson    &  Associates  on  Alameda  Beach  and  advised 
that  copies  of  the  report  will  be  distributed  to  public  officials.  { 

Genera!  Manager  Luckman  also  called  attention  to  a  booklet  entitled  "The  Green  Belts" 
on  the  subject  of  preserving  open  space  in  agricultural  and  park  use.      Mr.   Luckman 
urged  each  Board  Member  to  take  time  out  to  read  the  booklet,   feeling  that  it  could  very 
well  apply  to  the  Bay  Area  as  a  means  of  controlling  and  directing  urbanization. 

Attention  was  also  called  to  California  State  Automobile  Associalion's  May  issue  of 
MOTORi.AND  which  contained  an  excellent  story  on  ihe  Regional  Parks.      The  Board 
complimented  Dick  Tmdtau  and  Mrs.  Dee  Pruyn  for  their  effoits.      Copies  of  the  magazine 
are  available  at  the  District  Office,   Mr.   Luckman  said,   for  distribution. 
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General  Manager  Luckman  also  announced  that  field  trips  were  ed  to  Bro  :nd 

and  the  Delta  area.      The  Delta  trip  is  scheduled  for  Friday,    May  10,   at  1   p.m.   to 
depart  from  Antioch.        The  Brooks  Island  trip  is  scheduled  for  Monday,   May  13,   2  to  4  p.m., 
deparling  from  the  Pacific  Boat  Works  in  Richmond.      Mr.    Luckman  indicated  that  public 
announcement  of  these  field  trips  was  made  in  accordance  with  the  Brown  Act  and  urged  all 
Board  Members  to  fry  to  join  the    District  slaff  on  the  two  field  trips.

(b)  Board  Comments. 

Director  Corley  commented  that  several  of  his  constituents  have  remarked  about  the  beauty 
and  excellent  condition  of  the  Tilden  Golf  Course  and  made  a  motion  that  the  grounds  man 
and  maintenance  crew  be  complimented.      Director  Blumberg  seconded  the  motion  and 
indicated  that  he  too  has  received  many  compliments  on  the  present  condition  of  the  course. 
General  Manager  Luckman  indicated  that  a  number  of  excellent  suggestions  have  been 
made  by  the  new  Pro  at  the  Golf  Course,  which  will  be  taken  up  with  the  Golf  Advisory 
Committee  and  then  to  the  Board  for  policy  action. 

Director  Blumberg  commented  that  some  action  be  taken  to  upgrade  the  condition  of  the 
Roiary  Peace    Grove  dedicated  quite  a  number  of  years  ago.      General  Manager  Luckman 
advised  that  he  would  look  into  this  matter  and  report  back  to  the  Board  at  a  later  date. 
Director  Blumberg  stated  that  this  was  a  really  significant  group  of  trees  and  suggested  that 
perhaps  the  Rotary  Club  could  sponsor  this,  if  the  staff  could  come  up  with  some  program 
in  very  simple  terms.

Insurance  Fund  presented  the  District  with  dividend  checks  totaling  $16,348.15  and  read  the 
following  letter  to  the  Board:

It  is  a  real  pleasure  to  enclose  these  dividend  checks  totaling  $16,348.15  and  to  congratulate 
the  District  on  the  continuing  improvement  of  its  safety  program. 

The  check  for  $1 1,721  .58,  your  dividend  for  the  policy  year  ending  July  1,   1967,  is  in  addition 
to  a  15%  premium  credit  earned  under  the  California  Experience  Rating  Plan.      These  savings 
when  combined  reduce  your  total  insurance  cost  to  54%  of  premium  calculated  at  basic  rates. 

A  feature  of  our  net  cost  plan  of  insurance  provides  for  the  review  of  dividents  two  years  after 
policy  expiration.      This  review  has  been  completed  on  the  Regional  Park  District's  1964  policy. 
The  check  for  $4,626.57  is  your  final  payment  for  that  policy  year  and  increases  the  total 
dividend  paid  for  that  policy  year  to  $21,724.77,  54%  of  premium.      Two  years  from  now  your 
1966  policy  refund  will  be  reviewed  and  an  additional  return  may  be  paid  on  that  year  as  well. 

Insurance  cost  savings  such  as  these  certainly  reflect  your  efforts     to  prevent  jn juries. 
Congratulations,  again,   for  a  job  v/ell  done.

Mrs.  Jackson  also  commented  that  she  noted  that  no  members  of  minority  groups  were  serving 
as  District  lifeguards  at  Temescal  or  Anza  and  asked  if  any  effort  had  been  made  to  hire  minority 
group  people  for  these  positions.        General  Manager  Luckman  advised  that  the  District  has  not 
only  an     open  hiring  policy  but  has  a  far  more  profound  policy  than  that  and  deliberately  reaches 
out  info  the  community,  using  every  single  avenue  open  to  the  District  in  an  effort  to  hire  members 
of  minority  groups.        Mr.   Luckman  stated  that  the    District  would  appreciate  any  help  citizens  ecu 
give  the  District  in  getting  members  of  minority  groups  to  apply  when  there  are  job  openings.

Bids  for  rental  of  equipment  and  for  the  stocking  of  rainbow  trout  at  Lake  Chabot  were  opened  by 
Controller  John  Sawyer.        Only  one  bid  was  received  on  the  rental  of  equipment.     Mr.   Toney, 
Chief  of  Plans,    Design  and  Construction,   was  asked  to  review  the  bid  and  report  his  findings  to  the 
Board.      After  review,    Mr.   Toney  recommended  that  the  Board  accept  the  bid,   stating  that  the 
increase  in  the  hourly  rental  rates   over  last  year  was  due  to  inflation  (6%)  and  a  9%  increase  in 
salaries  and  benefits  for  operators  and  maintenance  mechanics  to  be  effective  this  coming  July  1st. 
Mr.   Toney  estimated  that  the  District  had  spent  about  $70,000  last  year  for  equipment  rentals  in 
the  area  of  capital  projects,   plus  a  small  amount  in  the  area  of  maintenance.      The  hourly  rates 
bid,   Mr.  Toney  said,  are  slightly  less  than  the  going  rates.      On  motion  of  Director  Blumberg, 
seconded  by  Director  Haley,   the  Board  moved  to  accept  the  bid  for  rental  of  equipment  and  adopted 
the  following  resolution  by  unanimous  vote,  subject  to  approval  of  the  District  Counsel  as  to  form 
and  legality  of  the  bid.

6.        BUSINESS  BEFORE  THE  BOARD 

A.  Presentation  of  Plaque  by  Alameda  Post  *9  American  Legion  commemorating  dedication 
of  Alameda  Memorial  State  Beach  as  a  Memorial  to  All  Veterans.        Chairman  Wool- 
ridge  advised  the  Board  that  Adjuiant  Francis  Shores  of  Alameda  Post  fr9  of  the  American 
Legion  had  telephoned  and  requested  that  this  item  be  postponed.      Originally  the  plaque  was 
presented  to  the  District  at  the  dedication  ceremonies  for  Alameda  Beach  on  June  10,   1967 
and  will  be  delivered  to  the  Board  by  Adjutant  Shores  at  the  time  the  master  plan  for  Alameda 
Beach  comes  before  the  Board  for  formal  approval. 

B.  Presentation  by  Model  Mariners.         In  opening  the  discussion,   Director  Macdonald 
commented  that  three  or  four  v/eeks  ago  he  had  received  a  call  from  the  Model-  Mariners, 

a  club  of  small  gasoline  powered  model  boat  owners  who  operate  their  boats  by  remote  control 
from  the  shore  of  a  lake,  who  had  hoped  that  the  Board  could  find  a  spot  for  them  at  one  of  the 
District  lakes.      Director  Macdonald  said  the  club  had  been  operating  their  model  boats  at  Lake 
Temescal,  but  because  someone  had  complained  about  the  noise,  Bob  Blau  had  suggested  that 
the  Club  try  Cull  Canyon.      The  Club  then  went  to  Cull  Canyon  and  while  they  were  seMing  up, 
General  Manager  Luckman,  who  happened  to  be  in  the  area,  asked  them  what  they  were  doing 
and  after  a  demonstration,   had  indicated  that  they  could  not  operate  at  Cull  Canyon.     The  4 

Club  appealed  to  me,   Director  Macdonald  said,   to  see  if  anything  can  be  done  to  work  out  the 
prcblem.      Director  Macdonald  stated  that  he  advised  them  that  they  could  make  an  appoint- 
ment to  appear  before  the  Beard  and  that  they  were  here  today  to  make  their  presentation. 

Paul  Mosier,  safety  officer  of  the  Club,  v/ho  had  been  elected  to  speak  for  the  group,  stated 
that  they  were  at  the  meeting  primarily  to  request  for  permission  to  operate  their  model  boats 
at  mutually  acceptable  waters  in  the  park  areas  at  no  expense  to  the  District.      He  stated  that 
the  group  was  an  organized  club  of  25  members,  all  of  whom  are  mature  adults,  cffiliated  with 
the  Western  Associated  Modelers  and  the  International  Mcdel  Power  Boat  Association,  and  that 
the  Club  has  adequate  liability  insurance  coverage  for  each  man  of  $100,000,  as  well  as 
property  damage  coverage,   relieving  the  District  of  any  financial  responsibility  should  some 
liability  occur.      The  club  is  self-supporting,   Mr.   Mosier  said,  and  purchases  everything 
needed  themselves.  He  stated  that  they  have  a  retrieve  boat  to  retrieve  the  model  boats 

should  they  stop,  robot  markers  to  seal  off  the  pit  area  to  prevent  any  unsafe  condition  from 
occurring  and  a  public  address  system  should  if  be  necessary  to  back  up  crowds.     He  staled 
that  they  have  operated  at  Lake  Ternescal  for  a  period  of  three  or  four  months  and  at  Cull  Canyon 
on  one  previous  occasion.     He  stated  that  the  park  rangers  at  both  parks  seemed  to  be  happy 
with  the  v/ay  they  conducted  themselves  and  that  they  did  not  create  any  mess  and  policed  the 
area  themselves.     It  was  Mr.  Mosier's  feeling  that  the  noise  level  of  the  model  boats  was  not 
i  i;i  fa  ting  and  would  not  interfere  with  public  enjoyment  of  the  surrounding  areas.      He  stated 
that  the  mcdel  boats  were  equipped  with  mufflers  and  that  the  noise  created  was  far  below  that 
■   of  the  aggravating    noise  of  model  airplanes.      They  have  complete  control  of  the  model  boats 
at  all  times,   he  said.      Mr.   Mosier  also  stated  that  they  were  looking  only  for  use  of  [.ark  waters 
rh  it  would  be  mutually  accepkible  to  the  Board  and  that  they  would  look  into  areas  in  Contra 
Costa  County  as  suggested  by  the  General  Manager.      He  stated  that  by  virtue  of  their  being  in 
the  park,  it  would  stimulate  traffic  flow  in  and  that  iheir's  is  an  activity  the  public  would  enjoy 
watching.        The  model  boats  and  equipment  are  costly  and  out  of  the  realm  of  being  toys,   he 
said.       The  water  area  needed  for  the  course  is  283  feet  long,  30  feet  wide,   plus  50  feet 
around  the  course  as  free  wafer,   he  said.

General 
Manager  Luckman   opened  the  discussion  on  this  subject,  stating  that  Kaiser  Industries  is 
prepared  to  turn  over  to  the  District  a  quarry  two  miles  east  of  Pleasanfon.     They  propose  to 
d    'ate    this  property  to  the   District  at  no  cost,  he  said.        Hulet  Hornbeck,   Chief  of  Land 
Management,   reported  that  the  District  has  delayed  about  a  year  and  can  continue  to  delay 
receipt  of  this  property.      The  purpose  of  the  delay,   he  said,   is  that  the  District  is  seeking 
to  use  the  value  of  this  property  to  obtain  federal  or  state  matching  funds.      We  would  not 
be  matching  against  a  tax  base  sum  of  money,  but  against  a  gift  or  grant  of  property  that 
has  a  recognizable  value,  Mr.   Hornbeck  said.       The  District  has  been  working  with  the 
State  of  California  in  this  regard  and  if  the  program  goes  through  it  will  represent  the  first 
time  In  the  United  States  in  the  Land  and  Wafer  Conservation  Fund  where  other  than  tax 
funds  or  the  funds  of  a  particular  agency  have  been  used  to  support  a  matching  fund.      !n 
addition  to  this,   he  said,   the  State  feels  that  this  site  represents  a  challenge  to  the  District, 
to  the  State  and  to  local  areas  to  raise  up  a  derelict  area  and  return  it  .to  a  public  use.     Mr. 
Hornbeck  urged  the  Board  to  approve  filing  an  application,  hopefully  to  be  funded  in  the 
fiscal  year  1969-70,  with  the  capital  development  faking  place  some  rime  thereafter.

|uii     Mo  appear  in  court  on  felony  arrests  or  whenever  citizens  plead  "not  guilty"  on  mis- 
demeanor citations.      This  raises  a  problem,   he  said,  when  the  Ranger  is  subpoenaed  on  his 
day  off  or  during  his  off  duty  hours,  as  he  must  appear  or  be  subject  to  contempt  citation  by 

Court.       At  the  present  time  the  Administrative  Manual  does  not  define  how  this  situation 
is  to  be  handled.      General  Manager  Luckman  recommended  that  Rangers  called  to  appear  in 
Court  at  any  time  other  than  their  normal  work  week  should  be  given  a  choice  of  overtime 

/  or  equivalent  compensaiing  time  and  that  they  should  be  paid  mileage  to  and  from  the 
Court  when  using  their  ov/n  vehicles.      In  figuring  the  time  involved,   Mr.   Luckman  said, 
the  Ranger  should  be  compensated  from  the  time  he  leaves  his  home  until  he  returns.      The 
recommended  mileage  allowance  was  8  cents  a  mile.       Director  Macdonald  made  a  motion 
to  approve  the  compensation  and  mileage  allowance,  Director  Badger  seconded    the  motion 
and  by  unanimous  vote  the  following  resolution  was  adopted:

The  Board  was  reminded  that  the  next  finance  committee  meeting  on  the 
budget  would  take  place  Wednesday,  May  22,  1968  at  4  p.m. 

President  Woolridge  advised  that  a  group  of  citizens  from  the  City  of  Richmond  were 

in  attendance  at  the  meeting  and  invited  the  spokesman  for  the  group  to  make  a  statement. 

Lucy  Brown,   of  north  Richmond,   was  the  first  to  speak,   stating  that  she  has  had  several 

meetings  with  Mr.    Hornbeck  on  the   possibility  of  developing  a  creekside  park  along 

Wildcat  Creek  near  the  mouth  of  the  Bay.        Both    Mrs.   Brown  and  Willie  Dorsey, 

representing  the  Property  Owners  Association  in  the  area,  stated  that  there  was  a 

need  to  provide  recreation  and  parks  for  the  youngsters  and  families  there.      All  members 

of  the  group  offered  their  services  to  the  District  and  indicated  that  both  the  community 

and  a    youth  program  would  help  to  develop   and  maintain    the  area  for  a  park,  if  some 

arrangement  could  be  worked  out.

Mr.   Trudeau  reported  that  Bob  Clark  has  agreed  to 
postpone  his  retirement  for  a  number  of  months  and  to  gradually  reduce  his  work  load.      On  motion 
of  Director  Badger,  seconded  by  Director  Haley,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by 
unanimous  vote:

WHEREAS,    Robert  Clark,   Chief  of  the  Equipment  Department,   reached  retirement  age

WHEREAS  an  extension  of  Mr. Clark's  employment  beyond  the  date  of  his  eligibility  for 
retirement  was  approved    by  Board  Resolution  No.  2999,   November  7,   1967,  until  July  1,    1968,  and 

WHEREAS  due  to  recent  changes  in  District  management  it  is  desirable  and  in  the 
interest  of  the   District  to  retain  Mr.  Clark  as  Chief  of  the  Equipment  Department  and  as  Fire  Chief 
of  the  District's  Volunteer  Fire  Department,  during  the  critical  months  ahead, 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park 
District  hereby  approves  and  authorizes  further  extension  of  employment  for  Robert  Clark  beyond 
the  July  1,   1968  retirement  date,  until  such  time  as  a  gradual  retirement  can  be  effected  and  the 
functions  of  the  department  carried  on  in  a  smooth  and  orderly  manner. 


G.       Status  report  on  Budget  for  Fiscal  Year  1968-69.         It  was  reported  by  Director  Blumberg, 
Chairman  of  the  Board  Budget  Committee,  consisting  of  Directors  Blumberg,   Badger  and  Mac- 
donald,  that  the  committee  was  about  50%  along  on  its  review  and  that  another  meeting  was 
scheduled  to  follow  today's  Board  meeting.  Acting  General  Manager  Trudeau  stared  that  by 

law  the  budget  will  have  to  be  approved  by  July  1,    1968,   that  it  will  be  ready  for  its  first 
presentation  to  the  Board  by  Tuesday,  June  18;  that  this  v/ill  be  followed  by  a  public  hearing 
and  adoption  by  the  Board  at  a  special  meeting  prior  to  July  1st.       Chairman  Woolridge  advised 
that  the  Board  will  have  sufficient  time   to  study  the  budget  prior  to  its  approval.         Director 
Blumberg  recommended  that  the  General  Manager  investigate  the  requirements  regarding  publica- 
tion of  the  preliminary  budget.      Acting  General  Manager  Trudeau  stated  that  it  has  been  District 
policy  to  publish  an  abbreviated  version  of  the  budget  in  the  newspapers. 


H.        Presentation  of  District  Statement  of  Finances.         Acting  General  Manager  Trudeau  advised 
that  this  Statement  of  Finances  came  about  because  of  the  questions  and  rumors  resulting  from  the 
resignation  of  Mr.   Luckman.      Mr.   Trudeau  stated  that  he  had  asked  Lov/ell  Weight  to  prepare  the 
statement  of  cash  flow  between  now  and  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  and  from  the  beginning  of  the 
new  fiscal  year  until  the  period  when  the  biggest  tax  revenue  payments  are  made  to  the  District. 
Mr.  Trudeau  commended  Lov/ell  Weight  for  the  excellent   job  done  in  putting  together  the  report. 
Director  Blumberg  commented  that  this  report  v/ill  silence  the  rumors  that  are  being  circulated 
about  the  District's  financial  stability.        Mr.  Weight  stated  that  this  was  a  conservative  statement 
and  that  potential  grants  have  not  been  listed  and  if  they  are  received,   they  v/ill  augment  the 
District's  cash  position.        Director  Blumberg  moved  for  approval  of  the  statement.      This  v/as 
seconded  by  Director  Macdanald  and  by  unanimous  vote  of  the  Board,   the  following  resolution  was 
adopted:

These  ere   the   result   of  land   purchases   or    leases   and   bank   loans  as  allowed   by   the    Public 
Resources  Code.      The    Garin   Ranch   commitment,  is   in   the    form   of  annual    options   to  sub- 
sequently  purchase   the   remaining  acres   and   therefore    no   interest   is   involved. 

In  addition   to   those   commitments   on   page   (4),    the    Board   of  Directors   has   indicated   Its 
intention   to   purchase    land    for  a   Shoreline    Park   In  Contra   Costa   County   by 
annually  allocating   $100,000   to  be   set  aside   until   a   total    of  $400,000   has   been  accumu- 
lated   for   this   purpose.

1.  Recommendation  regarding  concession  operations  at  Alameda  Beach  and  Coyote  Hills  Regional 

Park.        Controller  fawyer    asked  for  Board  authorization  to  proceed  with  the  idea  of  having 
private  mobile  concessionaires  dispense  coffee,  milk,  soft  drinks  and  sandwiches  at  Coyote  Hills, 
Alameda  Beach  and  Contra  Loma.      Chairman  Wool  ridge  commented  that  we  should  provide  this 
service  to  the  public  and  recommended  that  the  Board  authorize  the  investigation.

Mrs.   Dee  Pruyn  reported  on  two  events  which  are  taking  place  in  the  District  in  the  next 
two  weeks.      One  of  these,  a  festival  and  fishing  derby  is  scheduled  for  Lake  Chabot  from  June  8-16 
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The  other  event  at  Alameda  Beach,   on  Saturday,   June  15,  a  sand  castle  and  sand 
sculpture  contest.

Jim  Corbill,  a  nationally  known  fishing  expert  will  demonstrate  casting 
techniques,  she  said.  Friday,  June  14, will  be  kids  day  and  an  open  art  show  will 

take  place    on  Saturday,  June  15,  Mrs.  Pruyn  said.      All  Board  members  were  invited 
to  attend  the  festivities.       Among  the  prizes,  she  said,  are  two  tickets  to  Disneyland. 

Mrs.  Pruyn  also  urged  the  Board  Members  to  take  in  the  sand  castle  contest  taking 
place  Saturday  morning  at  Alameda  Beach,  with  the  cooperation  and  assistance  of 
Grant  Mainland  and  the  Alameda  Recreation  and  Park  Department,  June  15. 

Mrs.   Pruyn  also  reported  that  the  District  had  a  display  at  the  Hobby  Show  faking  place 
at  the  Oakland  Coliseum,  at  the  present  time. 


L.         Authorization  to  retain  Irwin  Luckman  as  Special  Consultant  for  the  District. 
Chairman  Woolridge  commented  that  there  are  a  number  of  projects  that  Mr. 
Luckman  was  working  on  before  his  resignation,   that  Mr.   Luckman  has  offered  to 
complete  over  a  three  month  period,  as  a  special  consultant  to  the  District.     Director 
Haley  made  a  motion  that  the  District  retain  Mr.   Luckman  to  complete  these  projects, 
which  motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Roeding.

6.    COMMENTS  AND  SUGGESTIONS 

(a)        Geneial  Manager's  Comments.     Acting  General  Manager  Trudeau  called  the 
Board's  attention  to  another  Article  written  by  John  Young.      This  one  about  Briones 
Regional  Park,  appearing  in  the  New  York  Times. 

Mr.   Trudeau  also  called  attention  to  an  editorial  in  the  Oakland  Tribune 

and  stated  that   (quoting  from  the  editorial)  "maintenance  of  satisfactory  public  relations 

involves  more  than  hiring  an  effective  lobbyist  or  turning  out  stacks  of  press  releases". 

Mr.  Trudeau  also  reported  that  an  employee  meeting  was  called  en  Wednesday,  May  29, 
at  the  Brazil  Building,   at  which  Chairman  Woolridge  gave  a  speech   to  assure  the 
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employees  that  Mr.  Luckman's  resignation  would  nor  curtail  or  put  a  halt  to  the  District's 
program  and  assured  the  employees  that  the  rumors  about  the  District's  financial  situation 
were  false. 

Mr.  Trudeau  also  reported  that  five  year  service  pins  were  given  to  employees  Livingston 
Dingrnan,  who  completed  five  years  of  service  June  3,    1963  and   J.  C.   Hayes  who  completed 
five  years  of  service  May  27,    1963. 

Mr.  Trudeau  introduced  Bettie  Kempster,  who  helped  with  the  Alameda  "Day  at  the  Beach" 
dedication  last  year  and  who  has  been  a  sensational  job  with  the  youngsters  with  a  regular 
litter  cleanup  campaign  on  the  beach  as  part  of  her  club's  activities.         She  also  did  a 
fabulous  job  on  an  anti-litter  poster  contest  among  the  Alameda  Schools,   Mr.  Trudeau  said 
and  is  now  doing  a  tremendous  job  in  assisting  with  this  year's  sand  castle  contest.        Mrs. 
Kempster  has  been  the  spearhead  of  this  year's  contest,  as  she  was  of  last  year's. 

Mrs.   Kempster  spoke  before  the  Board  stating  that  she  was  there  to  ask  permission  to  have 
a  concession  stand  at  Alameda  Beach  on  Saturday,  June  1  5,    so  that  refreshments  will  be 
available  to  the  public.        Mr.   Trudeau  reported  that  the  funds  which  are  collected  from 
the  refreshment  stand  will  do  to  reimburse  the  club  for  the  prizes  and  ribbons  and  the  time 
that  they  have  put  info  the  sand  castle  contest.      No  District  expenditures  will  be  involved, 
Mr.  Trudeau  said.  On  motion  of  Director  Roeding,  seconded  by  Director  Blumberg, 

the  Board  by  unanimous  vote    authorized    Mrs.   Kempster  and  members  of  her  group  to  operate 
a  refreshment  stand  at  Alameda  Memorial  State  Beach    on  Saturday,   June  15,  the  date  of 
the  sand  castle  and  sand  sculpture  contest,  at  no  cost  to  the  District,  and  with  the  club 
retaining  any  proceeds  from  such  sales. 

(b)        Board  Comments.        Director  Roeding  commended  Mr.  Trudeau  and  his  staff  for  the  way 
the  entire  dedication  ceremonies  at  the  Coyote  Hills  were  handled.      Mr.  Roeding  stated 
that  he  has  had  many  compliments  as  to  how  well  the  entire  program  went.      The  other  Board 
Members  concurred  to  Mr.   Roeding's  remarks. 


As  representatives  from  the  North  Richmond  Neighborhood  House  were  in  attendance  and 
a  report  on  the  possibility  of  their  participation  in  developing  a  creekside  park  along 
Wildcat  Creek  had  been  promised  to  the  Board  at  the  last  meeting,   Dick  Trudeau  reported 
that  Walter  Toney  and  Hulet  Hornbeck  have  met  with  representatives  of  Neighborhood  House 
and  are  continuing  their  investigation  of  this  project.      Mr.   Hornbeck  reported  that  he  was 
working  with  the  group  and  hoped  to  be  able  to  come  to  the  Board  with  a  definite  proposal 
or  recommendation  within  the  next  few  v/eeks  involving  the  District  at  very  nominal  expense 
to  provide  some  additional  recreation  relief  to  the  minority  group  living  in  the  North  Richmond 
area.         Mrs.   Lucy  Brown,   representative  of  the  Neighborhood  House  group,  advised  the 
Board  that  Parr  Richmond    Terminals    has  offered  to  lease  them  property  at  a  $1  .00  a  year 
to  help  in  their  program,  through  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District,  so  they  will  not  be 
liable.      Mr.   Hornbeck  stated  that  all  aspects  are  being  studied  and  that  he  will  corne  back 
to  the  Board  at  a  later  date  with  a  full  report.         The  credibility  of  District  participation  in 
such  a  program  will  be  determined,   Mr.   Hornbeck  said.        Mr.  Toney  also  reported  on  this 
subject  that  some  good  v/ill  come  out  of  this  that  will  benefit  the  community,  whether  or 
not  the  District  participates  beyond  the  investigation. 

Chairman  Woolridge  acknowledged  receipt  of  letters  from  William  W.   Ray  of  Lafayette  and 
from  Ron  E.  Downer,  Secretary,   of  the  'Golden   Gate  Live  Steamers,  complimenting  the 
District  staff  and  the  rangers  for  their  wonderful  cooperation  and  courtesy  at  their  last  annual 
spring  meet,   May  25-26,   1968. 

Director  Blumberg  also  complimented   the  Parks  Department  for  the  fine  job  done  in  cleaning 
up  the  Rotary  Peace  Grove  for  the  meeting  which  was  held  their  earlier  today.        Director 
Badger  commented  that  some  means  should  be  taken  to  make  sure  that  this  Grove  is  protected 
in  case  of  fire  in  the  area.     Director  Roeding  stated  that  perhaps  this  same  consideration  should 
be  given  to  oiher  areas.      Mr.   Savattone  reported  that  his  crews  are  working  very  closely  with 
the  District  Fire  Chief  and  Jerry  Kent  to  see  that  all  the  proper  steps  are  token  to  protect  the 
a  reas . 
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Chairman  Wool  ridge  also  commented  that  three   Directors  had  been  appointed  by  him  as 
a  committee  to  get  applications  and  search  for  a  General  Manager  -  Blumberg,   Corley 
and  Badger,  but  that  there  is  very  little  available  in  the  way  of  specifications  for  this 
job.      He  stated  that  he  has  asked  the  committee  to  sit  down  and  work  out  some  guide  lines 
and  to  work  with  Mr.Trudeau  in  getting  up  a  job  description  for  General  Manager. 

Director  Blumberg  advised  that  a  letter  had  been  received  from  Parry  Laird  and  asked 
that  an  executive  session  be  held  after  the  meeting.

BUSINESS  BEFORE  THE  BOARD 

A.        Presentation  of  1968-69  Fiscal  Budget.      Chapman  Woolridge  advised  the  Board  that 

a  copy  of  the  budget  had  been  sent  to  them  a  few  days  ago,  after  the  Board  budget 
committee  had  worked  hard  and  diligently  with  the  District  staff  in  putting  together  a  work- 
able budget.      Mr.  Woolridge  said  that  Board  approval  was  not  being  asked  at  this  time, 
that  a  public  hearing  will  be  held,  after  which  the   Board  will  be  asked  to  approve  it. 

Director  Corley  commented  that  a  number  of  people  have  spoken  to  him  about  the  condition 
of  the  golf  course  and  its  maintenance  and  have  raised  the  question  as  to  whether  the  amount 
budgeted  for  this  purpose  is  adequate  to  do  the  job  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  golfers.     Bob 
Savattone,  Chief  of  Parks,  advised  that  it  was  the  staff    feeling  that  the  budget  was  adequate 
for  the  program  at  the  golf  course.        The  golf  course  needs  capital  improvements  of  a  rather 
substantial  amount,  Mr.   Savattone  said,  and  if  the  District  proceeds  on  this  basis,   the  budget 
funds  would  be  inadequate.      However,  a  study  currently  being  made  should    indicate  in 
what  direction  the  District  should  go  on  the  golf  course. 

Director  Blumberg  commented  that  a  number  of  players  have  told  him  the  course  has  never 
been  in  better  shape.      Mr.  Savattone  stated  that  the  golf  course  has  been  in  excellent  shape 
because  of  the  natural  irrigation,  but  that  it  is  starting  to  show  brown  spots.      Mr.  Savattone 
advised  that  the  report  of  Sherman  and  Associates  should  be  available  the  early  part  of  July. 

Directors  Haley  and  Macdonald  suggested  that  the  greens  fees  at  the  Tild^n  are  too  low  and 
should  be  increased  to  provide  additional  funds  for  capita!  development  at  the  course.      Mr. 
Savattone  stated  that  the  golf  course  survey  will  also  cover  the  fees. 

Chairman  Woolridge  recommended  that  the  Board  Members  study  the  budget  carefully  before 
the  next  meeting  and  if  they  have  any  questions,  the  Budget  Committee  Members  of  Blumberg, 
Macdonald  and  Badger,  who  worked  very  closely  on  this,  no  doubt  can  provide  the  answers. 
Director  Haley  complimented  the  budget  committee  for  an  excellent  job.

time  Jewel  Lake  was  dredged  and  silt  removed,   he  had  indicated  that  he  would  come 
back  to  the  Board  for  authorization  to  create  a  silting  basin  upstream  from  the  lake  and  a 
check  dam  to  regulate  the  flow  in  the  stream.      Mr.  Toney  stated  that  they  were  prepared  to 
proceed  with  this  work  and  asked  for  approval  of  an  allocation.      On  motion  of  Director 
Blumberg,  seconded  by  Directors  Haley  and  Macdonald,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted 
by  unanimous  vote:

G.        Progress  report  -  Point  Richmond  .      Acting  General  Manager  Trudeau  reported  that 

Mr.   Luckman,   the  District's  former  General  Manager,   held  a  series  of  discussions 
with  Santa  Fe  regarding  their  shoreline  properties,  and  that  Mr.  Toney,   Mr.   Luckman  and 
he  met  with  Robert  Walter,   Vice  President  of  Santa  Fe  last  week  to  review  their  overall 
land  plan.      Mr.  Walter  gave  Mr.  Toney  a  detailed  property  line  drawing  of  their  properties 
to  review  and  indicated  that  he  would  have  some  ideas  to  discuss  with  the  District  within 
the  next  few  weeks.      A  report  of  the  lands  available  and  their  price  should  be  in  the 
District's  hands  shortly  and  with  this  information  we  will  be  able  to  determine  in  what 
direction  the  District  should  move  to  provide  a  shoreline  regional  park  in  Contra  Costa 
County.         Mr,   Trudeau  stated  that  he  had  informed  the  Board  in  his  memorandum  what 
has  taken  place  since  1964  when  we  pledged  a  shoreline  regional  park  in  the  annexation 
campaign.       Until  the  information  which  Santa  Fe  has  promised  us,   Mr.  Trudeau  said,   he 
is  not  prepared  to  make  any  recommendation.         It  was  hoped  that  information  would  be 
available  for  the  July  16  Board  meeting. 


H.        Report  on  concession  operations  at  Alameda  Beach,   Coyote  Hills  and  Contra  Loma . 
Acting  Controller  Lowell  Weight  reported  on  this  subject,  asking  for  Board  approval 
to  negotiate  concession  agreements  to  provide  food  service  and  other  items  at  Contra  Loma, 
Coyote  Hills  and  Alameda  Beach  and  other  areas.      It  is  too  late  in  the  season  to  go  out 
to  bid,   Mr.  Weight  said,  and  advised  that  negotiations  have  been  taking  place  with  Mrs. 
Strohallen  and  her  partner,  a  Mr.  Sheets,   to  provide  such  a  food  service  this  season.     Mrs. 
Strohallen,   he  said,   operated  the  Roberts  Area  Merry-go-Round  and  food  concession  for 
five  years  prior  to  the  District's  entering  into  the  food  service  business.      They  have  toured 
the  parks  and  are  ready  to  purchase  the  necessary  equipment,   Mr.  Weight  said,  as  soon  as 
they  are  given  the  go-ahead.        Wes  Adams,   who  was  acting  general  manager  at  the  time 
Mrs.  Strohallen  operated  a  concession  at  Rolperts,   has  told  him  that  she  operated  a  very 
good  concession  stand  and  was  very  business  like  in  her  operations,   Mr.  Weight  said. 

Mr.  Weight  reported  that  on  a  short  term  concession  agreement,   on  advice  from  the  District 
Attorney's  office  ,  it  was  not  necessary  to  go  out  to  bid  and  a  standard  agreement  for  such 
operation  has  already  been  approved  by  the  District  Attorney,   he  said.      After  further 
discussion,   on  motion  of  Director  Macdonald,  seconded  by  Director  Roeding,   the  following 
resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote:

A  round  trip  to  Disneyland  for  tv/o  was  was  by 
Airman  1st  Class  William  Patten,  stationed  at  Hamilton  Air  Force  Baser    Mrs.   Pruyn  reported. 
A  good  time  was  had  by  all. 

J.         Presentation  of  Ward  Maps  for  determination  of  boundaries.        Directors  for  Wards  "i,   *2, 
#4  and  ^6  will  come  up  for  election  in  November.      Ward  *1  consists  of  Berkeley,   Albany, 
Orinda,    Emeryville  and  a  small  portion  of  North  Oakland.      Ward  *2  consists  of  North 

Oakland,    Montclair,    Piedmont,   the  Oakland  downtown  area  to  Lake  Merritt  and  the  estuary. 

Ward  *4  consists  of  Alameda  and  most  of  Oakland  east  of  Lake  Merritt  to  San  Leandro.    Ward  "6 

consists  of  East  Contra  Costa  County  including  Walnut  Creek,    Pleasant  Hill,   Concord,   Pittsburg, 

Antioch,   Clayton  and  excluding  the  Liberty  Union  High  School  District.

2.        BUSINESS  BEFORE  THE  BOARD 


/ 


A.        Discussion  of  District  Budget  for  Fiscal  Year  1968-69.  Chairman  Woolridge  opened 

the  meeting  asking  for  any  questions  on  the  Budget  from  the  Board  Budget  Committee 
(Directors  Badger,  Blumberg  and  Macdonald),  other  Board  Members,  the  General  Public  and 
the  Press.       Chairman  Woolridge  complimented  the  Beard   Committee,  stating  that  it  is  the 
most  thorough  job  that  has  ever  been  done  on  the   District  budgets,  and  thanked  the  committee 
for  their  diligent  work. 

Director  Blumberg,  chairman  of  the  Board  Committee,  stated  that  they  had  a  lot  of  material 
to  work  with    and  have  a  better  understanding  of  where  the  money  is  going  and  why    it  is  going 
there  than  in  the  past.       Director  Macdonald  reported  that  HUD  monies  and  other  grant 
monies  that  are  hopefully  coming  in,   have  not  been  considered  in  the  budget.        HUD  funds, 
when  they  are  received,  will  go  into' the  District's  General  Fund  and  the  allocation  of  that 
money  is  up  to  the  Board,  Director  Blumberg  stated.       Acting  Controller  Weight  also  confirmed 
that  it  was  his  understanding  that  HUD  funds,  when  they  are  received,  are  not  restricted  as  to 
what  use  we  put  them. 

Director  Blumberg  stated  that  the  budget  is  made  up  of  the  anticipated  income  from  taxes, 
revenue  producing  facilities  and  interest  from  monies  on  deposit.      Anticipated  grants  have 
not  been  included  in  the  budget,  nor  have  they  been  projected  in  previous  budgets.    Under 
the  District's  budget  system,  the  budget  is  adjusted  when  the  grant  monies  are  received,   Mr. 
Weight  said.        Mr.  Weight  stated  that  the  District  should  receive  approximately  $270,000 
in  grant  money  this  coming  year,  according  to  information  from  Mr.   Hombeck.    Director 
Corley  suggested  that  the  Board  be  given  a  list  of  applications  and  the  amounts  anticipated 
from  the  grants.       Mr.   Hornbeck  revealed  that  all  of  our  major  land  acquisitions  have  been 
approved  for  Federal  or  State  grants  of  50%  or  more. 

A  letter  on  the  District's  budget  from  E.  C.  Marriner,   City  Manager  of  Pittsburg,  was 
acknowledged  by  the  Board.      Acting  General  Manager  Trudeau  stated  that  a  simplified 
budget  would  be  released  at  the  time  actual  tax  figures  are  received  some  time  in  August. 

Director  Badger  stated  that  there  was  no  figure  set  forth  in  the  budget  for  purchase  of  the 
Boland  property  and  wondered  what  effect  not  acquiring  this  property  would  have  on  the 
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Interpretive  Center,  since  it  was  partially  predicated  on  the  acquisition  of  this  land.      Mr. 
Trudeau  stated  that  the  District  is  expecting  a  report  shortly  from  the  attorney  that  iried  the 
case,  outlining  the  alternatives  open  to  the  District.      The  staff  will  take  another  careful 
look  at  the  property,   Mr.  Trudeau  said,  before  asking  for  a  Board  decision.      It  was  budgeted 
last  year  at  $130,000,   plus  a  contingency.      Mr.  Trudeau  concurred  with  a  suggestion  made 
by  Director  Badger,  as  well  as  by  Mr.  Marriner's  letter,  that  this  should  be  shown  and  carried 
over  into  this  year's  budget.      Director  Badger  stated  that  funds  put  aside  for  the  shoreline 
park  in  Contra  Costa  County  should  also  be  shown. 

On  the  Boland  property,   Mr.  Trudeau  said,   the  District  does  not  have  to  buy  it,  we  can  drop 
it,  appeal  it,   or  we  can  pay  the  price  of  $305,000,  set  by  the  Court.      This  will  be  decided 
at  the  July  16  Board  meeting,   he  said,  and  that  he  cannot  make  a  recommendation  on  this  until 
the  attorney's  report  is  received  and  until  the  staff  has  taken  another  look  at  the  property. 

Director  Badger  also  commented  that  the  budget  for  the  Interpretive  Center  continues  to  go  up 
and  that  it  will  cost  a  half  million  dollars  before  we  are  through.      Mr.  Badger  wondered,  be- 
cause of  the  court  decision  on  the   Boland  property  and  the  other  things  that  have  to  be  done, 
whether  the  District  can  afford  to  put  $380,0'00  into  an  Interpretive  Center,   plus  whatever  else 
goes  into  it.      The  project  less  than  two  years  ago  was  estimated  at  $21 1,000,   he  said.      This 
is  not  a  final  determination,   Mr.  Trudeau  said,  but  simply  earmarks  the  money  for  the  project. 
The  subject  will  come  before  the  Board  again  for  actual  funding  and  authorization  to  go  out  to 
bid,   he  said.      Mrs.   Horace  Burr,  a  visitor  to  the  meeting,  commented  that  in  the  Forward 
Program  1964-69  the  Interpretive  Center  was  projected  in  the  neighborhood  of  $200,000  and 
that  in  December  of  1967  Mr.   Luckman,  the  former  General  Manager,   had  estimated  the  project 
to  cost  close  to  a  half  million  dollars.      Mrs.   Burr  stated  that  although  she  had  no  objection 
to  the  Interpretive  Center,  as  such,  she  did  not  think  it  should  be  budgeted  until  the  priority  study 
has  been  brought  in.      Mrs.  Burr  suggested  that  this  be  included  as  a  capital  improvement  reserve 
item  instead. 

Director  Blumberg  stated  that  the  staff  feels,  subject  to  Board  approval,  that  this  is  the  year  we 
should  spend  so  much  on  the  Interpretive  Center,  if  we  are  going  ahead.      When  this  question 
comes  before  the  Beard,  this  is  when  the  Board  will  say  whether  they  will  expend  the  funds  or 
not.        These  things  are  earmarked  for  purposes  of  a  budget,   Director  Blumberg  said,  but  the  Board 
has  to  be  flexible  and  when  it  comes  time  to  spend  the  money,   then  it's  up  to  the  Board.      Mrs. 
Burr  stated  that  it  was  her  feeling  that  interpretation  and  swimming  should  not  be  part  of  the  revenue 
producing  facilities  budget,  but  are  a  legitimate  part  of  the  regular  District  operations  to  provide 
a  community  service.        The  Interpretive  Center  is  not  only  involved  in  the  priority  list,  but  in  the 
revenue  producing  facilities  study  as  well,  she  said. 

Director  Badger  asked  what  the  current  ratio  was  for  administrative  expenses  between  the  two  counties, 
which  had  been  39%,   then  41%.      Director  Blumberg  stated  that  the  budget  percentage  breakdown 
for  administrative  expenses  was  58%  for  Alameda  County  and  42%  for  Contra  Costa  County  and  that 
the  administrative  costs  are  less  than  10%  of  the  total  budget. 

Director  Roeding  commented  that  the  budget  as  a  whole  this  year  has  been  more  carefully  analyzed 

in  detail  than  in  previous  years  and  was  much  easier'to  review.      He  complimented  the  Board  committee 

for  their  efforts. 

Director  Badger  stated  that  during  the  committee  discussion  on  the  number  of  District  autos,   it  was 
agreed  that  the  allocation  of  these  cars  to  various  areas  would  be  worked  out,  who  uses  them,  where 
they  go,  whether  the  total  number  of  replacement  cars  is  necessary  and  to  see  if  the  number  to  be 
purchesed  could  be  reduced.      Mr.  Trudeau  stated  that  this  was  being  studied. 

Director  Blumberg  also  stated  that  a  study  be  given  to  the  District's  communication  system  and  that 
it  has  been  proposed  by  Contra  Costa  County  that  the  District  change  to  a  higher  frequency.     It 
has  also  been  suggested  that  the  District  take  a  long  look  at  the  number  of  radios  in  service,  as  it 
has  been  Bob  Clark's  recommendalion  that  the  Board  should  definitely  have  a  study  on  this,  as  he 
cannot  justify  the  cost,   Mr.  Blumberg  said. 

On  ihe  Revenue  Producing  Facilities,   Dick  Trudeau  reported  that  the  Brodie  report  is  now  in  the  Board's 
hands  and  that  it  has  been  suggested  by  Bill  Home  of  the  Contra  Costa  County  Taxpayers  Association 
that  a  wholesale  revision  be  made  of  the  Revenue  Producing  Facilities  and  that  each  park  be  taken  as 
an  entity  for  a  clearer  picture  of  the  situation.      No  action  will  be  taken  for  this  summer  seasn, 
Chairman  Woolridge  said,   on  this  subject  and  hoped  that  the  Board  would  have  time  to  go  into  this 
matter  some  time  this  Fall. 
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After  Board  review  of  the  budget,  Chairman  V/ool ridge  inviled  the  public  and  press 
to  ask  questions  or  comment  on  the  budget. 

Mrs.  Jean  Siri  of  Richmond  stated  that  although  $100,000  has  been  set  aside  in  the  budget 
for  a  shoreline  reserve,  there  is  not  indication  of  the  total  amount.      Mr.   Hornbeck 
explained  that  this  was  in  the  same  category  as  the  Boland  property,  where  funds  v/ere  set 
aside  during  the  previous  fiscal  year.         Mrs.  Siri  also  asked  why  the  anticipated  income 
from  reservations  under  Revenue  Producing  Facilities  v/as  down.      Lowell  Weight,  the  Acting 
Controller,   explained  that  the  income  in  previous  years  had  been  over-estimated  and  that 
now  there  are  actual  figures  to  work  with. 

Mrs.  Burr  asked  if  there  was  any  grazing  land  in  the  Trowbridge  property.      Mr.  Hornbeck 
stated  that  until  this  has  been  firmed  up,   hopefully  in  September,  the  possible  income  has 
not  been  projected.      Mrs.  Burr  also  felt  that  the  fire  fighting  budget  should  not  be    under 
Revenue  Producing  Facilities,   that  it  is  an  important  service  of  the  District,  and  could  not 
understand  why  it  should  be  listed  under  Revenue  Producing.     Mr.  Weight  reported  that  in  the 
final  budget  it  would  be  reclassified. 

Mrs.  Siri  stated  that  she  was  startled  that  the  Park  Department,  which  is  basically  the  most 
important  part  of  the  Park  District,  had  such  a  small  budget.  Mr.  Trudeau  explained  that 
this  was  for  salaries  of  the  Chief  of  Parks,  two  superintendents  and  administrative  expenses 
only,  that  the  park  budgets  themselves  are  separate. 

Mrs.   Burr  commented  on  the  jump  in  travel  and  entertainment  expenses  and  that  the   $54,000 
for  sundry     miscellaneous  expenses  should  be  more  specific.       Mr.  Weight  explained  that  this 
was  made  up  of  $22,000  for  election  costs,  with  the  balance  for  the  District's  safety  consultant, 
the  insurance  program,  audit  fees,  data  processing  services,  directors  fees  and  miscellaneous 
advertising  and  equipment,  and  the  intern  program. 

A  question  was  also  asked  about  the  9-hole  golf  course.     Mr.  Trudeau  advised  that  the 
direction  in  which  the  District  should  proceed  on  this  is  part  of  the  study  being  made  by  the 
consultant  on  the  golf  course  and  that  it  should  come  before  the  Board  soon.        The  budget 
sets  aside  $45,000  to  pay  off  a  portion  of  the  $200,000  borrowed  to  do  part  of  the  development 
at  the  9-hole  golf  course,  Mr.  Blumberg  said. 

Mrs.  Siri  stated  that  she  was  appalled  at  the  personnel  in  the  Plans,   Design  and  Construction 
Department,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  a  great  deal  of  the  work  is  farmed  out.    Walter  Toney, 
Chief  of  this  department,  pointed  out  that  a  great  deal  of  the  expenditure  in  this  department 
is  for  the  long  range  planning  that  is  necessary,  master  planning  and  specific  area  planning 
which  is  very  difficult  to  farm  out,  because  of  the  many  problems  involved.       The  only  reason 
things  are  farmed  out  at  all  is  because  of  lack  of  staff  ability  to  schedule  for  these  jobs.     Mr. 
Trudeau  stated  that  actua  lly  the  department  is  understaffed  for  the  number  of  projects  planned. 
Director  Haley  commented  that  this  particular  area  of  the  District  operations    works  more  hours 
than  most  of  us  v/ould  be  willing  to  do  ourselves  and  is  overworked  and  is  doing  a  tremendous 
job.      Mr.  Trudeau  cited  as  recent  activities  of  the  department  as  Las  Trampas,  Coyote  Hills, 
Contra  Loma  and  the  shoreline  park. 

Art  Lampert,  a  resident  of  Fremont,  made  a  presentation  to  the  Board  on  Mission  Peak,  urging 
that  this  land  acquisition  be  included  in  this  year's  budget  .         A  copy  of  Mr.   Lampert's 
report  on  the  subject,  which  he  distributed  to  the  Board,   is  attached  and  made  a  part  of  these 
minutes. 

Director  Corley  commented  that  the  District  is  working  en  a  priority  list  for  the  wisest  use  of 
available  funds  and  that  the  Board  has  what  they  consider  a  priority  list  at  the  moment  -  the 
budget  is  the  priority  list  up  to  the  present  time  which  the  previous  administration  has 
developed,  based   on  commitments  and  requests  that  have  come  along.       The  budget  is  as  we 
see  it  now,   until  we  do  get  the  final  report  on  priorities.        Director  Badger  stated  that  the 
priorities  will  come  before  the  Board  for  discussion  some  time  in  the  near  future.      It  v/as 
hoped  that  a  priority  list  would  be  available  soon.      It  was  suggested  that  when  the  priority 
list  comes  before  the  Board  that  Mr.   Lampert  be  given  the  opportunity  to  make  his  presenta- 
tion on  Mission  Peak  again,  as  well  as  others  who  may  have  specific  projects  in  mind. 
Director  Badger  suggested  that  Mr.   Lampert  make  his  presentation  at  a  future  evening  meeting 
held  in  the  southern  park  of  the  county. 

Carol  Gaetjen  asked  for  a  sense  of  the  Boaid's  intention  on  the  Interpretive  Center,  stating 
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f hat  it  was  !xr  understanding  that  the  Interpretive  Center  in  Contra  Costa  County  was  a  pet  of  the 
former  General  Manager  and  that  it  was  somewhat  of  a  controversial  item.      Mrs.   Gaetjen  stated 
that  she  was  wondering  what  the  sense  of  the  Board  would  be  in  this  case  if  there  is  any  possibility 
that  the  Board  might  be  "stuck"  with  it,  since  it  lias  been  in  the  works  so  very  long  and  since  there 
has  been  a  fair  amount  of  money  spent  on  it  already.      The  $386,000  in  the  budget  is  the  largest 
outlay  of  any  of  the  items,   Mrs.  Gaetjen  said,  and  asked  if  this  would  merit  any  further  discussion. 
Chairman  Woolridge  advised  Mrs.  Gaetjen  that  when  it  comes  before  the  Board  for  an  allocation, 
then  there  will  be  further  discussion.      Right  now  it  is  only  earmarked  and  the  money  is  in  the  budget, 
Mr.  Woolridge  said.        Mrs.  Gaetgen  requested  that  no  further  monies  be  expended  for  the  Inter- 
pretive Center  until  the  Board  is  ready     to  make  a  decision.        She  stated  that  the  group  she  is  meet- 
ing with  is  a  little  alarmed  at  the  size  of  the  expenditure  for  the  Interpretive  Center,  considering 
that  acquisition  of  land  is  of  prime  importance  at  this  time.        This  is  a  one  time  large  capital  outlay 
that  may  or  may  not  have  appeal  to  the  public,  she  said. 

Director  Badger  commented  that  the  District's  school  program  may  heve  some  bearing  on  this  subject 
and  should  be  considered  before  the  Board  makes  the  final  decision.      This  is  only  earmarked  in  the 
budget  with  the  possibility  that  everything  will  fall  into  line.        Director  Corley  commented  that  in 
view  of  the  public  expressions,  spending  on  this  project  should  be  kept  to  a  minimum  until  the 
priority  list  is  finished.      Mr.  Toney  reported  that  the  planning  for  the  Center  is  complete  and  that 
no  additional  funds  will  be  spent  as  far  as  staff  time  is  concerned. 

Mr.   Gaetgen  also  discussed  the  possible  development  of  stream  beds  to  the  Bay  by  joint  arrangement 
with  the  individual  cities,  stating  that  she  had  presented  the  idea  to  Mr.   Mott  quite  some  time  ago 
and  would  like  to  present  it  to  the  Board.        Director  Blumberg  suggested  that  she  talk  to  Mr.   Horn- 
beck  who  can  bring  her  up  to  date  on  some  of  the  things  they  are  working  on. 

Mrs.   Burr  commented  that  the  cost  of  food  service  was  over  $200,000  and  suggested  that  perhaps 
the  Board  should  consider  farming  out  most  of  the  food  service  on  a  concession  basis  in  the  years  to 
come,  keeping  a  small  staff  to  keep  an  eye  on  the  operations,  instead  of  spending  that  large  amount 
of  money  for  this  sort  of  thing.       Chairman  Woolridge  advised  that  this  would  be  considered  at  the 
time  ihe  revenue  producing  facilities  come  up  for  Board  review.        Mrs.  Burr  also  questioned  $85,862 
for  reforestation  at  Don  Castro,  Coyote  Mills  and  Contra  Loma.      Acting  General  Manager  Trudeau 
advised  that  this  v/as  a  misnomer,  except  in  part,   that  if  actually  represents  the  operation  of  the  park 
and  considered  to  be  a  capital  project  during  the  first  year  due  to  the  work  going  en  along  with  it. 

Mrs.   Burr  also  commented  that  you  can't  sit  down  with  this  budget  and  find  what  the  current  assets 
of  the  District  are.       She  also  said  that  in  the  previous  budgets  funds  had  been  set  aside  in  the  land 
purchase  reserve  in  Contra  Costa  County,  but  has  no  way  of  knowing     what  amount  is  actually  in 
the  account  at  this  time.        Mr.  Weight  reported  that  this  reserve  account  had  $63,802  as  of  May  31st 
monthly  operating  statement. 

As  there  were  no  further  questions,  on  motion  of  Director  Blumberg,  seconded  by  Directors  Badger 
and  Macdonald,  the  District  Budget  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1968-69  was  approved  and  adopted  by 
unanimous  vote.  The  following  resolution   covers  ,the  Board  action:

Chairman  Woolridge  advised  that  at 
the  last  Board  meeting  the  Board  accepted  the  resignation  of  the  Controller  and     appointed 
Lowell  Weight  as  Acting  Controller,  but  a  salary  scale  was  not  set,  due  to  an  oversight  and 
recommended  that  he  assume  the  salary  of  the  Controller  effective  at  that  time,   making  it 
retroactive,  subject  to  approval  of  the  District  Attorney.

Director  Blumberg 
stated  that  the  salaries  are  now  competitive  and  if  we  are  to  accomplish  what  the  District  has  set  out 
to  do,  top  salaries  will  have  to  be  paid  for  top  men.        Director  Blumberg  made  a  motion  to  approve 
the  salaries  as  recommended.      Director  Roeding  seconded  the  motion  and  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote.        Acting  Controller  Weight  indicated  that  there  is  money  available 
in  the  present    budget  to  cover  the  salary  increases.

IN  1968-69  BUDGET

1.  PURPOSE  OF  PRESENTATION 

My  request  to  the  Board  of  Directors  is  that  it  include  in  the  1968-69  budget,  funds 
for  the  first  stage  acquisition  of  Mission  Peak,  Mt.  Allison  and  Monument  Peak,  all 
located  near  the  City  of  Fremont. 

2.  BACKGROUND 

The  presentation  will  be  based  on  the  V/ilsey  and  Ham  map  prepared  for  the  San  Francisco 
Water  Department  Study  of  watershed  lands  in  Alameda  and  Santa  Clara  Counties,  dated  1968. 

A.  The  40,000  acres  of  SFWD  watershed  lands  are  proposed  to  be  retained 
substantially  in  their  present  state,  and  could  form  the  nucleus  of  a  vast  recreation 
and  open  space  complex  in  southern  Alameda  County,  detailed  as  follows: 

B.  The  Sunol  Regional  Park  and  Camp  Ohlone  are  established  in  the  area. 

C.  A  hiking  and  riding  trail  along  Alameda  Creek  is  feasible  from  Coyote  Hills 
Park  to  the  Santa  Clara  County  line,  a  distance  of  30  miles. 

D.  Del  Valle  Reservoir  will  provide  water-oriented  recreation,  operated  by 
Livermore  Area  Park  and  Recreation  District. 

E.  Development  of  Levin  Park  is  proposed  by  the  canta  Clara  Park  and  Recreation 
District. 

F.  Development  of  a  park  in  the  Niles  Canyon  area  is  proposed  by  the  Gty  of  Fremont. 

G.  Possible  use  of  Ohlone  Junior  College  grounds  on  the  Huddleson  Ranch  by  the  East 
Bay  Regional  Park  Distinct. 

3.  REASONS  FOR  ACQUISITION  OF  AREA 


A.  The  most  important  reason  for  acquisition  of  these  peaks  is  that  they  are  outstanding 
landmarks  which  are  visible  to  almost  all  the  residents  of  Fremont,  and  to  observers 
from  three  directions  for  a  distance  of  at  least  20  miles. 

i 

B.  Acquisition  of  these  three  peaks  and  the  in-betv/een   ridge  line,  with  the  eastern 
limits  to  match  the  SFWD  westerly  boundaries  would  expand  the  above  described 
recreational  area  in  a  logical  manner. 

C.  Uses  of  proposed  peak  areas: 

1  .     Picnic  faciiities  at  several  sites. 

2.  Tie  into  possible  trail  system  by  Park  District  along  the  ridge  line  from  Garin 
Park  In  Hayward. 

3.  Provide  vista  points  at  the  peaks  for  one  or  more  roads  to  be  cut  through  the 
hills  by  Fremont.      Existing  access  along  Mill  Creek  Road  to  Mission  Peak 
would  provide  scenic  access  and  possible  vista  points  almost  immediately. 

4.  Provides  open  space  for  the  continuation  of  existing  glider  activities  around 
Mission  Peak.      This  is  the  only  area  known  to  me  that  provides  excellent  air 
currents  for  glider  activities,   is  near  dense  population  centers  and  is  still  in 
such  condition  of  development  that  it  can  be  preserved. 

5.  Several  impressive  groves  of  oak  trees  would  be  preserved  (not  personally 
observed). 

6.  Acquisition  would  implement  the  Alcmeda  County  General  Plan  which  shows 
the  hill  area  south  of  Interstate  680  (Mission  Pass  Freeway)  as  "Major  Park  and 
Recreation  Area". 
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7.     Mr.  William  Penn  Mott,   former  General  Manager  of  the  Park  District, 
indicated  that  he  was  interested  in  acquiring  Mission  Peak,   so  he  thought 
the  area  was  worthy  of  park  status.       Mr.    Luckman,   also  former  General 
Manager  of  the  Park  District,   entered  info  preliminary  negotiations  with  the 
owner  of  Mission  Peak. 

3.        JUSTIFICATION  FOR  ACQUISITION  AT  THIS  TIME 

A.  Subdivision  develooments  at  Curtner  Road  and  at  Interstate  680  will  be  followed 
shortly  by  other  subdivision  developments  and  increase  land  costs  in  the  near  future. 

B.  The  present  owner  of  Mission  Peak  is  willing  to  sell  at  this  time.     Future  owners 
might  not  be  as  cooperative. 

C.  The  Nature  Conservancy  is  willing  to  lend  the  funds  necessary  for  Mission  Peak 
acquisition  at  this  time.      This  may  not  always  be  the  case. 


4.        COSTS  AND  SOURCES  OF  FUNDS 

i 

A .  Costs 

Costs  are  determined  by  the  area  of  acquisition  and  the  cost  per  acre.      I  have 
no  data  on  which  to  base  unit  costs,  and  am  assuming  a  cost  of  $500  per  acre  for 
current  acquisition,  and  a  cost  of  $1,000  five  years  hence. 

1 .  Yellow  area  on  map  -  This  first  stage  acquisition  provides  for  the  acquisition 
of  the  three  peaks  and  the  ridge  line  in  between,   plus  1   mile  down  the  west  slope 
to  preserve  the  area  that  is  visible  to  dense  population  centers,  and  one-half  mile 
down  the  east  slope  to  connect  to  the  SFWD  ownership.     This  requires  the  acquisition 
of  about  8,000  acres  for  a  total  cost  of  $4,000,  000    at  $500  per  acre. 

2.  Pink  area  on  map  -  Final  acquisition  would  be  bounded  by  electric  transmission 
lines  on  the  north,   the  flat  lands  on  the  west,  and  the  Santa  Clara  County  line  on  the 
south.      This  acquisition  would  provide  many  more  miles  of  trails,  as  well  as  preserving 
these  hills  in  their  natural  state.      This  requirs  the  acquisition  of  11,000  acres  for  a 
total  cost  of  $1 1 ,  000,  000  at  $1 ,  000  per  acre .
